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Presiding Elders’ Reports. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


My appointment a year ago to the Presiding Eldership of the Los 
Angeles District, was as much a surprise to me, as it was foreign to my 
expectations ; and was only equaled by the weight of responsibility that 
accompanied it. But esteeming it, as I have ever sought to regard my 
appointments, as coming under the overruling hand of the Great Head 
of the Church; and encouraged, too, by the generous words of some of 
the brethren ; I at once heartily entered upon its duties and responsibili- 
ties. Conscious of many imperfections, and yet equally conscious of 
having been inspirited by pure and unselfish motives, I chearfully offer 
the following report. 

The District, as it came into my hands, was that portion of the terri- 
tory of Los Angeles County remaining, afier the Pasadena District was 
carved out of it. It was shaped something like a long wedge, the head 
being pounded by the Pacific waves at Long Beach, Redondo Beach, 
and Santa Monica; the body enclosing Compton, Florence, University 
Circuit, Los Angeles, Mason, Burbank, Providencia, Monte Vista, San 
Fernando and Newhall; and the small end cleaving the Antelope Valley 
at Lancaster. 

Of the Twenty-two appointments assigned the District, four of them 
—viz: Simpson, North Mission and Swedish Mission, in Los Angeles; 
and Redondo Beach, were unorganized; and four others—viz., Burbank 
Monte Vista, Providencia and Newhall, all united together of insufficient 
financial strength to sustain one pastorate—were erected into as many 
distinct charges, and with a small missionary appropriation attached, 
were assigned to an equal number of worthy young ministers, who de- 
sired to attend the just opening Maclay Theological College, but were 
unable to do so without such outside assistance. 

Of the fourteen remaining charges, all were regarded as self-sustain- 
ing, save University and Lancaster Circuits. Lancaster Circuit was the 
only charge the Bishop left to be supplied. On account of a church 
and parsonage enterprise, in its inception at Esperanza, it required 
prompt attention. Extensive preparations, involving widely scattered 
pledges and subscriptions, to the amount of some $3000, had been made. 
In addition to this, such steps had been taken in the direction of making 
collections, forming contracts, that only the outgoing pastor could well 
carry on the enterprise. Accordingly with the consent of the Presiding 
Elder, he was left to carry on the affairs of the enterprise, until it was 
in condition for a new pastor to take hold of it. But in the. midst 
of the most arduous and perplexing part of these labors, there came an 
order for him to take a work in Mexico. Up to this time, I had not suc- 
ceeded in securing a supply; as the prospect was hard work, and but 
little remuneration. Soon after, however, John H. Stuntz was secured, 
who, at considerable expense ‘in providing himself with an outfit, en- 
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tered upon the work. He was appointed late in October, and continued 
doing faithful and efficient labor, until early January following, when 
failing health compelled him to resign. Immediately I secured the 
services of S. A. Drummond, a recent licentiate in one of the Kansas 
Conferences, as his successor. With meager support, and many obstac- 
cles, Brother Drummond heroicly held out. The church edifice was 
finished at Esperanza, and is now occupied, though not yet dedicated ; 
because of a debt of over six hundred dollars. Assets to that amount 
are held, but cannot now be collected. The church is a beautiful one, 
the best constructed and most attractive building in the whole Antelope 
Valley, and seated will hold two hundred and fifty. It is seated with 
chairs, and furnished with an organ costing $125, the gift of G. S. 
Umpleby, the former pastor. A small soviety of from twelve to twenty 
members belongs here, and a Sunday-school is in successful operation. 
More Missionary aid should be given this point. 

As instructed by your Body at its last session with reference to the 
case of J. H. White—that it ‘‘ be referred to the Presiding Elder of the 
Los Angeles District for trial’’—six days after the adjournment of Con- 
ference, A. M. Hough, counsel for the Church, placed in my hands form- 
ulated charges against the accused, alleging ‘‘ sinful tempers, words and 
acts, with impudent and unministerial conduct,”’ a copy of which, I im- 
mediately transmitted to the accused, naming the fifth day of the follow~ 
ing October as the time, and Fort Street M. E. Church as the place, for 
said trial to convene. At the time and place above-named, the accused 
with his counsel, A. Bland, appeared; and before a Connmittee of Elders, 
composed of J. D. Crum, G. L. Cole, E. W. Caswell, G. J. Schultz, and 
J. W. McKelvey—myself in the chair—the trial was proceeded with in 
due form until finished, resulting in a unanimous agreement on the part, 
- of theCommittee, sustaining all the charges and specifications, and sus- 
pending the accused from the ministry of onr Church pending the action 
= ie Conference. The papers in this case are now the property of this:

It has been my pleasure to assist in giving organic form to the fol- 
lowing societies of our church during the year: Simpson, Swedish Mis- 
sion, North Mission, Central Avenue, Union Ave., and a colored society 
—all in Los Angeles; and at Prospect Park, near the city; and at Bur- 
bank. These charges, which had no existence in members at the begin- 
ning of the Conference year, are all, save Prospect Park, in successful 
operation, and now have an aggregate membership of not less than four 
hundred. 

The Simpson Church enterprise was consummated last year. A lot 
on Hope street was secured by purchase, and plans for a beautiful and 
costly church edifice were secured. At the last Conference, E. W. Cas- 
well was appointed to the pastorate of this work In a brieftime he had 
a hundred names as the nucleus for the new church, and was holding 
services statedly, first in Hazard’s Pavilion for a brief time, then in the 
German Lutheran Church, on Fort street, between Seventh and Kighth 
streets; now in the ,basement of the church edifice the society is con- 
structing. This society was organically formed on the nineteenth of last 
October, and on the twelfth of the following February, the corner stone 
of their church edifice was laid by Bishop Fowler. Since then the pros 
gress of the structure has been retarded by unavoidable difficulties, bp 
these have been surmounted, and the work is going forward to final com- 
pletion. This suciety now numbers upwards of two hundred members, 
many of them models of devotion to Methodist law and usage. A good 
Sunday-school is in healthy operation here, to which a fine library of 
well-selected books was presented by Miss Helen Widney. All the spir- 
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itual and financial interests of the Church have been looked after care- 
fully and with success, With the completion of their church edifice, 
this society cannot well fail to enter upon an experience of wide-spread 
usefulness, 

The Swedish Mission was only a name at the beginning of the Con- 
ference year, with A. Petterson put in charge of it. But under his ener- 
getic and pious labors, it has become a substantial verity in our Meth- 
odism. They now have an organized society of thirty-one members, 
who, through the kindness of the Trustees of the Trinity M. E. Church, 
South, Los Angeles, statedly worship in the lecture room of that edifice 
on the afternoon of each Sabbath. They are in sore need of a church 
home of their own. Iam glad to report thev have made some progress 
in this direction. Sufficient money was raised to secure a lot on Earl 
street, on which a cheap, fonr-roomed parsonage was built, now occu- 
pied by Brother Petterson. This small building furnished them very 
inadequate quarters for their social meetings. With proper Church 
facilities, and additional assistance to the preacher in charge from the 
Missionary Board, there is no good reason why this work may not rap- 
idby increase in interest and magnitude in the city of Los Angeles. The 
Swedes are generally poor, but when converted they become faithful 
and devoted Christians, I may say in this connection, that it having 
been reported to me by Brother Petterson that a large body of Swedish 
sailors lived at San Pedro, who needed looking after religiously; and 
whom he had visited ; I recently appointed John O. Wahlberg, a deacon 
in good standing of the Austin Conference, to that field; giving him 
authority to go there at his own expense and peril, and do all he could 
in God’s fear to build up Methodism among them. 

The North Mission, F. L. Morrill, preacher in charge, with but a 
name to designate it at the commencement of the Conference year, has 
developed into a healthy charge. Backed by the Official Board of Fort 
Street Church, Brother Morrill, soon after the Conference rented a hall 
on Bellevue avenue, started a Sunday School and soon after organized a 
society, which has grown until at the Fourth Quarterly Meeting, it num- 
bered forty-four members and six probationers. The Sunday-school has 
been large and flourishing from the first. Latterly, with outside help 
from Fort street, mainly, the society has purchased a lot, 100x155 feet 
on the corner of Bellevue avenue and Centennial street, for $3000. On 
this lot a chapel 60 feet long by 30 feet wide, with two class rooms at- 
tached, each 14x15 feet, is now almost ready to be dedicated. The 
main building, when finished, the foundation of which is already laid, 
wiil be both ample and beautiful, to cost some $7000. Brother Morrill 
has been the chief agent in bringing about these results. They have 
cost him much self-denying labor, anxiety and trial; but he has the 
gratification of success achieved. The church is well located and the 
indications point to a prosperous future. 

Central Avenue Charge had no existence six months ago. Now, 
through the efficient leadership of D. Cobb, whom I was fortunate to 
secure for this field last March, there isa thoroughly equipped society 
of some forty-six members and probationers, worshipping in a tastefully 
built, neatly furnished and commodious edifice of their own, costing 
some $2,800, which they have built within the last three months. The 
latter is situated on two good lots, near the corner of Central and Ver- 
non avenues, near Central Park in the suburbs of Los Angeles, and is 
the lecture room of a church, that is to cost when completed, about 
$8000. The corner stone of this building was laid on the 17th of last 
June by Dean W. 8S. Matthew. This is a most flourishing and promis- 
ing church. It is well located in a rapidly developing part of the city, 
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and under such wise and aggressive leadership as it has had it will soon 
be among the leading charges of the Conference. 

It having come to my notice that there were colored members of 
our church in the city of Los Angeles, recently from the South, who de- 
sired to be organized into a society of their own, on the 21st of last May, 
D. Crum, in my stead, met a committee of them and took some prelimi- 
nary steps. Still later, I met the committee and appointed F. H. Tubbs, 
a supernumerary of the Minnesota Conference, to take pastoral charge of 
the work. Since then, under his successful management, a society of 
some fifty members has been formed among them, who worship in a . 
hired hallin the city. On the 30th of last month I held their First 
Quarterly Conference. These people are inadequate to self support and 
Missionary provision should be made for them. 

Burbank was one of the charges to which a student of our just open- 
ing Theological College was appointed, F.S. Thomas. It was a desti- 
tute field at the start, there being neither members nor church building. 
It could have scarcely been much else now, had, not Brother Thomas, 
in the latter half of the year, moved to the place and devoted his ener- 
gies entirely to the work. It is now a flourishing little society of from a 
dozen to a score of members, owning a tasteful and well constructéd 
church building of their own—modeled after No. 44 A. Church Exten- 
sion Plan. The building cost them $2,628, which has been all or nearly 

all providedfor. This is a commendable achievement. 


Prospect Park is a locality near Los Angeles, where, last January, a 
small society was formed, and subsequently some preliminary steps 
were taken.to build a church edifice. Butunexpected complications and 
developments presented themselves—the nature of which we need not 
elaborate here; and financial depression coming on about the same 
time, it was thought best to suspend operations until a more auspicious 
time. 

Near the terminus of the Temple Street Cable Line, Los Angeles, a 
class was organized by Dr. R. S. Cantine, last February, in R. H. Van- 
sant’s drug store, to accommodate'members of Fort Street Church who 
resided in that region. A few weeks later, a Sunday-school was started 
in Rev. P. H. Bodkin’s home near by. In May following, this culmi- 
nated in a neat chapel 28x50 being built on Union avenue under the 
auspices of Fort Street Church, costing about $1,000, on a lot loaned to 
them free of rent by G. M. Adams. Brother Bodkin has had charge of 
this field since the early part of the year, and in this relation has been 
as efficient as his other duties would permit. This enterprise was ad- 
vanced still further, on Tuesday night of last week (Sept. 6). At that 
time I had the pleasure of organizing a distinct society there, of some 
twenty-four names, the consent of the Trustees of Fort Street Church 
having been first secured to occupy the chapel. This eharge will be 

‘known as the Union Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church. 

New preaching places have been opened at Gardena, on the Univer- 
sity circuit; at Kent, on the Newhall charge; and at a point some two 
miles west of the University church. Services were begun and held 
statedly for a time at Clear Water, near Compton. A. A. Rolfe officiat- 
ing as pastor by my appointment. But with the subsidance of the 
“‘hoom’’ out theré, the interest no longer justified his keeping up the 
appointment. A renewal of the effort will be called for in the near fu- 
ture. 

The Societies at Boyle Heights, Grace, Asbury and University 
charges, in Los Angeles; and at Florence, Santa Monica and San Fer- 
nando, have added valuable improvements to their church and parsonage 
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properties. Asbury has recently raised $600 for repainting and furnishing 
the church building. The tasteful and commodious parsonage that was 
commenced last year by the University Charge, was finished early in 
this year—is paid for, costing some $3000. At ‘Long Beach the Society 
has projected and built a neat, two-story, seven-roomed parsonage this 
year. It is substantially copstructed on a lot leased tothe church at that 
arr ak the Methodist Long Beach Resort Association, and cost upwards 
Ce) 700. 

With reference to Fort Street, Grace, Asbury, Boyle Heights, Main 
prem and University Charges, in Los Angeles, T need to allude to them 

rie 

Fort Street has had a very prosperous year in all the elements of 
churchly growth. She has not only looked after her own home interests 
carefully and judiciously, but she has generously aided, both in members 
and money, in the organization of new church enterprises. She closes 
the year with a wide-awake and aggressive membership, including 
probationers of over a thousand. 

Grace, always a struggling church, has had a year of unparalleled 
prosperity both spiritually and in the amount raised and expended on 
church improvements. ‘This church was never in a better condition. 

Asbury has had a notable year of numerical and religious growth. 
The membership has about doubled. 

Boyle Heights has made substantial advancement all along the line. 
The outlook is “unusually encouraging. 

Main Street, for the third year under the tried hand of its first and 
only pastor, reaches the climax in well rounded spiritual vigor. With 
an ample church edifice at this point, it will soon rival the best. 

University has made gratifying advancement under her favored 
advantages. Soon it will be necessary to increase the seating capacity 
of the church building, to accommodate the increasing audience. 

These charges have an aggregate membership, including proba- 
tioners, of 1015 which is 454 in exeess of last year. 

At Compton the pastor closes three years’ of faithful and efficient 
labor, leaving the charge in a healthy and flourishing state for his suc- 
cessor. 

At Florence, in spite of the paucity of members, and their weakness 
financially, the year has been a good success. $330 has been expended 
on church and parsonage improvements. 

At Santa Monica, because of the debilitated health of the pastor, on 
the fifth of last May the Official Board granted him a vacation, with sal- 
ary, to extend until Conference. H. Bready, a supernumerary of the 
Michigan Conference, was selected to fill the vacancy thus made, which 
he has done satisfactorily. 

Mason has had a good year spiritually, and the membership has 
about doubled. Some preliminary steps were taken on this charge to 
build a church at Tropico; but unexpected difficulties of a financial 
nature arose, and the enterprise was suspended, to be resumed when 
cireumstances favor. 

Providencia was faithfully served by R. S. Badger, the pastor, until 
the Maclay College of Theology, of which he was a student, had finished 
its year last June. Being in poor health and destitute of funds—the lat- 
ter of which the charge with its congregation of less than twenty, and its 
membership of not to exceed three, could not furnish—he was granted 
leave of absence until Conference, the charge in the mean time being 
attached to Burbank to be looked after by the pastor of the latter. | Dur- 
ing the year, Brother Badger succeeded in raising money sufficient to 
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pay a debt of nearly a hundred dollars on the Providencia Church, which 
was an achievement worthy of special notice. He also raised a good 
sum on Benevolences. 

Monte Vista is another numerically weak charge served by V. A. 
Henry, a student of our Theological College. This appointment has 
made no perceptible progress during the past vear, owing to circum- 
stances over which the pastor could haveno control. The place is isolated, 
sparsely populated, and it has wilted under the influence of the depres- 
sion in financial matters. To add to the dreariness of the year, the gem 
of a church that was built there last year, cosiing $2,700, was so badly 
injured by a wind storm of last winter, that it has not been occupied 
‘since. Since that time, Brother Henry has done his preaching in pri- 
vate homes. The membership there is not over four, Outside help will 
have to be solicited to fix up the church. 

San Fernando, the honored seat of the Maclay Theological College, 
and enjoying the pastoral services of one of the cultured professors of 
that institution, has hada year of substantial progress. The membership 
has gone up from six to forty or more, and all the temporal and spiritual 
interests of the church have been looked after. This will be one of our 
leading appointments in the near future. 

Newhall began the Conference year without either church building 
or members, and the wind-up of the year finds it in the same unprom- 
ising condition. But a dozen miles beyond, ata railroad station on the 
Southern Pacific called Kent, a protracted meeting was held last Febru- 
ary by the pastor of the Newhall charge, resulting in a goodly number 
of conversions, some twenty of whom united with the church. A society 
was thus formed at that point. which is now regularly visited by the 
pastor. If the young converts out there can only be induced to quit 
shaking the ‘‘light fantastic toe,” there is excellent hope of them. As 
for Newhall, it seems joined to its idols; but as ‘‘ pegging away”’ has 
conquered other difficult fields, so it may it. 

University Circuit has been served carefully by its pastors. Redon- 
do Beach was but a name at the beginning, with “‘great expectations ” 
added. The expectations have not been realized as yet, but the name 
remains intact. 

Most of the appointments have increased in membership during the 
year. It is pleasing to state that a respectable percentage of it has come 
through conversion. Nearly, if not quite all of the charges have held 
protracted meetings. The sum of the conversions on the District is 377 

There has been gratifying improvement on the district—in a number 
of the charges, at Jeast—in the direction of conforming more carefully to 
the plans of the Discipline in conducting the business of the Quarterly 
Conference, especially in the matter of reports. As it is agreed that a 
report can be of little or no value unless it becomes a matter of perma- 
nent record in the proceedings of the Quarterly Conference: and as its 
value is enhanced in proportion as it is in perfect accord with the form 
prescribed for it in the Discipline; so blanks have been procured and 
they have been used. On the same line, much attention has been given 
to church records—their being properly written up and preserved—also 
to the gathering up, and putting in permanent form, of the history lead 
ing to, and connected with, the organization and growth of the individual 

hurch, 

The District Woman’s Home Missionary Society has aided quite 
materially at least eight of our needy charges, as well as sent handsome 
sums to other Districts. To some charges in this District, this society 
has paid at the rate of about twenty-five dollars per quarter; but to oth=> 
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ers not so much. I hardly know what the ministers in these weak ap- 
pointments would have done, had it not been for the opportune assist-- 
ance that came to them from this society. To those charges, like Fort, 
Street and University, that early in the year took up large collections. 
for this Benevolence, is this society under special obligations for its abil-. 
ity to do this needed good. The District has raised $1016 for this pur-: 
pose, which is $429 more than was raised last year. 

_ Notwithstanding the financial depression that has visited us as a, 
District during the latter half of the Conference year, I think the District 
will make a respectable showing in the matter of benevolences. Some 
of the charges were in error in putting off the bulk of their Benevolent 
Collections until the closing months of the Conference year; but they 
have done well even as it is. The following table is approximately 
correct ; 
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Two successful sessions of the District Conference have been held, 
the one at Boyle Heights last October, the other at Asbury in the follow- 
ing June. 

The Young People’s Methodist Alliance has been introduced into the 
District during the year, societies having been organized in a number ofi 
the charges by G. L. Cole, pastor at Long Beach. Its purposes are in 
the highest degree commendable, and it is meeting with great favor: 
wherever introduced. In connection with the Alliance idea, the Long: 
Beach Methodist Resort Association entered into an arrangement with 
Brother Cole, authorizing the latter to prepare a program for a Summer 
Training School and Alliance Assembly, which he did, producing it fully 
and satisfactorily in the Tabernacle at Long Beach, conmmencing on the 
tenth of last July and lasting two weeks. The Association has made ar- 
rangements with Brother Cole for him to devote himself exclusively to 
the Alliance work during the coming Conference year. 

The Alliance Assembly was succeeded by our Annual Conference, 
Campmeeting, which continued ten days. It was under the manage-. 
ment of the Presiding Elders who were present. It resulted in about one, 
hundred professed conversions, and a goodly number of sanctifications.. 
The power of God was manifested from the beginning.’ Tt was regardedi- 
as the best campmeeting ever held at Long Beach. 

The affairs of the Long Beach Methodist Resort Association have 
been looked after carefully by the Directors. The latter have instructed 
their Secretary to-present a report to this Conference, which will give 
both the work of the Alliance and the statistics of the Association, 
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The educational enterprises of our church within the bounds of the 
District, I will only take the space to refer to as quite satisfactory. The - 
College of Medicine, the Maclay College of Theology, the College of Mu- 
sic and the College of Liberal Arts, haseach enjoyed a year of gratify- 
ing success, in view of all the surroundings and circumstances. The 
past of these departments of the University is secure, the future is bright 
with promise of greater triumphs. Well may we congratulate the Presi- 
dent, Deans, Professors, Teachers, Directors, Regents, Patrons—all the | 
friends of the University of Southern California, on the satisfactory re- 
sults achieved by the different colleges during the year. But along with - 
these congratulations there comes a tinge of sadness. We call to mind 
the absence of one who was with usin person. sympathy and labors, at 
our last Annual Conference, the then newly appointed and first Dean 
of the Maclay College of Theology, the now sainted Farnsworth. En- 
dowed with an intellect of unusual acuteness and forecastas an organ- 
izer, and inspired by a true love to God and all that pertained to the 
spread of His Kingdom, as the first Dean of Maclay College of Theology, 
he did as much probably, if not more than any one person to give to it 
organic life, character and direction. But God has called him to higher 
duties and joys. Peace to hismemory. The workmen fall, but others 
step in and the work moves on. 

In obedience to Section 5, Paragraph 171, of our Discipline, I sought 
to prepare statistics of the institutions of learning under the care of our 
church within the boun¢s of the District, according to the form pub- 
lished in the appendix of the Discipline, Paragraph 563. But as our 
educational system is a University made up of colleges and seminaries 
that are located in other districts as wellas at Los Angeles, on consul- 
tation with President M. M. Bovard, it was arranged that he should pre- 
pare a statistical report that would embody our entire educational field. 

Personally, I have sought to do all the work required by my office, 
to the best of my ability. It is superfluous for me to state, that the po- 
sition of Presiding Elder is nosinecure. It is plethoric with cares, so- 
licitudes, anxieties, labors and responsibilities. These, I have endeav- 
ored to meet and perform in the fear of God. I have presided. at all the 
regular Quarterly Conferences from the beginning of the year, save six; 
and have officiated at all the Quarterly Meeting exercises for the same 
period, save about seven. On each of eight Sundays during each of the 
four quarters of the year, with but two exceptions, I conducted quarterly 
meeting services in two distinct charges, frequently giving the morning 
hour to one, and the night or afternoon hour to the other. In addition 
to these duties, as a member of the Conference, Board of Church Ex- 
tension, Long Beach Methodist Resort Association, Director of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, Regent of Maclay College of Theology and 
counselor of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, I have but few 
times failed to be present at their meetings if within reaching distance. 
The many other duties connected with starting new societies, incorpo- 
rating trustees, meeting committees, looking after titles, spying out new 
territory, answering questions, writing replies to inquiring correspond- 
ents, arranging plans of Quarterly Meetings, District Conferences, 
Camp Meeting etc. Ihave striven to look after carefully. My relation 
to every preacher and official member, so far as my feeling goes, is with- 
out a flaw in its fraternity. I have had my personal trials, afflictions 
and bereavements; but God’s grace has been sufficient for me according 
to his promise. Profoundly grateful to the brethren for their forbear- 
ance and co-operation, and to God for his grace and mercy in the past, I 
turn cheerfully and confidingly to things of the future.

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SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 


The Santa Barbara District embraces the whole of Ventura, Santa 
Barbara, San Luis Obispo and about two-thirds of Monterey County. 

The Conference year began with sixteen charges. Two or three 
bee fields might have been occupied had the Conference assigned men 
to them. 

Three new charges have been made and manned during the year, 
by addition and division, all in a prosperous condition, and we expect to 
add three more at this Conference if the needed men can be found. 
This will make the District to consist of twenty-one charges with which 
to begin another year for God and Methodism. : 

‘The most southerly preaching place in the District is within forty 
miles of Los Angeles, and the most northerly one is three hundred miles 
from the one farthest south, by the most direct line of travel by which it 
can be reached. The digressions from the direct line necessary to reach 
the different Circuits and stations in making the official tour of the Dis- 
trict, requires as nearly as can be computed, one thousand miles of 
travel. As there is no continuous line of railroad through the District 
and no convenient means of reaching the various outlying charges, it 
becomes impracticable to do traveling required in any other way than 
by private conveyance, in which my wile invariably accompanies me. 
It may, therefore, almost literally be said that we live in our buggy. By 
the blessing and goodness of our Heavenly Father we have been privi- 
leged to make four complete rounds of the District during the year, 
with the exception of a single charge, the first Quarter. 

Having had the misfortune to break one of my ribs, the physician 
forbade my proceeeding on an eighty mile journey to the next charge, 
owing to the inflamed and serious nature of the fracture. This has been 
the only break of our bones, and the only break in our work in the course 
of the Conference year. Whether climbing the mountain ranges or 
fording the rivers, facing the rainstorm or sweltering in the midday heat, 
the blessed Master has been our constant companion and protector, and 
to him we ascribe all glory and praise. 

In a rapid survey of the District if we begin at the extreme north we 
have the Gonzales and Soledad charge, of which Chular the upper ap- 
pointment is as far north as Monterey, and about eighteen miles to the 
east of it. The small towns of which this charge is composed are on the 
line of the Southern Pacific Railroad. It was left vacant at the last Con- 
ference with the understanding that the pastor would return to it if the 
Committee of investigation in his case reported in his favor. His sus- 
pension by the Committee from his ministerial office left the charge 
without a pastor, and it has been impossible to obtain a supply except 
for a few weeks at a time in the latter half of the year. The consequence 
is, the greater weakening of an already weak charge. We have a church 
edifice at Gonzales and also at Soledad but owing to removals we have 
no membership at the latter place, and it is difficult to get a congrega- 
tion. We have a small, but comfortable and:furnished parsonage at 
Gonzales, and no debt on any of our church property on this charge. 
Heroic work must be done if this charge remains among the list of ap- 
pointments in time to come, and we are hoping the next year will bring 
something to pass. 

In turning to Paso Robles we turn toa bright picture. This isa 
new town located at the celebrated Hot Springs of the same name, and 
is a noted health resort. It was made a new charge at last conference 
with Geo. Merrifield (a transfer from Wisconsin Conference ) pastor, 
previous to which we had never held services in the place. The Church

Extension Society generously granted $500 donation toward building a 
church. - Bro. R. M, Shackleford gave the deed of a lot worth $700, be- 
sides giving and raising several hundred dollars more. By his aid and 
the co-operation of an appreciative public the popular pastor had the 
pleasure in March last of inviting Dr. Cantine to dedicate their beautiful 
church, the first in the town, and the trustees, through him, of present- 
ing our Church with a property that is worth to-day $4000, without a 

dollar’s indebtedness. The lot is sufficiently large for a parsonage, 

which will be built early in the next Conference year. A large and 
flourishing Sunday-School is also in operation, and the cause of God is 
firmly planted in Paso Robles. With its fine location, celebrated Hot. 
Springs, and excellent surrounding country this must soon be a town 

and CVharge of considerable importance. 

Estrella is a charve adjacent to Paso Robles, and, with Creston form- 
ed what was until recently known as the Paso Robles Circuit. 

Estrella consists of two small churches about seven miles apart, 
both in rural communities. They were made a separate charge last 
year in hope of more rapid developement, but cannot do without mis- 
sionary aid, and there is no other point of any strength that can be 
added. The members are ambitious, but weak in numbers and ability. 
They have been able to raise their pastor only about $250: this year. 
They went to work resolutely and built a parsonage at the commence- 
ment of the year, and will do all they can to support a live energetic 
man. Rey. J. E. Leach has been supplying. 

Creston Circuit embraces the small village of Creston and three ap- 
pointments in the Cholame Valley, all in San Luis Obispo county. A 
thinly scattered and changing population, seeking to acquire titles to 
government land, furnish an uncertain and inadequate dependence for 
the gospel minister. It must be maintained almost entirely at present 
by our Missionary Society, and we have no doubt it will, ina few years 
be self supporting. The pastor, Bro. Ashleigh has just passed through 
a discouraging year, being unable by hard toil and self sacrifice to ac- 
complish what he had planned. His receipts have been meagre, the 
privations of himself and his family many, and he will cheerfully yield 
this field, I have no doubt, to some other genuine successor of the Apos- 
tle to the Gentiles. 

San Luis Obispo is the capital of that stupendous county of tbe 
same name. It is connected with the sea, and with the country sixty 
miles south by anarrow guage railway. One ofthe oldest charges of the 
Dist., it is among the weakest comparatively, a condition that has been 
produced by removals, debt, corruption in the church, and a whiskey 
deluged population, There is no flourishing protestant church in San 
Luis Obispo, and no harder gospel field in the land. . Rev. Thos. 
Stalker, a transfer last fall from the Detrvuit Conference, has been pastor 
for. the past year, and n »bly has he struggled to bring this charge up to 
what it ought to be. . By the ordinary mavhinery of the church: by extra 
efforts, by temperance meetings and lectures, and by street preaching, 
aided as far as possible by a small but heroic membership, his labors 
have been inadequately rewarded. We anticipate the day however 
when San Luis Obispo will be redeemed, and shine as a gem amid the 
beauties of the moral worid as it now does among those of the natural. 

Moro is one of the new Circuits of the District, in a very promising 
condition under the care of Rev. J. E. Fischer, who has been in charge 
less than half the year. He has been well received at each of the 
preaching points, Moro, Cayucas and Los Osos, and he has preached 
with much acceptability to the people, who will welcome his return. 
This charge lies a few miles north of San Luis Obispo. 
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Cambria is a little village still further north, which seems to have 
gone into a serious decline. Whiskey and intidelity, strengthened by 
an increasing Swiss Catholic element, have predominated over gospel 
influences. Moral bankruptcy is the result. 

__ The past two years have been a struggle for life with us. Other 
churches have died, or suspended animation. We alone'are the feeble 
survivors, and our condition is precarious. Among the noble workers 
of the District none is more worthy of mention than the pastor of the 
past year. A man of ability, piety and loyalty to the Church, he 
has persevered against disheartening odds, and leaves the work yet lit- 
tle better than he found it. All the benevolent assessments were fully 
met months before the close of the year, the first charge in the District 
in this respect. It was the pastor did it. In all his faithful efforts he 
has been royally seconded and supported by a few ‘‘elect ladies’? who 
feel that the battle is almost too much for them, Two years ago the 
Conference removed from this place a young minister whom the whole 
community delighted to honor and sustain, and whose return they con- 
fidently expected.’ They at ouce took mortal offence, and the larger 
part of the inhabitants seem to have combined to let the c:urch severely 
alone. Idoubt whether a bishop would please them now. Unless some 
new treatment of the case is adopted Ifear we will soon die. We have 
no church property here, but occupy an otherwise unused Presbyterian 
Church. We are loth to abandon a field where so much valuable labor 
has been bestowed and Missionary money has for years been expended. 

The first charge south of san Luis Obispo is Arroyo Grande. It is 
a growins charge, and has been since its separation from Santa Maria 
four years ago. lt has been blessed with the best of pastors, and a 
sturdy, energetic and enterprising membership,—not nearly so able as 
they are willing. Rev. C. W. F. Nelson closes a successful year’s pastor- 
ate, though not without his afflictions, family and personal. All the 
interests of the church are well guarded and well sustained—as the gen- 
erous and uncomplaining payment of all claims against them bears 
testimony. ; 

Our District Campmeeting was held near this place the first week in 
August. Nearly all the brethren in the District were present and labored 
unitedly and zealously to make the meeting a success. Every one felt it 
was good to be there, and every charge represented has felt the throb of 
increased spiritual life. A large number of the laity were encamped and 
a deep interest taken in every feature of the meeting. The preachers 
and their families and horses were gratuitously and generously provided 
for by the church of Arroyo Grande which had requested the Assuciation 
to hold the meeting at that point. 4 

Soon after the last Conference they dedicated their new church, 
which had been commenced and brought to completion under the for- 
mer pastor, Rev. F. S$. Woodcock. A debt of about $1000 remains 
against the church, a large part of which is owing to the Church Exten- 
sion Society which kindly loaned them $500, and which will be promptly 
paid as it becomes due. 

Nipomo is a new charge, made since last Conference, and consists of 
the ambitious new town of Nipomo, on the narrow gauge railroad. We 
are the only religious organization. It was a part of Arroyo Grande 
charge at first, but when scarcely six months old they asked for a 
preacher of their own. Their request was granted, and Rev. W. H. B. 
Urch, a clever young man, was brought from Michigan to serve them, 
and right well did he do so until hastily summoned a few weeks ago to 
return to the sick bed of his mother, since which time Rev. D. Roberts, 
late of Boston Theological School, has been supplying the work with 
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great acceptance. About the time of Bro. Urch’s coming to labor among 
them church property had been secured by aid from the Church Exten- 
sion Society, and now we have a neat little church completed, on two 
centrally located lots, with a total value of not less than $2500 and all 
fully provided for, except a loan of $500 from the Church Extension So- 
ciety. A flourishing Methodist Sunday-school is maintained here and 
great vitality manifest in the prayer and class meetings. 

Santa Maria is one of the older charges of the District, and one 
whose growth has hardly kept pace with its increasing age. It is, how- 
ever, a good, healthy and hopeful vine. During the past year, under 
the pastorate of Rev. A. N. Fields, there has been an evident increase 
of spirituality in the church, and souls have been led frem the world to 
Christ. The people have recognized these faithful services as all com- 
munities ought, in fully paying the pastor’s salary and all the other le- 
gitimate claims of the church. 

At Los Alamos a brick church, commenced at the close of the last 
Conference year, has been brought well to completion, the payment of 
which the veteran pastor, Rev. Adam Bland, reports entirely provided 
for with the exception probably of $250. Two other churches begun by 
Bro. Bland last year have been plastered and otherwise improved, mak- 
ing a total increase of church property on this charge in the past two 
years of probably $5000. Loans have been obtained from the Church 
Extension Society of $600 and donations of $800. In the effort to secure 
these places of worship, other claims have not been overlooked, and 
with a fair bestowment of ministerial effort it is possible that this charge 
may in the near future become one of the best circuits in the District. 

Lompoc lies in a productive valley of the same name. In this vil- 
lage we have a church which has stood uncompleted for about ten years, 
and a parsonage which serves as shelter for the pastor and his family. 
A membership of eighty is reported. Rev. Charles Leach has served 
this charge for the past two years. 

The Sunday-school is prosperous, the congregations are large and 
collection for the benevolent causes are excellent, up to the assessments, 
and some of them in excess. Several conversions have occurred during 
the year. ‘There are indications of laudable advance in other directions 
at no distant day. 

Goleta is a station eight miles west of Santa Barbara. Here we have 
a neat, pleasant and unincumbered property in the shape of a church 
and parsonage or. acommodious lot. The membership is not large, but 
persevering. Rev. S. J. Kahler closes his second year in this charge 
and feels compelled by serious and increasing throat difficulty to ask 
this Conference for a supernumerary relation. With sincere regret we 
lose the services of so valuable a laborer in the vineyard, as well as 
those of his estimable wife, and co-laborer. A healthy Sunday-school is 
maintained here, and the largest children’s class in the District. All 
the claims ot the church have been attended to, with that promptness and 
persistence which they merit at the hands of. every Methodist pastor. 

The church at Santa Barbara has enjoyed ‘a prosperous year, materi- 
ally and spiritually. Soon after the holidays the pastor, Rev. T. E. Rob- 
inson, secured the assistance of Evangelist A.J. Bell to hold a revival 
meeting. God blessed the labors of his servants and souls were brought 
into the kingdom. The church has manifested great vigor and life in 
the social meetings, throughout the entire year. A young peuple’s 
Methodist Alliance has been organized—tie only one in the District— 
and retains a healthy condition. 

The work of this church under the leadership of their practical and 
far-seeing pastor, has assumed a more aggressive form, and exhibited a 
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broader missionary spirit. Generalship is necessary in the Army of 
God. Peculiar methods and material are needed for peculiar kinds of 
work. Suffice it to say that a church has been built in the eastern part 
of the city, at a cost, including lot of $2,150, and entirely paid for. In 
this church the pastor meets a large Sabbath school which he follows 
by preaching, each Lord’s day, in the afternoon, in addition to his 
other duties in connection with the principal church. We shall ask that 
this new church comprise a separate charge and that a pastor be ap- 
pointed for it at this Conference. Santa Barbara is a growing church, 
and still greater advance may be expected in the near-future. Her be- 
nevolent collections are in advance of any previous year, fully one- 
third of those of the whole District, and every interest of the church in 
proportion. 

Brother Robinson has been called upon during the Conference year 
to suffer one of the greatest afflictions it is the lot of mortals to experi- 
ence. Sister Robinson departed this life the 23d of June last, and sweet- 
ly entered into her rest. She had been long ill, still no fears were en- 
tertained of her speedy departure, till about two weeks before her de- 
cease. Rapidly she passed down into the valley but found no darkness 
there ; exclaiming as she reached the brink of the river, ‘‘if this is dy- 
ing there is nothing dreadful about this.’? Jesus, her Savior, was her 
sure’ support. i 

Ventura is next in order as we move toward the south part of the 
District. It has had a discouraging year. Misunderstandings, dissatis- 
factions, divisions, growing out of the J. H. White case encountered the 
pastor in his work at the beginning of the Conference year and the ef- 
fects are yetapparent. Then the pastor’s wife, our dear Sister McMil- 
lan was taken ill, and after many weeks of patient suffering, during 
which she was fa‘thfully ministered to by a loving membership and 
community, she passed away in joyful triumph, February 12th. Un- 
der this great trial, and other illness in his family, Brother McMillan’s 
health gave way, and much to the regret of the church, he felt obliged 
to resign his charge in the middle of May. Rey. W. L. Douglas, who 
had been brought from Long Island, New York, about this time to sup- 
ply another charge, was appointed at once to take the pastoral over- 
sight of Ventura, and he has completed the Conference year with such 
_ support as a a disappointed and over-burdened church could give. Some 
substantial improvements have been made during the latter part of the 
year in the church proparty, in the shape of street grading, sidewalk 
and an iron fence around the street sides of the parsonage lot, at a total 
expense of over $300. We pray that a brighter day may yet dawn upon 
Ventura. 

Hueneme by the sea has likewise had its tribulations, but out of 
them all the Lord has graciously delivered. The one appointed by last 
Conference to serve this charge, Rev. J. M. Smith, proved to be a fail- 
ure so far as being a benefit to the work assigned him. In the middle 
of the year, under the double plea of broken healthand insufficient sup- 
port he left the charge, after having received $500 in cash and an ele- 
gant house provided him free of rent, and accepted work in the Presby- 
terian church in Humboldt County. After a demoralizing interval of 
several weeks, a supply was found in the person of Rey. Alfred Bush, 
late assistant pastor of Fort Street church, Los Angeles, who took up 
the work in its. discouraging condition with, great energy and discretion, 
accompanied with much personal sacrifice. He proved himself equal to 
the occasion, the very man, for the time and place, and has done much 
to bring order out of confusion in the short time he has been in charge. 
Could he remain during the next year we would expect to witness a 
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grand advance, but not having yet finished his theological course, and 
also suffering from a sore throat, he feels it wisest to discontinue his 
* public efforts, and complete his course of study. This charge must have 
an efficient man the coming year if we maintain our hold upon this 
community and demonstrate our right to the respect and support of a 
willing membership and'a generous public. We own a fine church 
property here, worth over $5,000, and cannot afford to retreat from the 
field, or be absorbed by a sister denomination. The church has been 
improved during the year by painting inside and out, and a cement 
walk from the street to the front door of the church. 

Santa Paula Methodism has been asserting itself and gaining ground 
during the year past under the vigorous direction of Rev. J. G. Healy. 
For several years the Presbyterians have had the use of our church, and 
the entire community have formed one congregation, until last Decem- 
ber, when the Presbyterians withdrew and have since occupied their 
own new and beautiful church. The Sunday-school, which had hitherto 
been a ‘‘ Union,’”’ was disbanded, and on Christmas day we organized a 
Methodist Sunday-school which has grown to over 100 enrolled attend- 
ants. Bro. Healy found an old debt of $323 upon the church. An ‘un- 
occupied and extra lot was sold for $600, the old debt paid off, and the 
balance put into a new parsonage on a lot adjoining the church. <A sub- 
scription was raised from the community, and the parsonage elegantly 
completed inside and out, now worth about $1000, and paid for except a 
balance of $300. The Ladies Aid Society has rendered valuable aid in 
this work, as well as in other improvements and furnishings for the 
church. It has been a good year for Santa Paula. Collections all full 
and claims all met. 

The last charge remaining to be noticed is Fillmore and Sespe. 
Rev. M. O. MeNiff, of the Minnesota Conference consented to supply this 
important work, but it grew so rapidly upon his hands that his impaired 
health demanded that relief be afforded in the middle of the year. <Ac- 
cordingly T. F. Alexander, a young man from Pasadena, formerly from 
Pennsylvania, was licensed as a local preacher in March and appointed 
assistant pastor. He has worked diligently and rendered valuable help 
at Sespe and Bardsdale, while Bro. McNiff has given more special atten- 
tion'to our interests at the new town of Piru, while still retaining over- 
sight of the whole work. Piruis on the S. P. branch railroad to Santa 
Barbara, and on the ranch belonging to David C. Cook, of Chicago. 
Mr. Cook has built a neat little church here at his own expense which 
he has deeded, or is about to deed gratuitously to our church. <A board 
of trustees has been incorporated, a church organization formed months 
ago, a Sunday-school in flourishing condition and some talk of enlarging 
the church to accommodate the growing congregation. We expect Piru 
will be a separate charge this coming year. The Evangelical Association 
built a new church at Bardsdale during the year, which we are kindly 
permitted to occupy. <A good interest prevails at this point and also at 
Sespe, where lots have been obtained an:! $700 pledged toward building 
anew church. This will receive attention early in the Conference year. 

We have outlined, as briefly as we could, the present condition, to- 
gether with some of the achievements of the past year, on each of the 
circuits and stations in the District. A great deal of hard work has been 
done by devoted and insufficiently compensated ministers of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. They never can have their reward till they enter the 
pearly gates. 

Our District Ministerial Association met with Santa Barbara church, 
by their invitation, in May. Twenty-two ministers, mostly of our own 
District, were present and two days were industriously passed in discuss- 
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ing leading moral topics, considering our educational institutions, coun- 
seling with reference to the District work, and cultivating fraternity. 
Nearly all the pastors of the District were present, some of them at great 
inconvenience; such devotion to the general work and loyalty to our 
common Methodism has our highest appreciation and thanks. 

I will only add, that in every department of church work there has 
been steady advancement and healthy growth. The value of our church 
property has been increased, by building and improving, to the amount 
of over $10,000 during the year, making our total value of church property 
in the District $64,000. 

Our church indebtedness is $500 more than was reported a year ago, 
but that is in loans from the Church Extension Society, which will be 
duly paid in installments, as agreed upon. 

Over $1,000 more than last year has been paid for Ministerial Support, 
and most of the Pastors have received their salaries in full. 

The Missionary Collections are, as a total, in excess of what they 

were last year, and that was beyond the million and a half line. The 
Missionary Collection this year is 72 per cent. more than ever raised on 
the District in any previous year except last. 
- The Church Extension Collection is beyond the assessment made 
upon the District for this cause by the Board ‘of Presiding Elders, as 
directed by the discipline, and is over 100 per cent. more than was raised 
on the District last year. 

The other Benevolences are all in excess of last year. The whole 
amount of money actually raised in the District during the year for the 

-Benevolent causes, Ministerial Support, building and improving churches 
and parsonages, and all other purposes, is $23,323, or $2,663 more than 
last year, which is equal to over $30 per member for the whole District 
membership. 

The successes of the year along these lines are owing to the fidelity, 
energy, and harmonious efforts of the pastors, who have so faithfully 
toiled for the Master in the Santa Barbara District during the year now 
closed. Their success only can make our success, and we are only per- 
mitted to rejoice as they can rejoice, Without this loyalty and this 
fidelity on their part this creditable report of the District could not be 

ossible. 

‘j In closing this my second annual report I desire to say that one of 
the great needs of the District is educational institutions. There is not a 
Protestant Seminary or College in operation within the bounds of this 
whole territory, and that not because there is no demand for it. There 
is more than one point in the District where we could successfully main- 
tain a seminary to-day. We are losing our opportunities, have lost some 
already. It is time, we, as a church, gave earnest heed to this matter, 
and took possession of the land that lies open before us. 

Another great need is revivals. We mnst have more revivals. We 
need one grand wave of Holy Ghost religion to sweep: over the whole 
District, and carry hundreds into the kingdom of Christ. The people are 
coming within our bounds. The country is developing. The towns are 
growing and improving. We have had no boom to collapse, but steady, 
healthy growth. We will plant the forts of our Zion, lift up the standard 
of our God everywhere, and work till Jesus comes to a world redeemed 


from sin by his glorious gospel. Respectfully submitted,

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FRESNO DISTRICT. 

Fresno District, like all the rest of the Conferences and State, has 
felt the embarassments incident to a season of doubt, such as diminished 
immigration, depression in business, and financial stringency, and these 
adverse cunditions are factors in our report. Some of the enterprises we 
hoped to inaugurate have been deferred, some which we have commenced 
have been delayed. Yet no real disaster overtook us. The year was 
one of real and encouraging advancement in every department of our 
work. With oneexception the brethren have continued at their work 
doing faithful service all the year. 

J.J. Elftman, transferred from Minnesota last year and stationed 
at Fresno circuit, after staying but a few days concluded that the inter- 
ests of his family required his return to the East. As far‘as we had au- 
thority to do'so we concurred in his judgment and approved of his return. 

O. L. Barstow, one of the truest and best of our men, was appointed 
to Plan. Several conversions, great increase,of spirituality among his 
members, improvement of the church property, and thé largest advance 
in benevolent collections made on the district, are evidences of his efficient 
labors, but on July 21st., he was called from his labors to his reward. 
A suitable memorial will he presented by the committee. 

All the rest of the preachers, both Conference appointees and sup- 
plies have labored continuously and acceptabiy. - 

Several of the charges were left to be supplied when Conference ad- 
journed last year. These are fields of importance. On their occupancy 
and cultivation depends in a large measure our future prosperity, but on 
account of sparseness of population and undeveloped condition of the’ 
country, the churches were not able to fully bear the burdens of regular 
pastoral charges. We were successful in supplying them, and nearly all 
have done well. 

W. G. Leonard, a valuable supernumerary member of the New 
England Conference, has well cared for the little church at Merced. I 
trust this Conference will ask for Brother Leonard’s transfer. I had 
some assistance from him also on Central Point Circuit, where we have 
afew faithful members. This circuit is remote from any other charge 
and difficult of access from any point on the District, but the opening of 
the west side branch of the S. P. R. R., will make it more accessible 
and will hasten favorable conditions for the growth of the church in that 
great country. 

C. F. Hanson, a young local preacher took Brother Elftman’s place 
on Fresno Circuit, and has faithfully ministered tothe people. In all 
but financial interests the Circuit has done well. 

Liberty Circuit, supplied by Wm. Gordon, a local elder, was an ex- 
periment Which J feared would prove discouraging till the last few 
weeks. The pastor worked in the face of great difficulties, but has 
gathered the nucleus of a church, has the promise of the early addition 
of valuable members, and has made one payment on a fine building lot 
in the town of Kingsley. A pastor is earnestly desired for another year 
and our cause will doubtless make good progress. 

Kernville and Tehachapi were combined under the care of John 
Hickey, a local preacher. He presents creditable reports. Mr. J. H. 
Cross, a lay member of Kernville deserves mention for a $100 subscrip- 
tion to our Church Extension Collection. ‘ 

Traver Circuit was supplied for six months by Martin Miller and for 
past five months by Geo. Wm. Wood, a new, arrrival from Connecticut, 
a graduate of Wesleyan Universty, and an applicant for admis- 
sion to this Conference. The new church was dedicated in May last and 
a subscription taken which covers the debt on the building, except the 
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amount of loan from the Board of Church Extension. The membership 
was largely increased and the charge is in better condition than ever be- 
fore, though owing to the confusion in finances carried over from previ- 
ous years, the change of pastors and the burden of finishing the church, 
the collections reported are small. 


Almost without exception the charges filled by members of the Con- 
ference have made creditable advancement. ‘ 


Tulare Circuit has been a field of hard and poorly remunerated labor 
for J. W. Leach, but he reports increase in membership. He took all 
the collections, some of them being quite small, but most of them in full. 


Bakersfield, G. W. Goodell pastor,reports good condition of member- 
ship, the church newly seated with opera chairs and the parsonage great- 
ly improved, at a total cost of $700, all paid for, and collections taken in 
full. No church in the Conference does more for its strength than the 
brave little society at Bakersfield. 


At Delano, on Alila Circuit, W. S. Clinesmith pastor, a subscription 
has been secured and a new church is assured. Other points on the 
circuit have been well cared for. All assessments met in full. 

At Tulare, C. P. Wilson pastor, the inside of the church was re- 
finished, a new bell and a communion set were purchased, largely 
through the labors of the energetic Ladies Aid Society; and the old 
lamps were replaced by gas fixtures through the liberality of friends. 
Conversions and additions to the church have been frequent and the 
young people’s meetings have been very fruitful in blessed spiritual 
result. Few charges ever have more critical periods to pass through 
than Tulare has had during tbe year past, but God has so far led pastor 
and people safely. The sound of breakers is yet in their ears, but plain 
sailing is before them. Benevolent collections all taken and nearly all 
in full, membership and congregations have grown and a hopeful out- 
look is before them. Tulare City and the entire District deeply regretted 
the conditions which gave rise to the request for a change of the plan 
for holding this session of the Conference, and regretted still more the 
wide discussion which followed. We deemed the request for the change 
fairly and honestly made, it seemed honestly desired, all the interests of 
the local church and the Conference were duly considered, and I believe 
the Conference will appreciate Tulare’s concession ‘of her privilege of 
entertaining it, without a thought of impeaching the generous hospitality 
which she offered in the invitation to meet there. 

Visalia, A. B. Morrison, pastor, also did well. The congregation has 
grown, the collections were all taken and in full, the church and parson- 
age were repainted outside and the parsonage refinished inside. It is 
now a beautiful property. Better than all else, the last dollar of the 
indebtedness has been paid and for the first time for many years, there 
is no incumbrance on the property. 

At Hanford, A. G. Park pastor, all the interests of the the charge 
have been well cared for. The parsonage was énlarged and the member- 
ship shows some increase. Tast Sunday a subscription was taken which 
meets the parsonage debt which has so long been borne by that people. 

Grangeville, J. H. Peters pastor, has prospered in every interest. The 
membership increased, the spirituality and power of the church has 
greatly developed, the largest salary and collection for several years were 
_ paid, and the charge is flourishing. 

Selma, CO. W. Stowell pastor, has completed a beautiful little church 
and on the day of dedication took a subscription equal to the amount of 
indebtedness except a Church Extension loan of $250. The debt reported 
in the statistics will be larger than this, but the Trustees hold a vacant 
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lot in a good locality which they intend selling to pay the excess. The 
Sunday school and congregation are increasing, the statistical report is 
encouraging and the spiritual condition of the charge is gocd. 

Fresno City, Martin Judy pastor, had almost weekly additions to the, 
membership, the congregation has grown till a new and larger church is 
an absolute necessity. The collections are tne largest yetreported. The 
church was nicely refitted inside and a vestibule added to the front of the 
building. The increase here in members, social influence and wealth 
has put this charge in the front rank of the leading churches of the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

The foregoing review of the work in the charges is to me most en- 
couraging. Had we seen more souls converted our fondest hopes had 
been realized. Sunday schools, class meetings and prayer meetings 
have been inquired after in the Quarterly Conferences, and they have 
been generally and profitably maintained. A ‘“‘W. H. M. S.’’. collection 

-was taken in nearly all the charges, but the amount falls far short of 
what we could properly use to meet imperative demands for help. 

The Tulare Seminary was conducted by Prof. F. I. Pillsbury during 
the regular school year. Its report will come to you through the Educa- 
tional Committee. Some questions relating to the property and of vital 
interest to the enterprise are now awaiting decision at hands of the 
donors and Trustees. 

Our statistical reports will show that our benevolent causes have re- 
ceived increased contributions from the churches. The Missionary col- 
lection is in advance of last year and is over the apportionment. The 
Church Extension collection is the largest ever taken in the District. 
Several old debts were paid and more improvements made on church 
property than for some years. The membership had an encouraging 
increase. These facts give us hope for the future. The only serious 
arrearage we report is in the salaries of the faithful men who have with 
self-sacrificing heroism preached the “‘ unsearchable riches’”’ of the gos- 
pel of Christ to the people. All honor to these faithful and uncomplain- 
ing servants of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I am still convinced that the proper steps should be taken as soon as 
practicable to so alter our Conference lines as to put this territory into a 
Central California Conference. It isa matter of regret to me that the 
joint commission appointed by the California and Southern California 
Conferences have, so far as 1 know, failed to have the consultation 
necessary to some kind of an adjustment of the real interests of the two 
Conferences in a proposed third Conference in this State. My regret is 
the deeper because the recent General Conference increased the number 
necessary to the organization. As the matter now stands, as soon as 
practicable, the enabling act granted us should be used and this Confer- 
ence divided, when an easy adjustment of the line between the new 
Conference and the California Conference can be reached. I think this 
course would provide better facilities for supplying laborers and secure a 
better administration in the great San Joaquin Valley, and greatly con- 
serve the interests of Methodism and of Christ’s kingdom. 

I gratefully acknowledge the kindness and love of the ministers and 
laymen among whom I have labored. I have striven to meet faithfully 
all my obligation to the church, and have been greatly helped in so do- 
ing by these faithful co-laborers. I am persuaded that we have a great 
future before us in this District and I trust that the years in the immedi- 
ate future may realize to us their rich promise.

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SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


As the first year’s record of the San Diego District, dealt largely with 
the organization of new charges, and the inauguration of church building 
enterprises, our present report will be largely occupied with the record 
of these same enterprises carried to their completion, under the changed 
conditions of the present year. 


At Ontario, our people have completed a beautiful church costing 
$6000, and report a large increase in membership. 

The windstorms of last December, wrought serious disaster to the 
Cucamonga, church levelling the new parsonage to the ground, and 
leaving the church building with broken ceilings and shattered win- 
dows, utterly unfit for use. The membership of the church is very 
small, but also very brave, and in the midst of much loss in their own 
homes, our people have rebuilt the parsonage, and remodelled the 
church ,making it more commodious and beautiful than before, and have 
completed this work at a cost of twelve hundred dollars. 


At Colton, we are able to record the dedication of a church costing 
$3000, and a good increase in congregations and membership. 

In San Bernardino, our brethren have carried the enterprise of last 
year to a successful issue; their church is a thing of beauty, and is 
easily the finest edifice in the Conference, and the fact that their indebt- 
edness is nearly covered by reliable subscriptions, is an index of the 
earnestness with which the work has been carried on. 

Riverside, reports an increase of membership, both by letter, and 
from probation. 

At San Jacinto, a new bell has been placed in the tower of the 
church, and various improvements made. 

Elsinore, has met with-great lossin the destruction of the church. 
Sept. 4th., a violent rain and wind storm overthrew the building, mak- - 
ing a complete wreck; nothing was saved except the chairs, and a few 
books. Our people feel the loss deeply, but have not lost courage, and 
are already making plans for their future work. 

Murrietta and Winchester report progress. At Winchester, a new 
church has been completed and dedicated, a Sunday school organized, 
and all branches of work well looked after, while at Murrietta, a parson- 
age has been built, a bell purchased for the church, and the member- 
ship increased by many additions. 

Escondido has prospered, although the ill health of Bro. Turrentine, 
has not permitted hin: to accomplish all he has desired. 

The friends in Poway have completed their church, and the prospect 
is bright for growth and prosperity . 

The church building at Encinitas is enclosed and occupied by the 
congregation, the spiritual interest is good, and several conversions are 
reported. 

In San Diego, the business block and auditorium of the First Church, 
(corner of D and 4th streets) has been completed, and in every way 
equals the expectations of the brethren who planned and carried out 
this great undertaking. The auditorium is the best in the city, and the 
Sunday schoo! rooms models of convenience and beauty. The cost of the 
building was greater than anticipated, but asa balance to this, the in- 
come from rentals is much larger than the first estimates, owing to the 
re-location of the city postoffice, which renders the block one of the most 
desirable properties in the city. In harmony with their first intention, 
our brethren have transferred the entire property to the ‘‘San Diego 
City Church Extension Society,” retaining for the First Church Society, 
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simply a lease of the rooms used for church purposes, as svon as the in- 
debtedness upon the building is removed, “‘the M. E. church block” 
will enter upon its real missions of planting Methodist Episcopal churches 
in San Diego. 


At 22d street a church costing $700), has been built, a membership 
of 100 gathered, a parsonage partially completed and the spiritual work 
of the church kept well in hand. This church enjoys the distinction of 
having the largest Sunday school in the city. 


Coronado church, has suffered more by removal than any other. 
church in San Diego; we were first in the field, and have as a result, had 
two or three Sunday ‘schools and congregations organized out of ours by 
the sister denominations. This, with many removals has made our way 
far from easy, but the church has held bravely to its work, and reports 
a good degree of progress and improvement. 


National City has been enjoying a year of spiritual prosperity, con- 
gregations have been good, the prayer meetings places of great blessings, 
and several have united with the church. 


‘hii and Oneonta have also a good record in every department of 
work. 

At Ensenada, 70 miles below the Mexican line, a church costing 
$3,000 (American money) has been completed and dedicated, a good con- 
gregation gathered, souls have been saved, members added to the church, 
collections for missions and other purposes taken, and all the work of a 
well regulated Methodist Episcopal Church carried forward under the. 
flag of our sister republic. 

Notwithstanding the depressions in the affairs of the International 
Co. Bro. Umpleby has given due attention to the pioneer work placed in his 
hands. He has explored a range of country over 200 milesin length, 
holding service, and making such arrangements for work as circum- 
’ stances would permit, at San Carlos, Maneadero, San Isidore, San An- 
tonia, San Rafael, Camulu, Colonett and San Quintin. 

The General Conference having established Lower California as a 
mission, its connection with San Diego District ceases with the present 
report. The educational work on the peninsula is in its former state, and 
must remain in suspension, until the mission superintendent for Lower 
California is appointed. 

The names of several new and untried appointments, appeared in 
last years ‘‘minutes.”’ 

I am glad to say, that without exception, they have prospered and 
“become permanent charges. 

At Redlands, in the San Bernandino Valley, Bro. Nicklin opened 
the work and carried it forward with great success until failing health 
obliged him to leave the field. Rev. J. W. Phelps was appointed in 
his place, and reports as the result of this initial year of work, 40 mem- 
bers, a good Sunday school, and crowded congregations. The future is 
very bright for this charge. 

A good beginning has been made at Beaumont and Banning. Bro. 
Wenk has succeeded in gaining a congregation at both places, a mem- 
bership of 80 has been gathered, Sunday +chools organized, church lots 
secured, and every department of work as thoroughly systematized as 
in a church of 400 members. 

Fall Brook, has a new church costing $3000, crowded congregations, 
and has been blessed with the largest revival on the District. 

Under the ministry of 8. P: Sowden, two prosperous societies have 
ei into existence on the Rincon Circuit, South Riverside and Tem- 
escal. 
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Several new stations have also been established since the close of 
last Conference. 


Rev. L. L. Rogers, opened a preaching place at Rialto, early in 
the year, which has resulted in a Sunday school of 70, a membership of 
30, and a request for a resident pastor. 


At Florida, in the San Jacinto Valley, Rev. I. R. Lovejoy, preaches 
regularly, a Sunday school has been organized, lots secured for a 
church, and a subscription opened for a church building. 


Bro. Robison, a Local Preacher of the San Jacinto charge, has 
opened preaching services at Perris and several neighboring points, 
with a reasonable degree of success, 


_ Rev. F. Miller, of National City, has commenced work at Chulla 

Vista, with every prospect of establishing a strong society at that point. 

Bro. Jeffrey (a Local Preacher) is at work in the San Marcos,’ with 
prospects of permanent results. 

We are glad also to report that the way has been opened for work 
at Oceanside, the last point of importance in San Diego county. Here 
a class has been gathered, a church formed and supplied with preach- 
ing. Our congregations are too large for the hall in which we worship 
and the question of church building is already in the air. 

One new society has been added to the list of churches in San Diego 
city. It was organized in a tent about two months ago, and has been in 
the midst of revival ever since. Souls have been converted; its proba- 
tioners list exceeds its membership, its Sunday school’ numbers nearly 
100, and Middletown charge is asking for a revival preacher to lead 
them in the work of the coming year. Preliminary steps have also been 
taken toward the organization of a Swedish mission and a colored church 
in the same city. When this is accomplished San Diego will have seven 
M. E. churches. 

The educational interests of the District have made reasonable prog- 
ress during the year. 

The school at Ontario has been doing splendid work in‘all depart- 
ments and its influence is telt, not only by its students, but by the entire 
community. 

At Escondido the trustees have completed the enclosure of a semi- 
nary building which, for beauty of design and adaptation to its purpose, 
is without a peer in our circle of schools. : 

The San Diego College of Fine Arts has secured plans from the office 
of Steven Eidlitz, the architect of the famous Buffalo Library building, 
at an expense of $10,000, and expect to lay the corner stone of the first 
section of the building on Thursday, September 20. 

At Ramona the brick are burned and on the ground for the erection 
of the school building as soon as circumstances will permit. 

We record with pleasure the inauguration of a new educational en- 
terprise in the San Bernardino Valley. Several months ago, through the 
agency of Rev. L. L. Rogers, of Colton, attention was turned toward 
Rialto as a possible school center for our church. Negotiations were 
entered into with the gentlemanly and enterprising members of the land 
company which have resulted in a concession of 480 acres of land, with 
water right, in the very heart of the orange belt, as an endowment and 
building fund for Rialto Seminary of the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. The school will be within easy access of Colton and Riverside, and 
only three miles from San Bernardino, the commercial center of the 
county. With wise management on the part of its trustees, this school 
may readily invest the required $50,000 in buildings and have an endow- 
ment of at least $200,000 remaining. 


\ 
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To summarize the year’s work, we have completed and dedicated 
ten churches and opened seven new preaching places. 

The membership has increased 1012 to 1700; probationers from 110 
to 130; Sunday school scholars from 1180 to 2000. 

: We have $324,000 of church property over against the $185,000 of 
ast year. 

Dur collections have increased from $1460 to $2420; w hile in the 
matter of missions I am quite sure we are well over the $1, 200,000 line, 
and have met our Church Extension apportionment in full. 

We have no unoccupied churches, no deserted foundations, no pros- 
pect of wreckage, and no investments in wild-cat towns. 

The leadership of God and the toil and self-sacrifice of His ministers 
have gone hand in hand to accomplish these results. May the same 
leadership and the same devotion be our abiding heritage.

PASADENA DISTRICT. 


Beloved Bishop and Brethren of the Southern California Conference. 

It is only just that I should say in presenting this my first annual 
report, that upon entering a district, new in name, and a work new in 
its character, as 1 was called to do one year ago, my reception at the 
homes of the preachers and people’ was most cordial; and the uniform 
courtesy and kindness extended, together with the ready and hearty co- 
operation of the brethren, combined to make my work among them a 
pleasure rather than a burden. 

And it is further due that I should say that I have met with many 
illustrations of the wisdom and tact of the late Dean Farnsworth, who 
had supervision over this territory last year, and have reasons for gra- 
titude to God for the waymarks left by his servant, which have so greatly 
aided one of less knowledge and experience. The hand of death has not 
come to the homes of any of our pastors during the year. And so far as 
I am able to recall, no serious illness has afflicted any of their families. 
However, the Rev. Charles Shelling, a superannuate, died at his home 
in Alhambra in the month of December. He was a faithful, able 
minister of the gospel. His last work in the active ranks was the build- 
ing of the beautiful church in Monrovia. His memoir will appear in the 
minutes. 

Pasadena District embraces two of the most important valleys of 
Southern California. The San Gabriel, with Pasadena its crown, the 
beautiful Alhambra, the marvelous Monrovia, and the promising city of 
Pomona. The Santa Ana, with its rapidly growing city of its own name, 
its Orange, its Garden Grove, its Anaheim, its Fairview, and the poetic 
Whittier. 

Believing it be in harmony with the spirit of the discipline, and not 
violating the letter thereof, I called a district conference which was held 
in Santa Ana in the latter part of October. A second session was held 
in Pasadena in the early part of June. Both sessions were well attended 
and programs relating especially to our connectional interests were 
very successfully carried out. I believe these sessions of the district con- 
ference have greatly stimulated the brethren in their work, enabling 
them to do more effective service than otherwise would haye been done. 

There were sixteen pastoral charges given me at the close of the last 
annual conference, three of which were new and unorganized. There 
are now twenty-four charges in which the gospel should be preached by 
Methodist preachers, but in order to do this we must draw more largely 
upon the missionary appropriation. 
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Good, honest, faithful work has been done by all the preachers, as 
the results of their labors abundantly testify. 

Some of the new and very difficult fields have been supplied by 
supernumerary and local preachers. Several of the charges on this 
district have been exceedingly hard to work, and have required much 
sacrifice and determined purpose on the part ofthe pastors. 8. B. Wool-' 
pert, of the South Kansas Conference, who has since been transferred, 
was engaged to supply Newport circuit, and John Webb, a located elder 
of the lowa conference, was employed to fill the vacancy at Lordsburg, 
made by the removal of G. S. Umpleby to Ensenada, Mexico. 

The spiritual condition of our work is very gratifying. More than four 
hundred conversions have been reported during the year—largely the 
result of special revival meetings which have been held in almost every 
charge. Much emphasis has been given to the importance of class and 
prayer meetings, and the average attendance has largely increased, being 
now about forty per cent, of the church membership. There is yet room 
for improvement along this line. From a membership of one thousand 
and seventy-two we have increased to more than seventeen hundred. 

It has been my pleasure to attend at least one session of almost every 
Sunday school within the bounds of the district; and I am happy to note 
that a more general interest is awakened in our Sunday school work 
than ever before, as is indicated by the largely increased attendance and 
the promptness with which all financial obligations are met. Pasadena 
Sunday school may justly pride herself in having the largest average 
attendance of any school within the bounds of the conference, if not of 
Methodism on the Pacific coast. She is also doing an excellent work 
among the Chinese. 

In every Sunday school in the district our Methodist helps and 
literature are used. This could not be said one year ago. 

The further the work among our young people and to bring them 
into a clear, definite, working Christian experience, a District Methodist 
Alliance was organized and a convention held in Pasadena early in 
December. Through the efforts of G. L. Cole, the superintendent of the 
Aliiance, the work was organized in several charges and has met with a 
commendable degree of success. Would that it might be succesfully 
carried on every charge, training our young people in the distinctive 
doctrines of Methodism and leading them out into the wider and richer 
fields of Christian experience. 

I regret to find so many hindrances to the most successful organiz- 
ation of our children into classes. Nevertheless we have eleven classes 
formed and under the care of efficient leaders. Too much importance 
cannot be attached to this feature of our work. 

Pasadena district was well represented at the Alliance assembly and 
the Conference campmeeting held at Long Beach in the month of July, 
every pastor being in attendance, save one, who was detained at home 
on accuunt of sickness in his family. The alliance and the campmeeting 
were a blessing to this district. Sinners were converted and believers 
received new touches of divine power and love. 

It is universally conceeded that this year has been the hardest year 
financially we have seen for some time; yet, notwithstanding this fact, 
we have made some advancement all alony the line, 

Last year the territory, now descrited as Pasadena district, raised 
$10,197 for support of pastors, and $567 for support of presiding elder . 
This year we report an increase of forty per cent on pastors’ support and 
170 per cent. advance on presiding elder’s claim. 

I think none of the benevolent collections will fall behind the ap- 
portionments, while the missionary collection will be somewhat in excess.

Permit me to emphasize that the pastors and the people have done nobly 
in every case. 

Missionary concerts and missionary prayer meetings have been held, 
and Easter Sunday was quite generally observed as Children’s Mission- 
ary day. I distributed 250 ‘Willing Worker Cards,’’ which have been 

‘helpful. The general missionary committee asked for $5000 from this 
conference this year, which is about ninety-seven cents per church 
member as reported in the minutes of the last session of our conference. 
Hence Pasadena district’s pro rata share of the $5000 is $1040. We have 
raised over $1650, or more than $600 above the committee’s call, or more ~ 
than $800 above the 200,000 line. 

We were asked to raise $321 for church extension. We responded 
with $360, nearly all of which was sent to Philadelphia before the first 
day of May. 

The amount raised for the bishops is fifty per cent. in advance of last 
year. And our collection for conference claimants will show nearly 200 
per cent. increase. The interest in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
society has been none the less marked. We show a collection of $204 
against $74 last year. 

And now I mention what I am pleased to term the presiding elder’s 
right arm of power, more widely known as the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary society. I have encouraged it in every possible way, The 
women have done well their part, and as a result will report over $740 
in cash and about $100 worth of supplies, this being more than $600 in 
advance of last year. Much credit is due the vice-president, Mrs. Amelia 
Rice, of Pasadena. 

I have not failed to urge the claim of the Episcopal residence. 

Seven hundred dollars has been paid on the Pasadena cottage at 
San Fernando, and $150 to help defray the expense of publishing the 
Southern California Christian Advocate. 

The aggregation for the above-named purposes is over $20,000 or $20 
per church member, as reported Jast year, being an increase of about $7000. 

Something has been done to enhance the value of our church prop- 
erty in almost every charge on the district. 

_ At Alhambra the parsonage was repapered and furnished, and other 
improvements made, at an expense of over $200. 

The old town of Anaheim, with a population of 3000, which has so 
long defied our endeavors to get a foothold, has finely yielded to the pre- 
sistent faith and sacrificing toil of the pastor, D. O. Chamberlayne, and 
we now have a good property in the heart of the city. The lot cost $350, 
and ihe church, which is now enclosed, will cost about $1800. It was 
opened for quarterly meeting September 2d, and will be ready for dedi- 
cation early in the year. No debt thus far. 

The church and parsonage at Artesia have been repainted, and the 
parsonage furnished at an expense of about $175. And the beautiful 
ehurch at Fulton Wells, which was well under way at the beginning of 
the year, has been completed and furnished at a cost of about $3,300, and 
was dedicated July Ist free from debt. W. G. Cowan is the pastor. 

At Covina an elegant church has been built and furnished at a cost 
of $6,800, and was dedicated free from debt the 4th of March. The 
success of this enterprise is largely due J. S. Phillips. 

More than $100 worth of furniture has been put in the parsonage at 
Garden Grove. 

A comfortable parsonage has been built at Garvanza, costing about 
$1000. / 

Lots have been donated and a subseription of $1500 obtained for the 
erection of a church at La Canada. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE, 45 


At Lordsburg we have received a very generous donation of seven- 
teen lots. A furnace has been placed in our beautiful church at Monrovia 
costing over #200. 

At Fairview, a new town seven miles South of Santa Ana, a beautiful 
church has been built and was dedicated July 15th with all debts pro- 
vided for by subscription. The Fairview Developement company donated 
the lot 110x150 feet and $800 in cash. And Mr. A. L. Moye, one of the 
company, added to this amount $475 and the promise of a $200 bell. 
The church, completed and furnished costing abont $2000. The pastor, 
S. B. Woolpert, deserves much credit. 


Very early in the year it was obvious that something had to be done 
here in Pasadena to better accommodate the multitude who want to hear 
the gospel be psigen from a Methodist ah dye Various plans were dis- 
cussed, and it is only just to say that there were differences of opinion 
as to the best course to 5 tae The question of enlarging the church 
seemed to be impracticable, and we did not feel that the peculiar condi- 
dition of the times would justify us in undertaking to erect a church block, 
or such an edifice as will doubtless be built on this corner in the near 
future. Hence to meet temporarily our pressing necessity the official 
board agreed a the erection of this tabernacle, which is a magnificent 
auditorium with a seating capacity of two thousand. It cost with furni- 
ture $10,000. Opening service was held in it about four weeks ago. On 
account of sickness, Dr. Bresee, the pastor, has not, as yet, been able to 
test its capacity to meet the demands of his congregation. 


The older Gerais 3 will be used for the Sunday School and the social 
meetings of the church. In addition to this improvement, $150 worth of 
furniture has been put in the parsonage. 


Pomona has hada prosperous year. A wing was built on the 
church and a room added to the parsonage at an expense of $1300. 

In Santa Ana, two good lots in a more desirable location than where 
the church now stands, have been purchased for $4000, and a commo- 
dious two-story parsonage built on one of the lots at a cost of $1700, and 
paver. furnished. ‘Two other lots in the city valued at $2000, have 

n donated to the church, making in all $15,000 worth of property in 
Santa Ana. Since February the services have been held in the city 
hall, and have been very largely attended, there being more than three 
times the number that could be accommodated in the old church. 

A very neat church hag been built at South Pasadena. It was well 
advanced atthe beginning of the year. The pastor, A. W. Bunker, 
hastened to work as rapidly as possible, and on the 20th of October it 
was dedicated free from debt, over $2000 being raised on day of dedica- 
tion. And now a 1400-pound bell, costing $200, lately placedin the 
tower, calls the people to the house of worship. 

At Whittier we organized March 17th, and secured a corner lot 
100x140 feet centrally located, which is well worth $700. We were 
granted the free use of the Friend’s Academy building for our services. 
George C. Lewis of the Wyoming conference was placed in charge. He 
was in very delicate health and was soon compelled to give up the work. 
Since June lst the charge has been served by F. M. Larkin, who has 
purchased an organ and other furniture to the amount of about $140. 

Lots have been promised in several other places. The aggregate 
cost of all these improvements, together with the estimated value of the 
lots donated is about $42,000. 

Several churches have been incorporated during the year, and 
societies organized in the following places: La Canada, Lordsburg, 
Covina, Fairview and Whittier; and ten other places haye been opened 
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for the preaching of the Word, and Sunday schools have been organized. 

A church of the colored people at Pomona was organized and must 
have a pastor this year, 

The prospects are fair for the educational work in this district. We 
anticipate that the next year will put us in posession of grand possibilities 
along this line. Already magnanimous plans are being made for the 
etablishment of a woman’s college, and also an academy both of which 
are to be parts of the University of Southern California. The plans, 
however, are not sufficiently matured to warrant their announcement. 

In conclusion, I repeat: There have been more than 400 conversions, 
more than 700 added to the church, more than $20,000 raised for minis- 
terial support and benevolent purposes; the $1,200,000 line doubled for 
mission, $600 advance on home missions, 200 per cent advance on con- 
ferenee claimants, and more than $60, 000 added to our church property, 
making a total value of $191,000 worth of church property. 

In all this work we must devoutly acknowledge the fact that 
‘neither is he that planteth, anything; nor he that watereth; but God 
that giveth the increase.”’ 

And now, allow me to express my gratitude to Almighty God for his 
rich grace granted me through Jesus Christ, our precious Saviour, enabl- 
ing me to meet my appointments and to perform the duties involved 
therein with so much comfort and holy delight. Thanks be unto God for 
his unspeakable gift, Jesus Christ, who maketh us more than conquerors 
in all the battles of life, who washes us in his own blood, and makes us 
kings and priests unto God, enabling us to rejoice in hope of his eternal 
glory.

GERMAN DISTRICT. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

In grateful recognition of God’s special bleainen upon the work, I 
am glad to report that the German District has shared largely in the 
general prosperity of Methodism along the Pacific Coast. We are as yet 
in the day of small things, but judging from the advancement of the past 
year, we feel justified in looking forward to greater victories, 

At Anaheim, almost in the heart of an old colony of Germans, who 
by their articles of incorporation tried to debar any and every minister 
of the gospel from settling among them in order to preach a rejected and 
hated Christ to them, we have passed the Rubicon; we are gaining in 
influence and membership; the old colonists and their prejudices are 
slowly dying out and we are gathering their children into our Sunday 
school, besides inducing some of the less prejudiced to attend our ser- 
vices. The charge was left on my hands lasi fall to be supplied. I did 
not succeed, however, in getting a supply until February. In the mean 
time Bro. Bollinger, the former pastor, though he had taken a super- 
numerary relation, kindly consented to continue to serve the work until 
the supply arrived. Our Sunday school is an especially promising fea- 
ture of our work there. We have but one conversion to report in the 
entire charge, and though it be but one, we rejoice greatly still, because 
it is the first conversion since the charge exists, a first fruit from among 
our Sunday school scholars. It is also proper to state that by the special 
effort and liberality of Bro. Bollinger the remaining debt on our church 
property has been canceled, so that the trustees are enabled not only to 
report our church free from debt, but also contemplate building a par- 
sonage during the coming year.

At Pasadena our work has prospered remarkably well. We can re- 
port a proportionately large increase in membership by letter and from 
‘probation. Both pastor and people strained every nerve and almost 
exhausted every available resource in order to build a church and par- 
sonage. Success has not only crowned their efforts, but already the new 
church has become the birthplace of some of God’s dear children. 

At San Diego our work has been steadily growing in importance and 
influence. Thus far we virtually occupy the field alone, and for this 
reason and because of the fact of its being the most important seaport in 
Southern California, this is the most promising charge in the District. 
The pastor has succeeded, under the blessing of Ged, in doing a very 
excellent work; laying a broad foundation for tuture operation. By his 
persistent efforts and the ready and liberal response of the people, we 
succeeded in building a beautiful little church which also has become 
consecrated by penitents’ tears and the glad hallelujahs of the saved. 
We can report an increase in membership, largely by probation; an in- 
crease of attendance at all the public services; and it is but due to say 
that San Diego has the banner Sunday school in the District. 

At Santa Barbara, I regret to say, our work has not prospered so 
well; although the pastor labored hard and under great discouragements. 
A new appointment at Hueneme gives some promise; and if we can but 
“hold the fort’’ a little longer, victory may yet be ours. 

At Los Angeles our work is gradually advancing. We have had 
several additions by probation and several conversions; besides an 
increase in membership by letter. 

The time has arrived when the organization of a second charge has 
become an urgent necessity. 

Our collections in every charge in the District are very creditable to 
pastors and people. In view of the fact that two new churches have 
been built during the year besides a parsonage notwithstanding the 
financial reaction resulting from the boom, we might say, that all our 
collections are very much larger than we dared anticipate. Our Mis- 
sionary collection is far beyond the million dollar line. 

I may be pardoned for making a personal allusion. Almost an 
entire stranger to both preachers and people I accepted my appointment 
to the District and the Pastorate of the Los Angeles church last fall, 
deeply feeling my insufficiency for these things but trusting in God and 
the loyalty of our people. I have not been disappointed. 

To their credit be it said, that my reception among them has been 
so cordial and my associations with the pastors and charges has been so 
pleasant, that my work, though doubly difficult and trying, has been to 
mea most agreeable and profitable one. May God abundantly bless 
and enlarge the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church among my 
German countrymen in Southern California. 

And now since General Conference deemed it best to organize the 
German work in California into a mission, it is but proper for me to say 
in behalf of my brethren, as we retire from your ranks, that we most 
heartily thank you for your brotherly kindness and sympathy, your 
interest in liberal support of our cause; we thank you for your devotion 
and your prayers, your helpful words and generous deeds. And we 
pray that God’s blessing may rest upon you and all your labors. And 
looking forward to our reunion in heaven when the toil is over and 
the battle is ended, we say to you brethren of the Southern California 
Conference, ‘‘Farewell.”’ :

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


The marvelous advancement of our educational work during the 
year must call forth the profoundest gratitude of this Conference and all 
interested therein. May the God of all grace continue to lead us in the 
future as from the beginning, and may the bow of our activity ever 
abide in strength. 

COLLEGE OF LIBERAL ARTS. 


The enrollment of students in the College of Liberal Arts during the 
past year was 293—an increase of 100 over any year previous. The 
class-room work was earnest and faithful; the attainments of the stu- 
dents gratifying in the extreme. The requirements for admission to the 
Freshman Class have been increased somewhat, the course of study 
modified in certain particulars, so that the curriculum of this institution 
is not behind that of the best colleges in our church. The religious in- 
fluences prevailing here have always been excellent, and we are not 
falling behind in this regard. During all the past year weekly prayer 
meetings have been held among the students, both by the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and the Young Women’s Christian Association. 
These services were well attended and produced good results. Toward 
the end of the s2cond term the Dean and Faculty, seconded and assisted 
by President Bovard and Dr. Warner, of University Church, conducted 
special services which resulted in the conversion of twenty-five or thirty 
students, and in helping many others in their Christian life. 

Pursuant to the Conference resolution of a year ago, the classes in 
English Literature in the seminary read selections from the First and 
Second Gospels, which were greatly enjoyed by the students, and it is 
believed was productive of excellent results. During the coming year 
similar readings will be taken from Luke and John. The hope is in- 
dulged that within the next year a vigorous course of Bible study may 
have place in each of the four colleges. 

The library is greatly in need of books. About $1000 was expended 
during the past year, and the beginning made for a first-class library. 
It is hoped that funds may soon be available for greatly increasing the 
facilities for work in this department. Gifts of money, large or small 
ought to be secured early this year, and our people are exhorted to re- 
member the library in their gifts to the cause of God. 

The reading room has had on file over sixty of the very best Ameri- 
can and foreign papers and magazines. It is open during a part of each 
school day, and many students have made good use of the advantages 
thus offered . 

The department of Physics and Chemistry received during the past 
year $1000 worth of the most approved apparatus, greatly increasing its 
facilities for illustration. Bro. Geo. D. Whitcomb, of Glendora, has 
authorized President Bovard to expend not less than $400 in fitting up 
the Assay Room and Chemical Laboratory. A furnace, balances and 
other apparatus are now being put in, and it is hoped that other dona- 
tions may soon be made so that the laboratory may be put in shape for 
the very best work. 

The outlook for the future is encouraging. Everything points to an 
increased attendance of students; the Faculty has been strengthened by 
the addition of four new Professors; and there seems no good reason to 
doubt that this institution will continue to grow in usefulness. Changes 
have been made in the Faculty as follows: Miss Fanny Sherman, a 
lady of polish and a teacher of large success, takes the place of Precep- 
tress, made vacant by the resignation of Miss Farr. | Prof. Sherman will 
take the classes in Natural History formerly taught by Prof, Dickinson. 
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Prof. Gunna becomes Principal.of the University Seminary. The chair 
of English and History thus made vacant, is filled by Prof. Geo. A. Coe, 
a graduate of Rochester University and of Boston Theological’ School. 
Prof. E. E. Whitted,.of DePauw University is made instructor in Latin 
and Mathematics, and Prof F. H. Suffle of Toronto University, In- 
structor in Latin. Miss White, a graduate of the Boston Conservatory, 
will have charge of the Art Department. Mrs. L. H. Stagg, assisted by 
her daughter, Miss Eleanor Stagg, will continue in charge of the Piano 
and Organ Department, and Miss Leila Breed of the Department of 
Voice culture. 

Thus equipped and organized the College of Liberal Arts is confi- 
dently recommended to all our people as a safe, religious college of the 
highest grade intellectually. 


CHAFFEE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE. 


This college is located at Ontario, and has had a prosperous year, 
and opens with the promise of another of equal advance. Prof. W. T. 
Randall, is Prineipal, and is supported by a full corps.of teachers, all of 
whom are capable of the best work in their various departments. The 
endowment has been greatly increased during the past year by sale of 
lands for that purpose, so that the income in the future will enable the 
Regents to enlarge the facilities as rapidly as may be demanded. 

The great need of this college at this time is some dormitory accom- 
modations for the benefit of students from abroad who desire to come to 
that beautiful city for its advantages of climate and its particular work. 
This must be provided at as early a date as possible. 


COLLEGE OF MEDICINE. 


This college has a faculty selected from some of-the ablest physicians 
of the land many of whom have had long experience in the best colleges 
of the East. 3 


STANDARD OF ATTAINMENTS. 


In pursuance of the policy to make and keep the course of instruction 
in this college worthy of the University system, and second to none in 
the land, the following article was designedly inserted by the Faculty 
of Medicine into the articles of incorporation under the University 
charter, and now stands as an unalterable and irrevocable contract be- 
tween the University and the College. 

“ArticLE 13. The standard’ of attainments for tlhe admission of 
students into the said College of Medicine shall be as high, the course of 
study as long, as varied, and as thorough, and the requirements for grad- 
uation as rigid as in the recognized first-class colleges of medicine of the 
United States.” 

A comparison of the course of study as given in this announcement 
with the course as laid down in other first-class colleges of the United 
States will show that the standard is kept in both letter and spirit. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION, 


First. The candidate for the degree of Medicine Doctor must have 
attained the age of 21 years and be of good character. 

Second. He must have studied medicine for three full years, must 
have attended three regular courses of medical lectures, the last of which 
must have been in this college, and he must have also attended the in- 
termediate course of his last year. 
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Third. He must have passed the required examinations, must have 
dissected the entire cadaver, must have fulfilled the required periods of 
laboratory and chemical works, and must prepare and submit to the 
Faculty a satisfactory medica] thesis. | 

He must have paid.all the college fees. 

‘Graduates in good standing from other recognized medical colleges, 
who may desire to attend lectures, are required to matriculate only. Ii 
_ the degree is desired, satisfactory testimonials of character and profes- 
sional standing must be presented, attendance upon one full regular 
term of lectures complete, an examination in all the branches passed, 
and a fee of fifty dollars paid. s 


THE MACLAY COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 


The first term of the Maclay College of Theology opened October 5th, 
1887, with ten students.’ The difficulties usually attending the initial 
work of any enterprise were not wanting in the beginning of this. Both 
the college building and the boarding hall were in an unfinished condi- 
tion and remained so throughout the school year. Three cottages had 
been erected for the accommodation of the students, but the entire work 
of instruction was necessarily carried forward in the study. of Dean 
Farnsworth, with the occasional use of the San. Fernando M. E. church 
for lectures and other public exercises. Regular and systematic work, 
however, was begun in the several departments and continued throvgh- 
out the year. 

it was an eventful year to all. December 29th, Professor Chering- 
ton, D. D., was deeply afflicted in the death of his devoted wife. Janu- 
ary 3rd, the Dean, Rev. R. W. C. Farnsworth, was called from his 
earthly labors to his heavenly reward. About April Ist, the home of 
Professor Blackledge, with all its contents, his valuable library, manu- 
scripts and extensive geological and archeological collection, was 
burned. It was a great and irreparable loss. The students were. not 
favorably situated for the most successful work, many of them being 
obliged to supply charges in addition to their school duties. Yet despite 
all afflictive events and unfavorable cirvumstances, the work of the col- 
lege was faithfully and enthusiastically prosecuted and the examinations 
at the close of each term evinced the fact that no more thorough work 
pits ei done or better progress made in any theological school of the 
church. 

On the death of Dean Farnsworth, Prof. F. B. Cherington, D. D., 
was elected acting Dean by the Board of Regents, and performed the 
duties of that office iu addition to those of his own department. Early 
in May, Rev. R.S. Maclay, D. D., of our Japan Mission, was elected 
Dean, and entered ujon his work about the middle of July. Everything 
at present points to a prosperous future for this young institution. ‘The 
college building is now completed. It contains fifteen rooms admirably 
adapted to the use for which they were designed, and the whole presents 
an imposing, symmetrical appearance. . The boarding hall is also com- 
pleted, and this, together with the cottages, will furnish ample accom- 
modations for a large number of students. These should speedily be 
there. The manifest favor of God in the establishment and progress of 
this institution calls for highest gratitude. In no better way can we 


show this gratitude than by directing the steps of young men entering’ 


tie ministry to this school of preparation for their high and holy calling. 
We rejoice that under God’s gracious leadings the theological training 
which the needs of the church in this age demand can now be secured 


within our own borders. The instructors in the Maclay College of The-. 


ology are men of high and thorough culture, of wide and varied experi- 
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ence in educational work in this and foreign lands. They are eminently 
qualified for this most responsible work to which they are culled. Let 
there be faithful co-operation with them on the part of all and this insti- 
tution of Divine planting will speedily become a mighty factor in the 
work of the world’s redemption. 


SAN DIEGO COLLEGE OF FINE ARTS. 


The rapid growth of San Diego has already brought the city to our 
property, which consists of four hundred and fifty acres adjoining the cit 
park. Fifty-three thousand dollars worth of this property has been sold, 
and eleven thousand dollars received. Plans for a building to cost fcur 
hundred thousand dollarshave been secured. The Deed of Trust provides 
for the expenditure of two hundred thousand dollars towards the building 
for its construction up to a certain section; another part to be called 
Memorial Hall will be constructed from donations which is already upon 
the thought of the people. The services connected with the laying of the 
corner stone will take place the 21st of the present month. 


ESCONDIDO SEMINARY. 


Twenty-five thousand nine hundred and eighteen dollars have been 
expended on the building which is enclosed. There are seventeen hundred 
and thirty-four dollars in the treasury with sixteen thousand dollars due 
on contracts. Sixty thousand dollars is considered a low estimate of the 
value of unsold property. The building when completed will be one of 
the finest Seminary structures on the coast. It will be ready for occu- 
pancy in the near future. 


RAMONA SEMINARY. 


Material has been purchased for the foundation of the building which 
is to cost fifty thousand dollars; a railroad now in process of construction 
from San Diego to connect with the Southern Pacific will greatly increase 
the value of our property at this place. The seven hundred and fifty 
acres of land including the town site has a present and prospective value 
sufficient to construct the building and afford an endowment fund of at 
least fifty thousand dollars. 


TULARE SEMINARY. 


Resolved. That we deem it proper to call attention to the great 
possibilities of the San Joaquin Valley, which until recently has been 
frontier ground, but is now rapidly filling up with enterprising people 
who are attracted to it by its wonderful resources and wealth of soil 
and water. Towns, Cities and villages are springing up as if by magic, 
its lands are increasing rapidly in value. The valley is an empire in 
itself, the importance to the University of holding a Seminary asa 
feeder at a central point in the valley will we think be approved 
by all. 

: There has come to the knowledge of your committee the fact of a 
conveyance of one hundred acres of valuable land by the Rey. A. C. 
Hazard, during the session of this Conference for the purpose of begin- 
ning the work of founding a post graduate school in connection with the 
University of Southern California, and we therefore offer for adoption 
the following resolutions. : 

1st. That we have learned with great gratitude of the munificent 
gift of Rev. A. C. Hazzard for this purpose, and that we return to him 
our heartfelt thanks for his gracious gift. : ; 

2nd. That the Directors of the University of Southern California 
are hereby authorized, when they shall deem it practicable to organize 
such a Post Graduate School. 
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3rd. That we desire to express our gratitude to the Great Head of 
the Church, that he is so moving upon the hearts of our men of wealth 
among us to devote their property to this noble cause.

onth and insist that all parents show)d very careinliy scrutinize the 
iterstare which falls into the bands of children. Nor can too much 
emphasis be put upon perils to our yout: of even tender age, concerning 
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social vices and impurities which creep into their hearts and open the 
way to vicious habits, detrimental to both body and soul. Let perfect 
confidence between parents and children: be cultivated and all the 
pitfalls of social impurity be fully and promptly exposed to view. 

We further suggest the time has fully come when some specific 
action should be taken which looks toward a more generous provision 
for our worn out preachers and those in our itinerant homes upon whom 
the burdens of widowhood may fall. Let a conference commission be 
appointed at once to devise definite plans for relief. 

We therefore respectfully nominate the following to continue work 
begun by Committee on Preacher’s Aid Society last year: A. M. Hough, 
Leslie F. Gay, J. W. VanCleve, G. F. Bovard, R. M. Widney, W. B. 
Barber, J. G. Miller, G. J. Schultz, W.A. Knighten, Pik. Bresee. 


REPORT OF PREACHERS’ AID COMMITTEE. 


The standing committee ajpointed at the last Conference on 
“‘Preachers Aid,’’ have not been unmindful of the duties imposed upon 
them. 

They supposed the special object of their appointment was that they 
should solicit, receive and hold valuable property which might be ob- 
tained for an endowment fund for worn out preachers . 

The committee has held several meetings, and has in view a consid- 
erable amount of such proposed donations, but on account of the finan- 
cial pressure during the last half of the year nothing has been closed up. 
‘We would recommend the continuance of a similar committee.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


As a Conference, in the consideration of this subject, we come face to 
face with the most thrilling question of the day. 

The word ‘‘temperance ”’ does truly cover the whole ground, food as 
well as drink—all narcotics, as opium and tobacco, the use of which is 
fearful in our country; but we pass by these for a time to throttle and 
overthrow the monster alcoholic intemperance. Prayer should crowd 
heaven on this subject and action should take it by storm. 

Methods are numerous, and though we may not all agree as to which 
is the mos! practical, yet we all join in condemning the principle of li- 
cense. Legalized wrong cannot be right. God never licenses sin, but 
probibits it. Prohibition is a divine principle—the Decalogue a prohib- 
itive code. California wines have been represented in the East as a 
‘‘cheap and desirable table beverage,’”’ but facts show that their use is 
undermining the: temperance education and habits of thousands. There- 
fore, be it resolved, 

1st. That the liquor traffic is so pernicious in all its bearings, so 
inimical to the interests of honest trade, so repugnant to the moral 
sense, so injirious to the peace and order of society, so hurtful to the 
homes, to the church and to the body politic and so utterly antagonistic 
to all that is precious in life that the only proper attitude towards it for 
Christains is that of relentless hostility. 
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2nd. Res. That we are unalterably opposed to the enactment of all 
laws that propose by license, taxing or any other method to regulate the 
drink traffic, which can never be legalized without sin. License high 
or low is vicious in principle and powerless as a remedy. 


3rd. Res. That while we do not presume to dictate to our people 
their political affiliations we do express the opinion that they should not 
permit themselves to be controlled by party organizations when they 
are managed in the interests of the liquor traffic. 


4th. Res.. That we have ample reason for congratulation that the 
Temperance reforin is engaging public attention as never before, and in 
this greal moral advance, we recognize the duty of the M. E. Church, as 
well ¢ as of all other christian churches, to march at the head of the col- 
umn, to inspire and direct the movement of this mighty impulse toward 
the achievement of our next emancipation, the deliverance of our nation 
and the race from the sway of the demon alcohol. 

5th. Res. That we proclaim our motto, total abstinence from all 
intoxicants the true ground of personal temperance, and complete legal 
prohibition of the manufacture, importation, exportation, transportation 
and sale of intoxicating drinks as the duty of civil governments. 

6th. Res. That we rejoice in the success of the W. C. T. U. 
and other organizations which look to the ultimate establishment of 
constitutional prohibition; and as a special cause of thankfulness we 
would mention the introduction of scientific instruction on the subject 
of temperance in our public schools, and we believe that the outlook is 
encouraging. 

. Res. That we would be greatly derelict in our duty, should we 
fail to warn our people against the insidious wine cup, which is as dan- 
gerous now as in ancient times. 

Wine whether made in Palestine, F rance or California is a mocker; 
and when fermented becomes strong drink, ‘‘is raging and whosoever is 
deceived thereby is not wise, for at last it. biteth’ like a serpent and 
stingeth like an adder.”’ We would warn our Bronte against the plant- 
ing of wine grape vineyards: Remember Noah! 

If you have the vineyard, dry the grapes as recommended by the 
California Viticultural commission for there is more money in it and 
vastly better morals. 


8. Res. That we hereby enter our solemn protest against the legis- 
lation, which diverts the people’s money raised by taxation to stimulate 
the wine product, and we regard it as a burning disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion, that the headquarters of the wine commission and the experiment- 
cellar should be in our State University. 

Is it not enough that the licensed saloons should stand wide open 
on the principal street corners of our cities and towns to snare and en- 
trap our children; must our highest seat of learning pave the way for 
their destruction ? 

9. Res. That the former decision of U.S. Supreme Court is received 
by us with heartfelt gratitude and merits our profoundest respect; and 
it nerves us with courage to know that the highest tribunal in the land 
declares that the sober, moral and christian citizens have rights that the 
liauor oligarchy are bound to respect. This applies as well to our state 
Supreme Court in its decision in the Pasadena Prohibition Ordinance 
case, of the rights of the majority to protect themselves against the en- 
croachments of the liquor fiends. And we hereby protest against any 
change of the law by our legislature that shall nullify or weaken this 
republican principle which allows the majority to rule, for this is a gov- 
ernment of the people. 
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10. Res. That we blush with shame at the work of desolation 
caused by the exportation of whole cargoes of alcoholic liquors from our 
sea-ports to Africa and other heathen lands—filling those countries with 
death and destruction, and hedging up the way of civilization and chris- 
tianity, and we earnestly pray that all the powers of our government 
may be brought to bear to stop this work of death—this disgrace on our 
fair name and fame as a Christian Nation.

REPORT ON BENEVOLENCES. 


Your Committee on the Benevolences of our Churvh haye had the 
several subjects included under that head under careful consideration 
would respectfully report on each as follows: 


MISSIONS. 


It is said by those are presume to know that there is no part of 
the globe trodden by human feet with very trifling exceptions, where the 
Missionaries of the Cross may not go and preach the glad tidings as 
proclaimed by the angels on the plains of Bethlehem, when they an- 
nounced a Saviour’s birth and sung that wonderful chorus ‘‘Glory to 
God in the Highest, Peace on earth and good willtomen.”’ Doors which 
for ages have been closed and barred and guarded, are now open and the 
ambassadors of Christ are invited to enter. ‘“This is the Lord’s doing and 
it is marvelous in our eyes.’’ This is emphatically true of those great 
masses of humanity so long sitting in darkness and in the region and 
shadow of death, as China, Japan, India, Africa and the Islands of the 
sea, embracing fully three-fifths of the humanrace. ‘‘Surely the Sonisas 
King, and the Father is preparing to give to Him the heathen for his 
inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for His possession.”’ 

The agency by which this great work is to be accomplished is the 
Evangelical Churches of Christendom God’s purpose, is that man 
.under the inspiration and guidance of the Holy Spirit shall be the 
almoner of man’s blessings, and in the front rank of the army of the 
Lord’s host stands and will stand, the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Never did the words of Wesley come to us, hissons in the gospel, with 
such a significance and inspiration as now. When he stood on his 
father’s grave he exclaimed, ‘‘the world is my parish and never was 
the demand so urgent for men worthy to be called his sons in the gospel.’’ 
Men called of God full of faith and the Holy Spirit, and having on the 
whole armor of God with their lives in their hands and saying ‘‘Here am, 
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I, send me.’’ Never was the call upon the church so urgent as now to 
pour into the Lord’s Treasury the money to send them. It is a matter 
of congratulation and thanksgiving to God that the church is heeding 
that call and will during the coming Conferenee year pour into the 
Missionary Treasury $1,200,000 by collection only. Therefore we are 
determined, God helping us, to do all we can to raise our proportion of 
this amount. 


CHURCH EXTENSION. 


We notice with pleasure the advance in the collections over last ~ 
year, also over the apportionment to the Conference for the year closing. 
This shows that the Conference appreciates the work being done by the 
Board. We desire to express our gratification for the presence of Dr. 
Spencer at this session of our Conference, and for his able presentation 
of the work of the Board of Church Extension. From previous know- 
ledge of the greatness of this enterprise, and in the light of new facts, 
we pledge our hearty support to it, and will carefully take the Collection 
urging upon all our people the largest liberalty . 

FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIETY. 


There is no more important and patriotic work entrusted our church 
than that of the Freedmen’s Aid, and Southern Education Society, except 
the direct promulgation of the gospel. The millions of ignorant citizens 
ranging fromm one-third to three-fourths, in the Gulf states of those over 
ten years of age call for earnest and increasing exertions, on the part of 
the entire church. This dense mass of ignorance is not confined to the 
colored people, but is about equally true of the whites also. Thirty in- 
stitutions of learning of various grades have been established at a cost of 
nearly $1,000,000 and have helped more than 100,000 young people, 
while about 5,000 have been graduated, many of whom have gone out as 
teachers and preachers to help elevate their race. These ignorant peo- 
ple are an integral part of our population, and must be educated to meet 
the responsibilities of citizenship. The success that has attended the 
Society’s efforts should encourage us to further exertions. 

The few rays of light serve but to make the darkness more visible. 
The call for $1.000 from this Conference this year, to aid this work 
should be raised; and we recommend the Presiding Elders to apportion 
that amount to the several charges. The maps and helps furnished by 
the society are invaluable aids to every minister. and should be studied 
and used in throwing light on this dark subject. These helps can be ob- 
tained by applying to the Secretary, Dr. Hartzell. Let an entire service 
at each appointment be given to this subject, and the collection taken 
early in the year. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


It is with pleasure that we note the prosperity and healthy growth 
of our Sunday School. And therefore we earnestly recommend that as 
far as practicable we use our influence against Union Schools. 

We would further recommend that as far as possible our own period- 
ical be used in the Sunday Schools of our church. Lastly we would 
also recommend that the pastors and all others interested in our Sunday 
School work, be more faithful in carrying out the requirements of the 
discipline regarding the instruction of the young. 

TRACTS. 

Through the medium of the eye the soul of man is often made to 
rejoice. And as a church, we should endeayor to use our every effort to 
reach every possible means Divine Providence has placed within our 
range, for the promulgation of the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour. 
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Knowing the tract to be a silent preacher and reaching many hearts 
the pulpit cannot, and leading them not only to conviction but to the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sins of the world. 


Therefore your committee recommend that every pastor shall. as 
early as possible in the Conference year, take a collection for the Tract, 
Society and thus avail himself of the liberal offer of said society, in 
returning tracts to the amount of one halfof the collection forwarded. 


For the tract society let us ever pray that the blessing of Jehovah 
may rest upon it and its great work of spreading the truth of Him who 
said: ‘I am not come to call the righteious but the sinner to re- 
pentance.”’ 


Wuereas. Rev. H. C. Rhodes a Local preacher in our church, has 
devoted his time and strength in the city and county of Los Angeles 
to the tract distributing work for the year past without stipulating for 
salary, or compensation ; and 


Wuereas. His report shows large success in this department, 
having distributed 2,693, christian and temperance tracts; 1,543  relig- 
ious and temperance periodicals; having personally spoken to 169 per- 
sons on the subject of their salvation—prayed with eight families; 
preached four times; Also has given out new testaments, as follows: 
English—fifteen, French—four, Italian—three; and could have given 
out many more had he had the supplies. 

Resolved. That we recognize Bro. Rhodes, work with great favor, 
and request his continuence in this work, by some arrangement that 
may be formulated agreeable to himself and this Conference. 

Resolved 2nd. the, we recommend the organization of a Conference 
Tract Society, to look after this work in the bounds of our Conferance. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


Having duly considered all the facts brought to their attention, you 
committee beg leave to make the following report: 

Wuereas, We have no Sunday law in this State, and, as a conse- 
quence, a growing public sentiment of laxity as to the proper observance 
of God’s holy day. : 

Wuereas, A large minority of the residents of our larger cities are of 
foreign birth, coming either from lands where there is no Sabbatical 
institution, or from countries where the Lord’s day is preverted into a 
day of pleasure ; 

Wuereas, During the past year within the boundaries of this con- 
ference a sham battle; on Sunday, was given which was witnessed 
by thousands of men, women and children. 

Wuereas, Ic other localities within our territory this holy day is 
made the special time for horse races, sparring exhibitions, and swim- 
ming and boating exploits ; 

WuereEas, In some of our larger cities this day is desecrated by large 
numbers of our citizens attending theatres, public parks, beer gardens 
and saloons; these places often making this their most attractive and 
profitable day, and _ 

Wuereas, In many localities, Sunday is made the great picnic day, 
and the rail-road companies paying a premium on its desecration by 
making remarkably low rates of fare for Sunday excursions ; therefore be it 

Resolved. 1. That it is the duty of this Conference to take strong 
grounds on Sabbath obseryance. 
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2. That we urge all Method‘st preachers and people to great careful- 
ness on this subject; that they avoid Sunday travel of every kind, as far 
as possible, and especially that upon the railroads; that they do only the 
works of necessity and mercy on the Lord’s day, and that they occupy all 
its hours in religious reading, pious meditation, and attendance upon the 
various services of God’s house. 

3. That the ministers of this Conference be requested to preach on 
this subject twice during the coming conference year; first in the month 
of December, and secondly in the month of May, bringing before all our - 
congregations the teachings of God’s word and the demands of our physi- 
cal and moral nature. 

4, That in our private conversation with old and young, with church 
members and with those who are not, we will endeavor to create a strong 
public sentiment in favor of God’s Sabbatical law. 

5. That we will strive to bring about such local enactments, by city, 
village and county authorities as will close the theatres, saloons, the 
public gardens and parks on God’s holy day 

6. That, with proper appreciation of all the favors shown us by rail- 
road authorities, we hereby remonstrate against the encouragement of 
Sunday excursions, and hereby request that, if such trains are to be run, 
higher rates be charged on that day than on any other day of the week.

geles. The wisdom of this selection is becoming more apparent each 
year. The broad and extended tract, a bluff of medium altitude, a well 
shaded camping ground, a large an] commodious tabernacle, and above 
all the healthy moral and religious tone of its inhabitants combine to 
make the spot all that could be desired for the purpose for which it was 
ee The Association holds property to the amount of $22,158, as 
ollows:

During the year the Tabernacle grounds have been fenced and six 
neat cottages erected thereon. These cottages have been partially fur- 
nished. e have also eighteen furnished rooms in the lodging hall, the 
cost of these improvements is about $16,000. In accordance with the 
original plans of this Association a special line of work has been taken 
up. From July 10th to 24th, two weeks, a Bible Training School and 
Alliance Assembly was held under the auspices of the Young People’s 
Methodist Alliance. The object of this Assembly was threetold. First, 
to inspire Christians, young or old, with love for God’s word and to aid 
them in systematic study of the same. Second, to lead them toa fuller 
and sweeter Christian experience, and as a result of the above to a 
more vigorous and aggressive Christian life and work. As a background 
to the training classes a course of lectures was provided on the most 
practical questions of the hour: Notwithstanding the close times, the 
Assembly was well attended, and all bear testimony to its practical val- 
ue and helpfulness. We helieve that this Assembly contributed much 
towards making the campmeeting which followed, such a grand success 
when seventy-five souls were converted to Christ and as many more en- 
tered the experience of perfect love. 

As tothe work of the Young People’s Methodist Alliance, I need but 
refer you to the reports of the Presiding Elders of Los Angeles and Pas- 
adena districts, andtothe report of your committee on the state of the 
church. Suffice it to say that we now have fifteen Alliances within the 
bounds of this Conference, with a membership of over five hundred, and 
when we remember that these five hundred are pledged to abstain from 
the use of tobacco andall intoxicants as a beverage, to refrain from card 
playing and dancing and from attending the theater and opera and all 
other questionable places of amusement, and that they enter upon a 
systematic study of the bible, the history, polity, biography and mis- 
sion of Methodism, and that they seek toaid one another in the attain- 
ment of heart purity and in constant growth of grace, to loyally and 
heartily co-operate with the pastors and leaders in the work of Christ to 
assist in keeping alive the old-time interest in class meetings and reviv- 
als and that they are to give daily thougnt to the winning of souls. Can 
it be otherwise than that these persons should become a power for Christ 
and our beloved Methodism. The connectional influence moving along 
the line of the highest and fullest Christian experience has already be- 
gun to be felt, and there is great promise for the future.

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In Memoriam. 





REV. WM. NIXON 
Died Nov. 1st, 1887. 


It is.a-sad misfortune that materials for an accurate memorial of one 
so faithful in all the details of life, as was our-dear Bro. Nixon, are not at 
hand. After his death the writer of these words collected data for such a 
memorial which were sent, at the request of Sister Nixon, to the late 
Dean Farnsworth to be elaborated and arranged in proper order. Dean 
Farnsworth in reply accepted the request to write the obituary and_ sent 
again for additional information which was forwarded. After the death 
of Dean Farnsworth no memorial appeared in any of our church periodi- 
cals. A note to Dr. Cherington brought the reply that nothing of the 
‘kind could be found among the papers of our fallen hero. Now at this 
late date when there is not a person in the country who can tell when or 
where Bro. Nixon was born, the writer is called upon to produce an 
obituary which from the very nature of the situation must be very frag- 
mentary and general. 

' As near as can be-ascertained Mr. Nixon was born in the province of 
Ontario, Canada, in the year of 1848. Reared and educated by industri- 
ous, Christian parents, he was found in his young manhood among the 
faithful toilers for Christ. He had a good common-school education, and 
was ever an industrious student in the midst of his arduous labors. 


He was licensed to preach when about twenty-three years of age, 
and worked in the local and traveling connection some five years before 
leaving his native country. 


He was married June 6th, 1876, to Miss Hannah Parrot Ottewell, on 
account of whose failing health he movedin February, 1877, to California. 
The following September he with his wife then rapidly recovering, came 
to Riverside as pastor. Riverside church was then, as Riverside itself, 
undergoing its period of greatest struggle for existence, but Bro. Nixon 
was equal to the demand, and so dilligently pushed the work that some 
very burdensome church debts were paid, additional property was 
secured and during the three years of his pastorate the church was bless- 
ed with a revival, the firstin Riverside. His was the only three years 
pastorate in the history of the place up to the present. He was then 
three years at Orange, where he was.also of great service to the church in 
its early struggles. Then two years of untiring labor at San Bernardino. » 
From there he was appointed to the Santa Barbara District, where he did 
heroic work until the following conference, when his shattered health 
caused his appointment to the health giving climate of San Jacinto. 
After two months of labor he was prostrated by that fell monster blood 
poisoning. Husband and wife both weak and almost helpless then came 
to Riverside where he was nursed by his mother, sister and friends until 
the Master called him to reward. 


/ 
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Brother Nixon was one of the most faithful servants ever called to 
the Christian ministry. He was patient with the erring, persistent in 
trial, and indomitable in courage. Hestood by his charges and endured 
privations with a submission of spirit and heroism of purpose, seldom 
found even among the soldiers of the Cross. 


Friends in each of the charges served are ready to testify to the en- 
during character of his labors. ‘‘He always left a charge better than he 
found it,’’ they say. In sickness, or in health, he was the same patient, 
submissive soul, only desiring to know the will of the Master that he 
might cheerfully do it. 


It was my privilege to make many visits to his bedside while he 
lingered, awaiting the final summons. His eyes would sparkle and his 
emaciated face would glow with a little tinge of animation as he recount- 
ed the scenes of his years of ministerial labors. 


He possessed a very keen appreciation of all those people both 
ministers and laymen, who proved themselves true soldiers, and spoke of 
their trials and fellowship in words of deepest regard. He was brave, 
true, faithful and judicious in all his life work. Never for a moment did 
he doubt the promise of God, or hesitate for fear of being forsaken. 
Patiently did he suffer and wait until the Master said ‘‘It is enough.” 
Then when his breath came hard and death seemed close, in answer to 
the question ‘Is Jesus with you now,’’ he turned the fixed gaze of his 
glassy eyes upon mine and replied, ‘‘After serving him so long he will 
not forsake me now” and thus fell asleep one of the most faithful of all 
God’s toilers. D, H. Giiian,

MRS. HANNAH PARROT NIXON. 


Hannah Parrot Ottewell was born in Lincolnshire, England, in 1853; 
removed with her parents to Canada, where she was married to Rev. 
Wn. Nixon, and removed to California with him in February, 1877. She 
was the faithful companion of that true servant of God for ten years of 
toil and sacrifice which are incident to all pioneer work. Three years at 
Riverside, three years at Orange, two years at San Bernardino, one year 
at Santa Barbara District, when declining health compelled both husband 
and wife to seek the protection of the interior, country at San Jacinto. 
Bro. Nixon being prostrated after two months of earnest work, they re- 
turned to Riverside, the home of his first charge in California. She 
waited patiently by his side, day and night, until he passed within the 
vale. Cared for by friends and kindred, she lingered upon the shores of 
time until February 13th, 1888, when she fell asleep, trusting in that 
Saviour who said, ‘‘I Am the resurrection and the life.’ 


Sister Nixon was a woman of very reticent habits, strong prejudices 
and profound attachments. 


She was a fast friend to the little number taken into her circle, but 
seemed to be almost oblivious of those beyond. she was greatly attached 
to her husband, and gave up all else to minister to his need in suffering. 
Coming to this State an invalid, she greatly prolonged her life in its 
healthful climate. She has gone to her reward, while her body rests in 
peace, having been laid away by kind hands, at the side of Bro. Nixon 
in the cemetery at Riverside.

Abbie Josephine Woods wus born in Newport, New Hampshire» 
April 20th, 1852. She was tne daughter of John and Sarah Woods. 
When she was two years old her parents removed to Norwich, New 
York, where she continued to reside until she came to California in 
1875. Her religious life was one of great beauty and interest from her 
earliest childhood till the day of her decease. She was baptized in in- 
- fancy, by her grandfather, a Congregational minister, who died while ~ 
she was yet a child. In her early youth sheis said to have taken inter- 
est in reading books far beyond her years, especially some theological 
works left by her grandfather at his decease. 

When thirteen years of age, she made a public profession of religion, 
under the labors of Rev. Samuel Scoville, pastor of the Norwich Congre- 
gational church. On coming to California, about thirteen years ago, she 
joined the Presbyterian church at Cambria, San Luis Obispo county. 

She was united in marriage to Rev. John A.. McMillan, December 
10, 1879, and at the same time uniting with him in church relations, en- 
tered at once with all her heart into the peculiar work of the wife of an 
itinerant Methodist minister, serving with him successfully, the charges 
of Santa Maria, Lompoc, Plano, Visalia, Tulare City and San Buena 
Ventura. 

She bore the trials and privations of her life with great cheerfulness. 
Her husband testifies that she was very helpful to him, and that he 
owes much of his success in his work to her firm reliance upon God. 
Hers was indeed a lovely character, and a bright and worthy example. 
In December, 1883, she publicly professed to have obtained the blessing 
of entire sanctification, and her after life was one of close walk and 
communion with God. 

There are few whose lives are purer, characters nobler, dispositions 
sweeter or faith firmer, than was our dear sister’s. 

Soon after the opening of the last Conierence year, she gave evi- 
dence of failing strength, but did not yield at once to the fell disease 
consumption, which had fastened upon her. 

She was confined to her bed ten weeks. When first laid aside from 
caring for her little family, she could scarcely believe that it might pos- 
Sibly be her heavenly Father’s will to call her from her babes, leaving 
them without a mother’s loving care and training almost from the be- 
ginning of their young lives, but, gradually and grandly her confidence 
in God manifested itself in the most complete and cheerful submission 
to the Divine will. With sweetest resignation, she anticipated the sev- 
ering of the tenderest earthly ties, and relinquished, with marvelous 
composure, her husband and three little ones, with her own life, into 
the hands of Him who ‘‘doeth all things well.” Her last four days on 
earth were a continuous scene of triumph. 

During most of that time she could neither see nor hear, yet was she 
singing and rejoicing in God. When gently informed by her husband 
that the doctor thought she was gradually sinking, she promptly re- 
sponded, *‘sinking to this world but rising to. the next.’’ 

Rallying at one time, after many hours unconsciousness to earthly 
things, she embraced her family one by one, saying, ‘‘I do not know but 
my heavenly Father is going to disappoint me now. in not taking me 
home so soon as I had expected.’’ She shortly relapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, and peacefully passed away Sabbath night, February 12th 
having tabernacled here below 35 years, 9 months and 22 days. 
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“Weep not; ’tis a Christian dieth, 

Up, where blessed saints rejoice, 
Ransomed now, the spirit flieth 

et in heaven’s own light she dwelleth. 
Full the song of triumph swelleth, 

Freed from earth and earthly failing, 

Lift for her no voice of wailing, 

They, who die in Christ, are blest.’’ 


MARY ELIZABETH ROBINSON, 


maiden name Dunnegan, was born in Jasper Co., Mo., March 10, 1848. 

Her educational advantages were not all that she desired, the years 
that ought to have covered a college course were covered by the years of 
the war, but she was often heard to say it was her privilege for some 
time to enjoy in private Seminary the guidance of one of those instruct- 
ors, who when they touch a character in its formative period leave their 
impress for all time to come. Added to this she was a natural student. 
She taught several terms in the public schools with great acceptance and 
success. 

Some time after the close of the warshe was married to Reed G. 
Beggs, a commercial traveler fora St. Louis firm. Mr. Beggs was a 
brother of the wife of Rev. J. J. Bentley, of the St. Louis Conference, 
well known no doubt to our presiding Bishop, he was one of the unfor- 
tunate men who knew the inside life of Andersonville prison, in his shat- 
tered health, he soon became a victim of that fell disease, consumption. 
Soon after the death of her husband she was converted in the Methodist 
church at Bolivar, Mo., and to the astonishment of many who knew she 
had been raised a Baptist, gave her name as a probationer to the 
Methodist Episcopal church. Butall those who knew her well, knew 
that few decisions of her life were made because others had done so. 
The why and the wherefore were deeply imbedded in her nature and 
accompanying this an innate desire as far as possible tomeetevery de- 
mand they made. She possessed a strong will and a proud spirit, her 
own testimony is that grace hada great deal to accomplish in her con- 
version. Her subsequent life proved that it was gloriously done, she 
was born again with that clearness and force with which a strong will 
makes a decision when it turns in the direction of its convictions. Dur- 

_ing her probation she studied carefully the discipline of the church as 
well as some of the best authcrs upon its doctrines. And at the end of 
her probation accepted intelligently these as the rule of her faith and 
practice and they never ceased to be a partof her reading and study. 

September 11th, 1877, she was married to Rev. T. E. Robinson, of 
the St. Louis conference then stationed at Lebanon, Missouri. She 
stepped into the difficult position of a step and foster mother as well as 
that of a Methodist minister’s wife, and filled them with the affection, 
prudence and wisdom of atrue Christian and faithful companion. A 
little more than a year after their marriage her only child was born, a 
little girl now nearing ten years of age. 

Not only did she share the labors of her husband but she entered 
into study with a vivacity, tact and constancy that made hera compan- 
ion indeed. Latin, Greek and German were among her daily studies 
till her health gave way and scarcely any new book passed into the li- 
brary that was not read and privately reviewed by her. Her Christian 
experience was from the beginning, of the highest order, always carry- 
ing strong marks of its own individuality. From her conversion she had 
the bible ideal of a Christian life and from the first step determined to 
seek and follow the light. 
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Several times during her sickness the doctrine of “faith cure’ was 
urged by those who would converse with her. Her constant reply was, 
“Taminmy Father’s hand. ‘‘I.am not prompted to ask anything of 
my own what He wills, isbest. Here isa leaf from her diary. ‘‘Oh, 
the glorious vision of my soul as it surveys the possibilities of this glori- 
ous eternal life, for these I crucify the flesh and am on my way to death 
—holiness is a power in my Almighty Lord to helo me and to bless me, 
so I must not look within to find holiness, but to my strength, my help, 
my God. Within is weakness; up with him is strength xnd_ salvation; 
all with Him and ‘not in me, only as He abides in me. Lord help me to 
fill the conditions upon which thou wilt ever abide in me and continue 
to fill that there may continue to abide. I renounce the world, the flesh 
and the devil. I declare myself not a subject of this trinity; the world 
has not passed away: the devil is not yet chained; nor the flesh dead, 
but I am dead to their power. The world may hold its glittering prizes 
up before me, the devil may spread his snares for meand the flesh 
clamor for gratification, but Iam dead unto them by a new life within 
me. Glory, glory, glory, glory, forever and forever, amen.”’ 

This was her testimony in the midst of life’s conflicts, by these she 
conquered. She walked the valley and shadow of death with the gleam 
of conquest upon her brow. Lookingupon the sorrowing family, she 
said, I would gladly stay with you and suffer if it would add to your 
. comfort, but my Savior’s will be done. Two things she desired of the 
Lord, that she should not linger longin her sickness and retain her 
consciousness to the end. These were graciously granted, she calmly 
talked to the family, gave her advice as to their plans in the future, pro- 
nounced an abiding blessing upon them‘and said, as heaven gleamed in 
her eye, ‘‘Now all is peace.”” Among the last requests of her life was this, 
that her husband and all the preachers of the Conference should pro- 
claim more earnestly and faithfully the boundless saying love of Jesus. 

“Love” she exclaimed ‘‘till the eloquence of love becomes irresisti- 
ble.’? Thus passed away in the calm eventide of the 23d of June, a de- 
voted Christian wife and mother to her eternal and happy reward. 

“She being dead yet speaketh.”’ 


REV. ORMOND L. BARSTOW, 


A native of Massachusetts, died at Plano, Cal., July 21, 1888, aged 2¢ 
years 6 months and 22 days. 

When eighteen years old he was converted at a revival meeting in 
Boston, conducted by Moody and Sankey. For a time he was a member 
of Temple Street M. E. Church, to whose pastor, the Rey. R. R. 
Meredith he was much attached, and whose teachings had much to do. 
with the formation of his Christian character. 

Bro. Barstow came to California in 1879. He was license’ to preach, 
by Rev. A. P White, presiding elder in Quincy, Plumas County, in 
1880, and during part of the same year preached asa supply. In 1881 
he joined the Nevada Conference and remained a member until the Con- 
ference was changed again to a mission in 1885, when he became a 
member of the Southern California Conference. His fields of labor were. 
all within the bounds of the mission until September 1887, when he was 
appointed to his last charge—Plano. He was married in June 1880 to 
Miss Lottie J. Moores, whose unflinching devotion to God and the work 
of the ministry, was a match for his own, and who with her three father- 
less little ones, is now in the lonesomeness of a grief that few can realize. 
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Bro. Barstow’s health had not been strong for some time, though he 
was unremitting in his labors. In ministering to others who were in 
bereavement; he over exerted himself, returning from a seventy-mile 
drive to conduct a funeral on Wednesday, July 18, he was ill on Thurs- 
day, inflammation of the brain was apparent on Friday, death released 
him on Saturday. Rev. C. P. Gilson, of Tulare, assisted by Rev. C. G. 
Belknap, conducted his funeral at Plano on Sunday afternoon, July 22. 
Death came to him so suddently and in such a manner as to prevent his 
giving many or very definite testimonies to the triumphing grace of God 
in his last hours, yet everything he was enabled to say indicated his. 
peaceful repose in the arms of Christ, and full assurances of salvation. 


His preparation for the last hour was so constant and complete that he, 


could be neither surprised nor discouraged. His earthly affairs were 
kept in readiness for sudden departure to the ‘‘unseen things which are 
eternal.’”? Hs: tarried but a moment to comfort his stricken wife, give a. 
last word to his little ones, and show his loving thoughts for absent loved 
ones, and was gone. He was a good preacher, a faithful and wise 
pastor, and was growing in usefulness and power. His last work, though 
in a small charge and amid many discouragements, was in many respects 
very succesful. Several conversions, great-increase of spirituality among 
the members, and larger collections than fur several years, were proofs 
of his success. His memory will abide as « living benediction upon the 
people whom he served and among whom he died. He _ was intelligent, 
studious and devout, yet ciear in his convictions and inflexible in his 
integrity. His perfect obedience to his tender Christian conscience was. 
remarkable. He had the ‘“‘charity that seeketh not her own.’”’ He 
followed the highest rules of self-denial and self-sacrifice for the good of 
others and of the cause of Christ, gladly, and it seemed to us perfectly. 
Such men as he was, are an honor to the church and a blessing to the 
world He was yet a young man, the youngest child of his parents, 
whose joy and pride he was. A loving wife and three interesting children 
made his home a happy one. A fondness for study and a hunger for 
souls impelled life him to the work for which the blessed Spirit called and 
prepared him. The world is perishing for need of such men, but not 
parents nor family, nor the church, nor a needy world could keep him. 
Heaven, a crown, and a crowned Christ have won him, and we can but 
trust in the infinite wisdom and goodness of God to carry on the broken 
work of this buried workman and comfort the hearts of the bereaved 
ones who are looking into the heavens which have received him.

REV. CHARLES SHELLING. 


The Rev. Charles Shelling, died at his home in Alhambra, Cal., 
Dec. 17, 1887. 

He was born in Canterbury, Eng., Aug. 17, 1826. His parents came 
to Aurora, N. Y., while he was achild. His education, was received. 
chiefly at the Seminary in Lima, N. Y. In his [8th year he was con- 
verted at Niagara Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Buffalo, N. Y., 
under the preaching of the Rev. Dr. Thomas who fell a victim of Modoc 
treachery. He was licensed to preach at 20. 

In 1850 he married Laura J. Draper, daughter of Gideon Draper, Sr. 
The same year he united with Genesee Conference, was ordained deacom 
by Bishop Janes, and was appointed to Springville, Erie County, N. Y.. 
In 1854 he was ordained elder by Bishop Simpson. His second charge 
was Rushford; then Attica, where a church was erected; next Batavia; 


° 
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then Second Street Church, N. Y. city; next Sullivan Street, which, 
during his pastorate, was changed to Washington Square, where a fine 
church was built; next Washington Street, Brooklyn. At Newburg, 
N. Y., he built Trinity Church. During the war he served as chaplain 
of the Tenth Legion, or 56th Reg’t of N. Y. State Vols. He had warm 
sympathy with the soldier, both on the field and at home, as shown by 
‘his co-operation with the G.A.R. After this he was appointed to 
Niagara Street Church, Buffalo,the spot of his conversion,then to Le Roy. 

He was then transferred to what became Centenary Church, Chicago, 
through his instrumentality, though other hands completed what he - 
inaugurated. His next field was Kalamazoo, Mich., where another 
elegant church was erected, About this time his health and that of his 
wife failed, and a vacation ensued, during which she passed to her 
heavenly reward. 

We next find him in charge of Amenia, N. Y. In 1870 Miss C. 
Marion Baker became his intinerant helpmeet, For 17 years they were 
permitted to encourage each other in the—itinerancy. His next charge 
was Union Mission,Newburg, N. Y. Again heath declined,and thev came 
to the Pacific coast. An open door was found for two years in the pulpit 
of the Presbyterian church at Sacramento, Cal. Through the persuasion 
of Bishop Peck he returned East, and was appointed to Nashua, N. H. 

In 1876 he was transferred to Southern California, took charge of 
East Los Angeles and Pasadena, and built a church at the latter place. 
Under his inspiration the chapel at Alhambra was built in 1877. After 
a year at Santa Barbara he was made Presiding Elder of Los Angeles 
District, and battled for four successful years. He secured a home at 
Alhambra, preaching one year, at Riverside another year, and last year, 
though in bad health, he piloted succesfully the construction of another 
beautiful Christian temple at Monrovia. 

It thus appears that Brother Shelling was officially instrumental in 
the construction of at least eight church edifices: about one church for 
each four years of an active and useful ministry of near twoscore of years. 

Brother Shelling entered the Southern California Conference at the 
beginning of the second year of its history. He was the first man re- 
ceived into it by transfer, and came from the New Hampshire Confer- 
ence. Sixteen persons responded to the roll call at that time and the 
absent ones only numbered three. Our brother saw the work prosper 
for eleven years, and until the numbers on roll were one hundred and 
thirteen members and ten probationers, while scores of others were 
looking for open doors in these same hard fields of labor. 

At the time the Los Angeles District was in charge of Brother Shell- 
ing it covered territory now occupied by three districts and included the 
counties of Los Angeles, San Diego and San Bernardino, a territory 
nearly as large as that covered by the State of New York. 

In those days there were no railroads yet builded, the salaries could 
honestly be termed a scanty allowance, and this immense region, with 
its valleys, creeks and mountains; its arid mesas with unbroken roads, 
often very rough and. difficult, required days and nights of itinerating 
under burning suns or in damp mists, and not unfrequently compelled a 
halt for hours by the side of recently swollen mountaim streams, for the 
time rendered impassable. In these lonesome.and protracted journeys, 

. enlivened only by the cheerful companionship of the itinerant’s faithful 
beast or the more comforting heart sympathies of the Invisible One, our 
brother must oft have taken heavenly counsel by the way, for the ranch- 
men, herdsmen and farmers of those days still bear-testimony to the 
cheerfulness of spirit which he seemed so wont to exhibit wherever their 
‘paths crossed each other. 
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The interest Brother Shelling felt in Christian education was equally 
thoughtful and constant. His record as one of the directors of the Los 
Angeies Academy, the first schvol of the Conference, his place also on 
the Board which supplanted the Academy and gave us the magnificent 
University of Southern California, now so successfully inaugurated, indi- 
cates the warm sympathies he felt toward our rising institutions of learn- 
ing and his anxiety to bring success to such worthy enterprises. 


But the worthiest life most soon take its point of retrospection. 
From that ’tis well to think— 


“We've lived in deeds, not years; 

In thoughts, not breaths; in feelings, 
Not in figures on a dial. 

Life is the gift of God and is divine.”’ 


Our brother was attached to life chiefly because of its heart compen- 
sations. His love for Christ’s cause was great because to him it was the 
greatest thing in the universe. Oh, what boundaries of infinitude it 
must now present to him! ' 

Brother Shelling was a preacher of great mental vigor and most 
genial spiritual impulse. His sympathetic heart made him welcome as 
a pastor. He pressed forward the proper business interests of the 
church. He was a peer among the best of his brethren. His modest 
affability made him a favorite in every sphere. His memory is precious 
to the thousands he comforted or won to Christ. The two prayers 
offered by him which prefaced the morning services at Alhambra on two 
beautiful Sabbaths last October were akin to a breath of inspiration from 
the other world. They:were the last public utterances of his ministry. 

But our brother had a ‘‘ thorn in the flesh’? over which grace must 
have wrought control like unto Pauls. For years the dread sciatica held 
him in its relentless grip; yet without complaint he endured its dagger- 
like piercings. Added to these ills of the flesh, a very somber cloud 
over-shadowed his heart, since of four sons grown to maturity, three had 
preceded him across time’s boundaries during the preceding five years. 
“God’s finger touched them and they slept.” 


“To our graves we walk, 
In the thick footprints of departed men.” 


Brother Shelling’s closing hours were marked by many expressions 
of saving trust and soul rest. When no longer able to speak, while those 
about him sang the precious verse, ‘‘Other refuge have I none,” his 
tightening grip of the hand assured us that his faith triumphed. On the 
morning of December twentieth, amid such flowers as be loved so much 
to cultivate, we gathered to listen to the well said eulogiums of those 
brethren who knew him best, and then, in the hands of other brethren, 
he was carried tu his earthly resting place in Evergreen Cemetery, near 
Los Angeles. 


“Tife’s labor done, as sinks the clay, 
Light from its load the spirit flies, 

While heaven and earth combined to-day; 
How blest the righteous when he dies. ’ 


It is fitting to record in this connection an incident forming part of 
the funeral services alluded to above. Our lamented Brother Farns- 
worth, who succeeded Brother Shelling as Fresiding Elder four years 
since, was present at the obsequies and delivered a most fitting eulo- 
gium, near the close of which he used these words: ‘‘As a Conference, 
“though yet young, we are getting a goodly band over yonder. It won’t 
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“be so hard for us to go there now, as that goodly band are yonder wait- 
‘‘ing for us. They toiled and suffered here when the field was barren,— 
“no parsonages, no churches, nothing to comfort. Weare now enjoying 
“‘the fruits of their labors.”’ 

It was expected that he would prepare a suitable memorial of 
Brother Shelling for the Advocates and the conference, but ere this labor 
of love was undertaken, he was smitten by pneumonia, and just two 
weeks from the time we gathered about the earthly remains of Brother 
Shelling, the obsequies of Brother Farnsworth occurred at his home in

MEMOIR OF MRS. F. B. CHERINGTON. 


The wife of Dr. F. B. Cherington, whose maidenname was Caroline 
EK. Reed was born near Dubuque. Iowa, December 23d, 1849. She died 
at San Fernando, California, on December 29th, 1887. 


Her father was the Rev. H. W. Reed D. D., formerly of the Upper 
Iowa Conference, but now a member of the South Kansas. Brought up 
in a Methodist parsonage by parents who knew, by blessed experience, 
the deep things of God, it is not surprising that she should have been 
converted in childhood and have remained steadfast to the end. She 
was not merely a Christian—She was a positive, earnest, aggressive 
worker for the Master. 


To make herself highly useful, she sought the most liberal culture 
and broadest acquirements and when but eighteen years of age, graduated 
with honor at the best equipped institutions in her native state—Cornell 
College. She was not only a scholar, familiar with text books, but her 
reading was exceedingly wide in its range and retained with remarkable 
fulness and exactness. 

Shortly after her graduation she became Professor of Mathematics, in 
the Epworth Seminary near Dubuque, and remained nearly three years, 
instructing with great success and inspiring many with a deeper appetite 
for knowledge and a longing for a higher walk with God. This position 
she resigned to accept a still broader field of usefulness and become the 
wife of a Methodist missionary. - 

On Oct. 2nd, 1872, she was married to the Rey. F. B, Cherington 
and they started at once for India. In that field she applied herself with 
enthusiasm to the arduous duties opened before her, and largely through 
excessive zeal broke down in health and was compelled to return to 
America in 1876. After a time she partially regained her health and was 
enabled to assist her husband in the manifold duties of the pastoral work. 
She often accompanied him in his visits to the sick and dying, and by 
her tears of sympathy and words of condolence. administered comfort 
and blessing. She prepared delicacies with her own hands and carried 
them to the sick and often sat at night and watched by their bedsides. 

She greatly assisted in building up the social interests of her husband’s 
charge. She taught voung ladies bible classesin the Sunday school; she 
organized and conducted classes for the instruction of children; she help- 
ed to keep up the various benevolent organizations of the church. In all 
these lines of work she was abundant in labors and blessed with unusual 
success. 
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Her religious experience was of a quiet, unostentatious type, but 
always deep, steady and strong. Her counsels to seekers of religion often 
were honored of God in leading souls to conversion. Her wise admon- 
itions to young converts tended greatly to strengthen and encourage them 
in religious life. Her words of testimony in class room and love feast 
never failed to voice forth some~phase of religious experience which 
would prove helpful to another soul. Her prayers in the prayer-meeting 
were singularly simple, fervent and indicative of profound communion .- 
with God. She was a devoted wife and mother, making her home full 
of comfort, sweetness, and Christian love. Her children, four bright 
boys; Reed, Paul, William and Howard, exhibit the home training 
wrought by this thoughtful, Christian mother, and they shall surely rise 
up and call her blessed. 

Her last illness was an attack of erysipelas which continued only a 
few days, but suddenly going to the stomach proved fatal. Her depart- 
ure was so unexpected that no thought was entertained of such a result. 
She gave no parting blessing, no farewell kiss, uttered no dying words, 
but all her friends knew she was with God. Sudden death is nothing 
dreadful to the true Christian—He needs to say no dying words; he lives 
the life of God; he breathes the angelic spirit. All he needs to do is to 
drop the body and rise into the heavens. The home our sister left is 
dark and desolate—the light has gone out. ler face no longer brightens 
the sick room. Her voice is heard no more in the social meetings of the 
church. Her toils are over. She has rest—the sweetest rest—the 
angel’s rest 

“What no human eye hath seen, 
“What no human ear hath heard, 
“what on thought hath never been, 
“Tn its noblests flights conferred— 

- “This hath God prepared in store, 
“For his people evermore.” 


REV. ROBT. W. C.. FARNSWORTH, A. M. 


Robert W. C. Farnsworth was born at Haverhill, N. H., Feb. 20, 
1844, and died at his home in San Fernando, Cal, Jan. 3, 1888. : 

He spent his youth in Vermont, to which his parents moved while 
he was a child. At 18 in the summer of 1862, he enlisted in the 10th, 
Vermont Volunteer Infantry. His health was not good, yet by sheer 
force of will he was able to respond to every roll-call, and after two years 
of brave fighting as a private he was transferred to the 32nd United 
States Colored Regiment, made captain of a company and served 
another year, during which he was wounded severely in both arm and 
hip, on which account he was discharged March 18 1865. : 

Captain Farnsworth, although in delicate health, and suffering from 
unhealed wounds, entered Newburg Seminary. and two years later Wes- 
leyan University, from which he graduated in June 1871. The following 
August he married Miss Emma George, a schoolmate at Newburg Sem- 
inasy. He was elected Professor of Latin in Fort Edward Institute, and 
remained a year, but feeling called to’ preach, he resigned and en- 
tered Bostor School of Theology, where he spent two years, during which 
he supplied a charge in Providence Conferance,he then served North Main 
Street Church, Fall River, three vears; Fourth Street, New Bedford, 
two; West Dennis, one. But the winds of the Atlantic, with his zeal, 
had broken his health, and he was sent to Danielsville, Conn.; yet at, 
the end of a year he was completely broken down, and came to Southern, 
California as a last hope. 
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I remember well the day he arrived in Los Angeles. He was feeble 
yet hopeful. This was in the summer of 1880, and before the meeting 
of Southern California Conference he had so improved that he was ap- 
pointed pastor of Pasadena Church. His faith and zeal secured to it the 
interest and confidence of the best men in the community. He not only 
served the church faithfully, but wrote and published A Southern Califor- 
wir Paradise, which had a good sale. 

At the end of three years he was made Presiding Elder of Los An- 
geles District. This comprised the territory now embraced in San Diego 
District, Pasadena District and the present Los Angeles District. He 
began by giving attention almost wholly to building up the outside 
points and organizing new work. He organized the Home Misionary 
Society, to keep men in the charges where otherwise they could not be 
supported. He would spend days in these feeble charges, advising, 
comforting and planning. In extending the work new places were se- 
lected with great care and lots secured and churches built. In this work 
he secured the co-operation of laymen who agreed to give $25 each to 
every new church completed in the District. The amount thus pledged 
was about $2,500, This was applied to ten churches—$250. to each 
church—while the Church Extention Society responded with a like 
_amount, or more. He established and edited the Southern California 
* Quarterly, the true forerunner of the Southern California Advocate, which 
greatly aided him. ‘He was a member of the Board of Directors of the 
University, and was on the committee for selecting locations of colleges 
and seminaries and securing larger endowments. He was successful in 
opening up the way for a number of our allied institutions, and with 
Bishop Fowler and other men he was closely connected with the begin- 
ning of our seminaries and College of Fine Arts in San Diego and 
Escondido. He had the first conversation with Senator Maclay relative 
to founding Maclay Oollege of Theology, though Bro. Maclay, with the 
Hon. R. M. Widney, had been laboring and planning tor years with this 
object in view. 

As he closed his work on the district the College of Theology be- 
came his one great thought. The work of opening the college was 
hurried to gratify the desire of Bro. Maclay to behold it. All hearts were 
turned to Brother Farnsworth as the man most suitable to become its 
first Dean, and in August 1887, he was elected Dean and Professor of 
Practical Theology. He entered upon his duties after the session of 
Conference in September, and appeared to give promise of years of use- 
ful labor. At the session of Conference he was elected to the General 
Conference as leader of the delegation. He opened his eyes in the new 
year with full hope, yet in fever and pain. On the evening ‘of the third day 
Christ came to receive him. On Thursday, the 5th, in the room where 
the second term of the college would have been opened, and at the hour 
he would have have been engaged in opening it, we stood around his 
open coffin and said: ‘The workmen fall, but God’s work goes on.”’ 

Dean Farnsworth was a man of the highest moral qualities. His 
loyalty to God gave him a firm purpose to live and labor for the spread 
of the gospel. The Church gave some of her most important trusts 
into his keeping, and was not disappointed. He was a clear and accur- 
ate thinker, a sound thevlogian, and a good preacher. He loved partic- 
ularly. to preach upon the deep questions of Christian experience’ and 
life, and was peculiarly happy in his presentation of them. We devoutly 
thank God for such a life, such a man, and such a work.

CATARRH. 


Catarrh is often regarded by the patient as a cold in the head, and he often ex- 
presses his astonishment at his remarkable tendency to contract a fresh cold. In- 
deed he declares he is scarcely free from one cold before he takes another ; and he is 
always exceedingly careful. It is also a matter of surprise to him that the cold al- 
ways seems to settle in the head and the throat.

1. Committees of Examination shall meet the classes on the day preceding 
the day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. : 

2. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, 
which shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30, spend one-half hour in devotional exer- 
cises, the regular business session commencing promptly at 9 and closing at 
11:45 A. M. 

4, The regular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 

5. The Presiding Elders shall be a Committee to nominate Standing Com- 
mittees. = 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary 
of the Conference or of the presiding officer. 

7. When a member wishes to speak, he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 

9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed 
the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent 
of the Conference. 

10. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely 
postpone, shall be taken without debate. 

11. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and 
precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To adjourn to 
a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the 
day. (4) To lay on the table. (5) Tomove the previous question. (6) To 
postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a committee. (8) To amend. (9) 
‘To postpone indefinitely. 

12. ‘Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the Presi- 
dent or a member through the President. 

13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No members shall speak on any question more than once, until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except 
by permission of the Conference. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to 
close the debate. 

16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
such motion shall not be debatable. 

17. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the 
Conference. 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

19, The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third 
of the members present. 

20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the 
devotional services. 

21. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one 
copy of which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using one side 
of the paper. ~

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The Pastoral Address. 


To the Members and Friends of the Methodist Episcopal Church within the bounds 
of the Southern California Conference: 


DEARLY BELOVED: We, your pastors, now assembled in the annual 
session of the Conference, greet you in the Lord. Grace be unto you, and 
peace from God our Father and from the Lord Jesus Christ. We cease not to 
give thanks for you, making mention of you in our prayers, that the eyes of 
your understanding being enlightened, ye may know what is the hope of His 
calling, and what the riches of the glory of His inheritance in the saints; and 
what is the exceeding greatness of His power to us-ward who believe, accord- 
ing to the working of His Mighty power. 

Recognizing the intimate and sacred relations that bind us to each other, 
and mindful of our responsibilities as your spiritual guide, we address to you 
this pastoral letter, desiring to impart to you some instructions and advice that 
may be for your edification and comfort. We congratulate you, dearly be- 
leved, in view of the rich and abundant blessings which you, in common with 
ourselves, have enjoyed during the Conference year just closed. As a nation, 
we have been at peace with all the world. War, pestilence and famine have 
not entered our borders. The calamities from flood and fire, which have visited 
some communities in our great Republic, have been mitigated and relieved by 
spontaneous and generous contributions in aid from all portions of our country 
and even from all lands beyond the sea. 

The reports presented to us from the charges within the bounds of our 
Conference have been of a highly cheering character. Weare gratified to find 
that, notwithstanding financial stringency, depression of business, shrinkage of 
values and diminution of incomes, the contributions of our people for church 
purposes have aggregated a gratifying amount. The efforts of our people to 
erect suitable houses of worship have been crowned with success. Our educa- 
tional system under the care of the Conference is steadily developing. It 
already attracts the attention of the church and the public, not only on the 
Pacific Coast, but throughout our national domain. It is commending itself to 
the approval and confidence of all acquainted with its nature, resources and 
methods; and it is evident that the enterprise needs only a continuation of the 
hearty support and judicious management accorded to it in the past to make 
it a brilliant success. But, best of all, we are able to say that to many of those 
who have waited on our ministry, during the past year, our Gospel has come, 
not in word only, but in power, and in the Holy Ghost and in much assurance, 
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The conversions and increase of church members reported in our statistical 
tables call for hearty thanksgiving to Almighty God. The growth of our 
communicants in Christian grace and knowledge; their faithfulness in wit- 
nessing for Christ, and their loyalty to Methodist doctrine, polity and usages 
evince the genuineness of their love for the church of their choice; while the 
recorded experiences and dying testimonials of those who have recently been 
called to the home above furnish ample proof that, as in former days, so now, 
our people die well. 

The suryey of the state of the church within the territory of our Confer- 
ence excites not only our gratitude, but also a feeling of profound solicitude. 
This feeling does not arise from any doubt as to the ultimate triumph of 
‘ hrist’s kingdom in the world, but from the conviction that unfaithfulness on 
our part will retard its progress and prevent us from performing worthily our 
duty in ushering in the glorious consummation. In modern society there is 
much that is out of harmony with God’s moral government; much that is 
opposed to the Gospel of our Divine Lord. It is expected that, as true disciples 
of Christ, we shall protest against any infringement of His authority, denounce 
every violation of his commands, and maintain to the extent of our ability 
and opportunity every institution he has founded or sanctioned. In order to 
do this it is necessary that, as Methodists, we should give earnest heed to the 
study of God’s holy word, and also to the instructions and rules of the church 
with which it is our high privilege to be connected. There can be no com- 
promise between truth and error; the church and the world; no covenant 
between Christ and Satan. The Methodist Episcopal Church takes high 
Scriptural grounds against card-playing, dancing, theater-going, wine-drinking 
and other social customs and amusements condemned by God’s word. We 
beseech you to observe the ‘instructions and admonitions of the church in re- 
gard to these subjects. 


We exhort also, that, as far as possible, the homes of our people be made 
attractive to the children and other members of the family. Home should be 
the nursery of virtue; the earliest school of art; the place where the moral 
insticts are strengthened; where the conscience is educated; where the appe- 
tites and passions are curbed, the noble impulses of our nature nourished and 
guided, the will brought under control of reason; and the foundations of a 
Christian character, securely laid. The family prepares for the Sunday School 
and the Christian Lyceum; but never should the Sunday School or the Lyceum 
be made a substitute for the family, where one exists. It is said the ideal 
Christian home is passing away; that in some places the cost of living has 
become so great that the young married people of moderate means are unable 
to meet the expenses, and that, as a consequence, the old Spartan idea of a 
common boarding-hall, and the more modern conception of the hotel and the. 
Parisian cafe are coming into general use. If this is so, it is an ill omen for 
our church and nation, and it is high time for us to give earnest attention to 
the matter. The existing style of living, and the customs of society should be 
revised in the interests of frugality and righteousness. It should never be 
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impracticable, under ordinary circumstances, for young married people of 
plain, industrious habits to procure and enjoy a comfortable home. Let us see 
to it that we preserve and transmit unchanged to the coming generations the 
inestimable blessings of a Christian home. 


We commend to you the missionary cause, the book coacerns, and litera- 
ture of our church; all the denominational interests represented by the 
authorized annual collections in our charges; and especially the great cause of 
Christian education so auspiciously inaugurated by the Conference with which 
you are connected. We urge you to sustain the Sunday school, the class 
meeting, the prayer meeting, the public worship of God and all the religious 
services instituted by proper authority in the churches of which you respect- 
ively are members. We believe that, with God’s blessing, a faithful use of the 
ordinary means of grace, together with such special services as may be duly 
authorized will be sufficient to proclaim effectively the great salvation, to 
edify the believers, gather in the unconverted, carry forward all the legitimate 
enterprises of the church, and perpetuate the revival spirit. _ We exhort you 
to a reverent and prayerful study of God’s work; to a conscientious observance 
of the Sabbath ; to the constant practice of family and secret prayer, and the 
use of other religious helps that may nourish your piety, increase your love, 
inflame your zeal, and qualify you for effective services in any is tment of 
Christian work. 


It sometimes occurs that an appointment is made to one of our pulpits 
which is unacceptable to some members of the charge, and a spirit of opposi- 
tion is aroused which, if indulged, works incalculable mischief. Permit us to 
suggest that even in such an emergency it is better for all concerned to subor- 
dinate the sense of personal disappointment toa spirit of loyalty to Christ and 
his church. By cordially receiving the appointee ‘and co-operating with him 
in efforts to promote the interests of the charge, what seemed to be a mistake 
on the part of the appointing power, may prove to be the best appointment 
that could have been made; and the conference year, instead of being one of 
confusion and strife, may become one of blessed revival and fruitage in every 
department of church work. 

The facilities for procuring marriage divorces on other than Scriptural 
grounds, in some of the States of our Union, and the results of such proceed- 
ings, tend to destroy the reverence for the sacred character of marriage and 
the family institution which characterized our ancestors and powerfully con- 
tributed toward laying the foundation of our national prosperity and greatness. 
We trust you will continue scrupulously to observe the instructions of our 
church on this subject. 

Indorsing most heartily the utterances of our last General Conference 
with regard to the temperance reform, and referring to the report of our Con- 
ference Committee on Temperance, which will be published in the minutes of 
this session, for a full expression of our views on this all-important movement, 
we exhort you to continue, by all judicious methods, an uncompromising 
struggle against the liquor fiend, until legal prohibition shall be enacted, 
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every liquor-selling license law shall be blotted from our statute books andthe 
last saloon shall be banished from our country. 

Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our Lord Jesus, 
that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting coven- 
ant, make you perfect in every good work to do his will, working in you that 
which is, well-pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory 
foreverandever. Amen!

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Presiding Elders’ Reports. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


The Los Angeles district is now at the close of the second year since 
Pasadena District was set off from it. It then numbered twenty-two pastoral 
charges, four of which were unorganized. It now has twenty-eight pastoral 
charges and four missions, the whole affording forty-three preaching places. 
At that time there were eight pastoral appointments in Los Angeles, and the 
Swedish mission just started, There are now thirteen such appointments in 
the city, including the Swedish work, and three missions. Other appointments 
are in contemplation. 

Inspite of financial and other difficulties, the year has rounded up moder- 
ately well. Though there has been much moving about and away among the 
membership, yet the statistics will show a small aggregated increase in the 
latter. At the last Conference there were reported 2,418 full members, and 
326 probationers. There are now some 2,734 full members, and 365 proba- 
tioners, or a total increase of 355 members and probationers. 

The following changes have transpired in the pastorates: Union Avenue, 
supplied by Alfred Bush, was made vacant by his resignation last November. 
I immediately secured C. R. Pattee, D.D., for the vacancy, who has conducted 
the affairs of the charge successfully. 

Inglewood, after being supplied for a time by W. H. McAllister, of Maine, 
and then temporarily by Rev. Marsh, of South Pasadena, was finally attached 
to the University circuit, where it still remains. The cause for this may be 
attributed to the general collapse of the business world around Inglewood. 

University charge was acceptably served by T. C. Warner, D.D., up to 
last June. At that time his health, which had been failing for some time, in- 
duced him to vacate the charge and accept a position in the Government ser- 
vice in Chattanooga, Tennessee, hoping, under the new conditions of climate, 
etc., to regain his health. On the departure of Dr. Warner, M. M. Bovard, 
D.D., kindly consented to supply the pulpit until the close of the year, he 
being the unanimous choice of the Official Board. 

Leng Beach began the year most promisingly under the pastorate of G. 
W.James. But ag early as last February, reports, damaging to the moral 
character of Brother James, especially in his relation to his wife, came to my 
notice. The matter was scrutinized carefully, but did not assume tangible 
form until the following April. Then charges of lying and immorality were 
presented to me against him, signed by a member of our church in good stand- 
ing at Long Beach. I selected a Committee of Investigation, composed of R. 
S. Cantine, T. C. Warner, D. Cobb, W. A. Knighten, C. P. Wilson, F. S 
Woodcock and J. D. Crum. After giving the accused due notice, on the 23d ° 
of last April, with M. M. Bovard as counsel for the church, and A.C. Williams 
for the accused, the investigation was conducted before the Committee in the 
Tabernacle at Long Beach, myself presiding. It resulted in finding the ac- 
cused guilty of the charges, and suspending him from the ministry of our, 
church pending the action of this Conference. The papers in the case are 
now the property of the Conference. 
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On the suspension of Brother James from the pastorate of Long Beach, I 
was fortunate to secure F, B. Cherrington, D.D., as supply, who has filled out 
the year satisfactorily. 

Three new societies have been started during the year, as follows: Onein 
San Pedro, one in Los Angeles on Shaw street and one in Simi Valley. 

Karly in the year, on the solicitation of Rey. C. Reynolds, of San Pedro, 
I visited that place, and made arrangements for starting a society there. Ten 
days later, October 13th, Rev. W. 8. Matthew, by appointment, held the first 
preaching service, at its close organizing a society of 21 members and 3 proba- 
tioners. The pulpit was supplied statedly until November following, when 
Rey. I. E. Wright. a transfer from North New York Conference, was put in 
charge. Services were first held in a rented hall; but afterward, through the 

» generous courtesy of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, the new depot 
of the latter was secured and neatly furnished by the society for that purpose. 
This charge, so auspiciously begun, has suffered much lately through the 
depopulating influence of hard times. 

The church in Los Angeles oh Shaw street was organized on the 12th of 
last’ April, taking the name of Vincent Methodist Episcopal ( hurch. Rev. W. 
B. Barber was put in charge as pastor. It was a model of energy from the 
first. Three months and two days from the organization, Rey. R. 8. Cantine, 
D. D., dedicated the church edifice, with but a debt of $350 on it to provide 
for The building is 45x85 feet, on ample grounds, built of wood, substantial, 
tasteful and convenient, of sufficient seating capacity to accommodate, with 
galleries, at least 700 auditors, and cost but $3,500. The church, for its size, 
completeness and finish, is a marvel of cheapness. A good congregation and 
excellent Sunday School now convene there. 


The Simi circuit was started under the auspices of the San Fernando 
charge some two months ago. It consists of three preaching places, at one of 
which, Simi a class has been organized. Rey. J. C. Elliott has been in 
charge from the first. ; 4 

I should here state that Rev. F. H. Beck, by my sanction, organized a 
class and has held services at his own home at Hispanolia, in the west end of 
the Antelope Valley. This point is not without promise. ’ ‘ 

It is gratifying for me to state that, notwithstanding the financial discour- 
agements of the past year, Simpson Church has been slowly, but surely, going 
forward toward completion. On the 12th of last August, with others, I wit- 
nessed the laying of the last of the million brick used in the erection of its 
massive walls. When finished, which will be about next Thanksgiving, it will 
rank among the most substantial, convenient, elegant and imposing churches 
of Methodism. 

A successful mission was started last february by the energetic pastor of 
Main Street charge, Los Angeles, at_the junction of Washington street and 
Central avenue, in that city. Mr. W. T. Dalton made it possible by furnishing 
the room it occupies free of charge. Recently Mr. G. Dalton entered into an 
agreement to deed three eligible lots to this mission, now known as Main Street 
Mission, when it gets ready to build, ae ; 

Fort Street charge, in addition to its flourishing Chinese Sunday School, 
has recently inaugurated a promising mission in Los Angeles among the 
Japanese. It has, also, within the last few weeks, started a mission on Pico 
street, which promises soon to become an independent charge. 


Through the enterprise of the pastor of the Compton appointment, ser- 
vices have been revived at Clear Water, and a class of some fifteen members 
organized, and preaching given them statedly. So, also, the pastor at_ Long 
Beach has preached every two weeks at a place near by called The Willows; 
and in two of the school houses near Florence services have been held by the 
pastor of the latter place during the latter half of the year. 
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The church at Esperanza, in the Lancaster Circuit, has recently been 
moved to a more convenient locality, near the main thoroughfare of the valley, 
and placed upon an ample lot donated for that purpose by Mr. E. D. Rand. 
This was done on the vote of the Quarterly Conference, and with the consent 
of the preacher in charge and the Presiding Elder. 


Some valuable improvements have been made upon church property. The 
church at Boyle Heights has been repainted inside and out, and recarpeted 
and furnished at a cost of $500. So, also, Asbury, at a cost of $1400. Bellevue, 
dedicated by Bishop Bowman on the Sunday immediately following the close | 
of our last Annual Conference, raising at that time by subscription a debt of 
over $2000, has since expended for carpet and other improvements some $300. . 
The parsonage at Long Beach has been furnished at an expense of $450, and 
Compton, University and Santa Monica charges have improved their par- 
sonages. 

Lots have been donated for parsonages at San Fernando and Glendale; 
and it is expected that in a short time the buildings will be put up at these 
points. Upwards of $400 in money and work have been subscribed for that 
purpose at the latter place, I learn. 


In order to both instruct and enthuse our congregations on the great sub- 
ject of our church missions, on last March J arranged and published a program 
of topics for conventions to be presented in each charge of suitable size in the 
District. The program was carried out more or less fully in fifteen of such 
charges, in most cases with excellent results. 


The pastors, in most instances, have been vigilant to look after all the 
church services, and to promote every good work. 


The prayer and class meetings have not been so well attended as they 
should have been, but they have continued important agencies in the spiritual 
drilling of our forces. The average attendance at class meetings in the Dis- 
trict has not been far from 1200. 

The Sunday School has been well maintained in nearly all of our societies. 
There is scarcely a school that is not in proper disciplinary form, and our 
publications are generally used. The average attendance has been about 2300. 

The congregations have been good in proportion to membership, as a rule, 
especially where the pastor has been punctual, thorough, wide-awake and de- 
voted. 

The benevolent collections have been looked atter carefully, with what 
results the statistics will show. Ithink in most cases the apportionments have 
been met—in a few, such as Missions, Church Extension, Education, and pos- 
sibly others, more than met. The District was assessed for Missions $1,865. 
The amount raised will vary but little from $2,200. 

It affords me much pleasure to state, that especial religious efforts for the 
saving of souls have been held in many of the charges, resulting in upwards 
of 600 conversions. 

Two successful District Conferences have been held, the first at University 
last October, the second at Fort Street last June. ; 

The Young People’s Methodist Alliance has continued to meet with 
deserved favor. 

The Long Beach Alliance Assembly held its second anniversary, com- 
mencing on the 2d of July last, and continuing to the 21st. The program 
gave good satisfaction, and the Assembly was a financial success. 

The Annual Conference camp-meeting, which immediately succeeded it, 
was largely attended, and spiritual throughout. 

The Colleges of the University of Southern California within the bounds 
of the Los Angeles District, viz: of Liberal Arts, of Medicine, and of Theol- 
ogy, each closed a successful scholastic year. The Committee on Education - 
will give the required statistical reports in full. 
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The assistance from the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, never 
seemed more needful. Eleven charges, at least, have received aid. The assess- 
ment for this benevolence was $871. The amount raised $890, Fort Street 
generously raising $600 of it, at least. 

I am sorry that some of the charges have only a blank to report on this 
benevolence. It should be estimated as equal in importance, if not superior, 
to the best. Our work would be seriously crippled without it. 

Briefly I may summarize as follows: The District, after cutting down its 
membership to the actual number on hand, has over 350 morethan it had last 
year; after estimating church and parsonage properties at present reduced 
valuations, has more by $50,000 than it had last year; it has gone at least $365 
beyond the assessment for Missions; over $300 in excess for Church Extension ; 
a like amount in advance for Education, slightly beyond on each of four others, 
viz: Bible Cause, SundaySchool Union, Tract and Woman’s Home Missions, 
and hardly up on the rest, I am miserable to think. Since writing this part of 
my report I learn from a reliable source that the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of Los Angeles District, has raised this year $1,188.77, over $600 more 
than last year, which is a magnificent showing. 

So far as my individual labor is concerned, I desire to record my sincere 
gratitude to God for His unmerited goodness in enabling me to attend in per- 
son most of my Quarterly Conferences and Meetings, and to look after all my 
work. Not an appointment have I missed because of illness or disability. 
Nothing has been overlooked or neglected intentionally. Duty has called me 
to do some sad things, but I have done them in the fear of God. Many of 
the Quarterly Meetings have been seasons of God’s marked presence to profit 
and bless. The brethren haye had my solicitude, prayers and sympathies in 
their ministerial efforts to acheive success, and I have been strengthened by 
their confidence and forbearance. Praying that God may overrule and forgive 
any errors that may have been made, I face with cheerful confidence the duties 
and responsibilities of the future. J. W. VAN CLEVE. 


PASADENA DISTRICT. 


Every pastor has been faithful to the work assigned him at the last session 
of this Conference. A more devoted, and loyal, and self-sacrificing body of 
men it will be difficult to find. I would also remark that the laity have been 
true to the church, and have most heartily co-operated with the pastors in 
every effort to extend the kingdom of our blessed Lord and Master in the 
world. t 

A kind Providence has sheltered the homes of the pasto? 4 m the entrance 
of death. And with one exception the health of our preacl \ has been good, 
so that they have been able to do work for the Master every week. 

Two years ago, when Pasadena District was set apart from Los Angeles 
District, it had but sixteen preaching places. It now has thirty-three, ten of 
these having been opened up during this Conference year. There are twenty- 
four pastoral charges, two of which have been supplied by supernumeraries 
of other Conferences, and one by a local preacher. enn eam 

The average support of the preachers, including all missionary aid, is 
about $800. . 

Church and parsonage improvements have been made at several points on 
the District. 

At Alhambra some new furniture has been purchased for the parsonage, 
and a hundred dollars raised as a nucleus for a church building fund. 
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The new church at Anaheim, under the judicious management of the 
pastor, is now completed and ready to be dedicated the first Sunday after Con- 
ference. The building and lot cost about $2000. Of this amount $1800 is 
raised. We expect to dedicate it free from debt. 

About $40 worth of parsonage furniture has been purchased at Fairview. 
Garden Grove reports $125 spent on church improvements. 

At Garvanza a church has been built, and was dedicated by Dr. Cantine, 
August 25th. The sum of $833 was raised on day of dedication, which was 
sufficient to cancel all indebtedness on the church, a debt of $50 on the organ, 
and $400 on the parsonage; thus giving to usa church property free from debt, 
_ valued at $7000. Much credit is due the pastor for his indefatigable labors 
and wise management by which this result has been obtained. 


North Pasadena and Olivewood, embracing the north and east part of the 
city of Pasadena, was, by the action of the last Conference, set apart as a 
separate charge. The Rev. W. A. Wright, a man of pluck and superior 
ability, then a member of the New England Southern Conference, was trans- 
ferred to this Conference by Bishop Bowman, and assigned to this charge. 
The assumed clashing with the interests of the First Church; the predetermina- 
tion of many not to enter the newly formed societies; the difficulty in finding 
suitable places for worship, and the general financial depression made the 
opening of the charge an exceedingly difficult task. But there were some 
who had the courage and faith to respond to the call of duty, and by their 
help and encouragement we are able to report to this body two healthy socie— 
ties, with a membership of 100, and a Sunday School enrollment of more than 
225; a choice lot selected for church site, a subscription of about $2000 secured 
and an enthusiastic request for the return of their pastor. 


Pomona could not well do less than prosper with a pastor that spares 
neither himself nor his people, but by the constraining power of a Divine im- 
pulse compels success. More than 200 have been added to the church, and 
abounding life is apparent in all the interests of the charge. A lot adjoinmg 
the church property was purchased at a cost of $1500, onto which the par- 
sonage was moved. A $10,000 chureh is now almost finished, having a seating 
capacity of 1000 when the Sunday. School room and class rooms are thrown 
open. It is a magnificent auditorium, and meets the immediate demands of 
the rapidly growing city. It is safe to say that it will be dedicated free from 
debt early in the next Conference year. 

Thirty-three hundred dollars of the debt against the First Church of Santa 
Ana has been provided for. 

Chandelier and some other furniture have been put in the church at 
Santa Fe Springs. 

At Whittier a new church enterprise is well under way. Plans for a 
$2500 church have been adopted, building committee appointed and a sub— 
scription of neg: /+ $2000 secured. The work is in the hands of a safe, en- 
thusiastic comm,® ee, which fact warrants the success of the enterprise. 


Minor Mah esc e have been made at several other points on the 
District. 

The church property has not suffered for want of care. 

Taxes are paid; titles are good. The societies holding property are all 
incorporated, the property insured, and we have no serious debts. 

The benevolent causes have not been neglected. 


We have faithfully endeavored to carry out the plans of our General Sec- 
retaries. Have held conventions, made the cause prominent in onr District 
Conference, recommended missionary concerts, missionary prayer meetings, 
the observance of Easter Sunday as Children’s Missionary Day, and distributed 
Willing Worker Cards. The Sunday Schools are all in line. Tne pastors, - 
Sunday School superintendents and the people have been true to these interests. 
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And as a result of their united effort I think nearly all of the apportionments 
are met in full, while for missions we have reached the $1,200,000 line and 
have about $200 to spare. 

There has been a very perceptible improvement in the spirituality of the 
churches. Almost every charge within the District has given signs of spiritual 
quickening, and some of them have enjoyed gracious revivals, resulting in the 
conversion of many souls to the Lord Jesus Christ. The most remarkable 
revival in the history of our Conference occurred at Pomona this year. The 
pastor, J. W. Phelps, reports more than 300 conversions, and nearly all the 
converts safely anchored in the church. 

Special revival services were held at Anaheim, Artesia, Covina, Garvanza, 
Glendora, Lamanda Park, Lordsburg, Monrovia, Newport, Orange, Pasadena, 
First Church, Santa Ana, Savannah, South Pasadena aud Westminster, result- 
ing in more than 600 conversions, and the sanctification of many believers. 

The church membership of the District has a net increase of about 300. 
The class and prayer meetings are well attended. We have emphasized the 
importance of children’s classes. Have fourteen classes organized and under 
the care of efficient leaders. 

The Sunday Schools had our special attention. We have good enthusiastic 
superintendents, well supported in their work by a zealous corps of teachers. 
Five schools have been organized during the year. Our Methodist Helps and 
Literature are universally used. 

a The Young People’s Methodist Alliance has increased in power and use- 
ness. 

Our people shared in the labor and the blessings of the Conference camp 
meeting held at Long Beach. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, we conclude that Pasadena Dis- 
trict has been favored with a good degree of prosperity. 

In the two years of its history it has doubled in the number of organized 
churches, more than doubled in church membership, and more than doubled 
the number of Sunday Schools. Our church membership to-day numbers 
more than the entire Conference reported in 1883. We have raised more money 
for missions this year than the entire Conference raised but six years ago. 

To summarize, we have opened ten new preaching places, organized five 
Sunday schools, dedicated one Church, another completed and ready to dedi- 
cate, two more in process of erection. We are well over the $1,200,100 line 
for missions and haye had more than 600 conversions. 

Personally I have faithfully performed the duties of my office to the best 
of my ability. I am exceedingly grateful to my brethren for their hearty 
co-operation and kindly assistance in my work. May God breathe upon us a 
wonderful baptism of His Holy Spirit as a special anointing for the work of 
the ensuing year.

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


A fresh revelation comes to the Methodist minister as he enters upon the 
office of Presiding Elder, revealing not always the better side, but in this in- 
stance the sympathy of my ministers rendered what in the distance seemed a 
task, a pleasure. 

A kind Providence has watched over the pastors and their families during 
the year. ‘he Death angel has entered no home, and a general improved 
condition of health has come to those who, for this purpose, have come to us. 
Twenty-seven charges came under my supervision. Of these twelve were 
children two years of age and under. Being in perfect sympathy, and sharing 
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somewhat of labor, with my sagacious predecessor in the creation of these charges, 
it was perhaps providential that I should engage in the less poetical yet hardly 
less important work of preserving the same. The struggle—for so it may be 
termed—has been almost wholly confined to that portion of the District within 
the bounds of San Diego'county and quite naturally. Two years of immoderate 
speculation without an accompanying industry will bring an undeveloped 
country to the verge of bankruptcy. It is an occasion for gratitude, therefore, 
that while in the secular world many have been reduced from aflluence to 
poverty, God, in his kind Providence, has spared the church. 


In the early part of the year Colton was relieved of a burdensome debt, 
and the valuable property beautified with improvements. Central Church, 
San Diego, valued at $12,200, was about to be taken from us by the foreclosure 
of mortgage, but by the timely assistance of the Church Extension Society 
and the heroic efforts of the people this is saved to us—a fine appointment. 
Grateful for having lost nothing, we are especially grateful that quite in ad- 
vance of our faith in the beginniag we have added to our material strength. 
While progress beyond preservation was not looked for in the beginning, we 
soon discovered that in order for preservation we must arise and build. Oon- 
sequently we dedicated in April a new church at South Riverside after the 
popular =tyle 28 of the Church Extension catalogue. 


An enlarged pattern of the same style will be dedicated on the 28th at 
Beaumont. Elsinore has rallied from their misfortune of a year ago in the 
loss of their church by a storm, and has been erecting a beautiful structure, 
which just at this time needs extra effort for its completion. Our cause at 
Coronado witnesses to what untiring devotion will accomplish. An unfinished 
church, weak both in numbers and finance, completed at an expense of $1500, 
a thing of beauty. The little church at Encinitas has been finished and the 
few people delighted in the financial success surpassing their faith. A beau- 
tiful parsonage has been erected at Redlands, and another, less pretentious yet 
commodious, at National ‘ ity, free from debt. Oceanside was about the only 
field of importance unoccupied by us. Rey. Gowan has secured lots for a 
church in the most enjoyable part of the village and on most favorable terms. 
Debts have been reduced on the churches at Fall Brook and Escondido. Our 
church-block enterprise in San Diego is in a healthy condition, giving prom- 
ise for good things by the way of city church extension in the coming days. 


Our cause in Lower California has suffered somewhat, owing to the fact 
that the large reduction in the price of lands on this side of the line has pre- 
vented emigration to a country whose social conditions are less favorable. 
Mining industry has developed at Alamo, seventy miles distant from Ensenada, 
and midway between the Pacific and the Gulf. Here was found a population 
of between 1000 and 1200. Brother Umpleby has provided this people with 
the Gospel, dividing his time between this point and Ensenada. . Brother Pet- 
terson was appointed at ‘the last Conference Session to work up a Swedish 
congregation at San Diego. Brother Petterson is a faithful minister, and has 
accomplished a good work. He has recently found a fruitful field of labor at 
Riverside. 


Our present valuation of church and parsonage property is as follows: 
Churches, $210,280; parsonages, $17,000. 


Our church membership at present is 1869; increase, 310; probationers, 
255 ; increase, 110; total, 365. 


Our Sunday School membership numbers 2286 ; increase, 102. 


All our Sunday Schools are organized into Missionary Societies. The re- 
turns for the benevolent causes show encouraging results. 
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For Missions, $1396 ; increase, $276, which is 40 per cent. above our ap- 
portionment towards the $1,200,000, and an increase over the preceding year of 
two hundred and seventy-seven dollars. 


For Church Extension, $506 ; increase, $175; hinting across the continent 
to what might be accomplished by the more frequent visits from our secretaries. 


For Sunday School Union, - - = $45 Increase, $12 
For Freedmen’s Aid, - - - iA yh 36 
For Tract Cause, - - - - 40 “ 8 
For Education, - - - - 189 rf 50 
For Conference Claimants, - - 41 fe 38 
For the Bishops, - - - - 103 ig 13 
For Bible Cause, - - - - 63 Decrease 70 
For the W. U. Miss. Cause, - 400 10 


Considering our financial condition, the above witnesseth to untiring de- 
votion on the part of the pastors. 


On the pastors’ salaries we find $17,080; last year, $17,745—a deficit from 
the estimate of this year of $2,500, or about 13 per cent. 


Inefficient, not to say incompetent, stewards are the cause. If our laity find 
cause for criticism, that the ministers devote too little time for reading and 
thought, too little time for pastoral visitations, there is food for their reflec- 
tion, that the pastor and his family have necessities which are indispensable 
to the very conditions of an improved ministry, a fact to which in much of 
my District the stewards are strangely indifferent. 


To improve these conditions has been with me the burden of the year. 


Best of all, the spiritual work of the District is quite encouraging. The 
weeks of especial revival effort aggregate 52. A year of especial effort for the 
salvation of men has brought 394 souls to Christ. Class meetings have been 
sustained in all the charges, with an average attendance of 668, not including 
the children’s classes. 


I have given especial thought for the organization of the baptised children 
in classes, and with some results. It pains me to report that only one-third 
of the charges have these classes. The fault comes, not from the children, 
who are hungering for the Word, but apathy on the part of adult members. 
With this indifference 1 have little patience. I look upon it as a breach of 
faith. I believe the time has come when the whole church should engage in 
fasting and prayer for conviction on this most important work. 


It has been a year ot first things with us. Our First District Ministerial 
Association, held in February, at Riverside, met a hearty response and was 
most excellent in spirit. Our First District Camp-Meeting, held at Fall 
Brook in June, was a season of refreshing and soul-saving; and San Diego 
Methodism has arrived to the dignity of a Bi-Monthly Ministerial Association. 
Two years ago there was but one, now there are seven resident pastors repre- 
senting our church. 


If our report has savored somewhat of the dark side, it is from the princi- 
ple that to recognize disease is the first step toward health. And if we predict 
rightfully, we have before us as a community another year for the development 
of patience in material things. If this waiting shall be attended with industry 
and wholesome economy, we may soon come to the most healthful and perma- 
nent growth of our history. 


These seasons of depression should bring to us great spiritual blessings, 
which may God grant. :

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SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 


The kind providence of God permits us to record another year’s work for 
Christ and his church. 


Santa Barbara District has consisted, during the past year, of twenty 
charges. Early in the year they were all supplied with pastors, and, with one 
exception, have continued to be supplied up to the session of Conference. 

Notwithstanding the financial depression that has rested upon the country, 
no ground has been lost in any department of the work, nor has any interest 
of the church seriously suffered. The faithfulness, loyal devotion and self- 
sacrifice of the pastors, in some instances approaching actual heroism, has 
pressed the cause of our Master onward. 


Two new churches and two new parsonages have been erected and com- 
pleted during the year. The Sespe church was commenced in the last of 
October and completed and opened for service in January—a small but beauti- 
ful edifice, costing $1200, of which about $100 remains unpaid. 


Soon after the appointment of Rey. E. W. Caswell at the last Conference 
to Grace church, Santa Barbara, he proposed changing the church location, 
buying a lot farther up town, and building a new and better church. With 
great tact, wisdom and faith, he proceeded to the accomplishment of this task. 
He secured the confidence and co-operation of his Board of Trustees, and 
inspired the membership and community with wonderful interest in the new 
undertaking. The church is built, costing (including lot) a little over $24,000; 
was dedicated to the worship of God September Ist, with the entire expense 
practically provided for. It is, in its interior arrangements and external 
appearance, a model of modern convenience and architectural beauty, a credit 
to the persevering pastor and his people, the pride of the city and an honor to 
Methodism. 4 

The Paso Robles parsonage was built immediately after the last Confer- 
ence, unadvisedly, and before the arrival of the present pastor, in consequence 
of which a heavy, though not pressing debt, rests upon it. The parsonage is 
valued at $1500. ; 

A fine parsonage, fully completed, has been added to our valuable church 
property at Hueneme, on which remains the small incumbrance of only $250. 

Other charges have made valuable improvements in their churches, by the 
expenditure of about the following amounts: Ventura, $200 on the church; 
East Side, Santa Barbara, $135 on the church; Lompoe, $500 on the church ; 
Santa Maria, $100 on the church and parsonage; Los Alamos, $125 on the 
church and parsonage; Nipomo, $75 on new bell; Gonzales, $150 on church 
and parsonage; Santa Paula, $50 for church furnishings; Estrella Circuit, 
$100 for anew organ, etc. Only one church is seriously pressed with debt, viz: 
Los Alamos. 

Earnest efforts have been made to bring up the support of the pastors in 
full, yet it is to be feared some haye fallen below the estimated allowance, 
owing more to the closeness of the times than the unwillingness of the people. 

The benevolences of the church have, I believe, had the faithful and care- 
ful attention of the pastors, and, from all I can learn, the District will not fall 
below last year in any of its collections. 

In Missions we are beyond the $1,200,000 line. 

Special missionary meetings were held in several charges and considerable 
interest awakened in our domestic and foreign missionary work. 

Missionary Day was observed in nearly all the charges, Children’s Day in 
most of them, and Book Concern Day in some, 

We are happy to report progress in the spiritual condition of our churches. 
Revival meetings have been held in every charge in the District, and, in the 
majority of cases, with most gratifying results. Still we greatly need the Holy 
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Ghost poured out in greater measure throughout all our borders. May the 
Great Head of the church hasten the pentecostal showers. 

Two camp meetings were held about the first of August, one at Paso 
Robles, the other at Sespe, both well attended by. pastors and people, resulting, 
it is judged, in the conversion of not less than thirty-five souls, besides a gra- 
cious quickening of the churches adjacent to the places where the meetings were 
held. Prayer meetings and class meetings have everywhere been encouraged 
and sustained. 

The Annual District Association was held in Santa Maria in the last week 
of April. The attendance was good and the results every way gratifying and 
satisfactory. 

God has owned and blessed the labors of his servants in all their fields of 
toil. He who walked in the midst of the golden candlesticks in the ancient 
days has manifested himself inall ourchurches. His promises have been ver- 
ified and his word glorified, 

To the triune God be all glory, dominion and power, forever.

FRESNO DISTRICT. 


Our work during the year past has been somewhat embarrassed by the 
universally prevalent financial stringency, a partial failure of crops over about 
half our territory, and a remarkable series of destructive fires in several of our 
towns. These conditions prevented some new and greatly needed building 
enterprises, hindered the collection of subscriptions on some which were com- 
menced last year, and, much to our regret, caused deficiencies in salary of 
several of the pastors. Yet we have escaped any real disaster. We have 
neyer overgrown nor overbuilded; the country never boomed wildly nor burst 
calamitously. No charge has been destroyed, no field abandoned, no church 
interest permanently injured. We have come through the most trying year in 
the history of the Conference in very good shape. 

The Benevolent Causes were faithfully presented by most of the pastors. 
Some of them received larger collections than last year, some smaller, but there 
is a gain in the aggregate. The missionary collection especially is largerthan 
last year, in advance of the apportionment on the $1,200,000 line, and larger 
than ever before taken in the District. 

The pastors continued faithfully at their post during the year, with two 
exceptions: Bro. Crall, of Alila Circuit, was greatly hindred in his work from 
the first, by feeble health, and spent most of the summer away from his circuit, 
with the consent of his Presiding Elder and his people. He isgreatly beloved 
by the members of his charge, and I trust will soon be ready for active work 
again, 

W.S. Clinesmith, who came to our Conference three years ago, hoping to 
prevent the development of his inherited tendency to consumption, failed 
gradually but surely, and died June Ist, 1889. A suitable memoir will be 
presented at the proper time. 

The charges have usually done well. No extensive revival visited us, 
but interesting protracted meetings were held in most of the appointments, 
with especially good results in Selma, Visalia, and Grangeville. Conversions 
and accessions were frequent in Fresno, also, and a spirit of progress and 
growth was felt in all the charges. The spiritual condition of the District is 
‘as good as I ever knew it. 

Fresno City has grown rapidly, is the leading charge in the District, and 
will soon be a leading charge in the Conference. In a city of 10,000 inhab- 
itants, 4 membership of over 200, a finely located property, worth at least 
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$16,000, an- indebtedness of but $900, needing to build a church and a parson- 
age soon, I regard it as one of the most important points to be supplied by this 
Conference. 

Fresno Circuit was greatly demoralized by the sudden death, in December 
last, of C. F. Hanson, a promising young local preacher, who was in charge, 
and who hoped to present himself for admission to this Conference. Its sta- 
tistical report will be small. Another local preacher, Thomas Spencer, has 
been in charge recently, and has gotten the work well in hand, and we have 
better hopes of it for another year. ; 

Selma had a number of conversions and accessions and a fairly prosperous 
year in spiritual work. 

The town has suffered greatly by frequent fires, and business is greatly de- 
pressed. The indebtedness on the church was not paid as we hoped it would 
be, but the resources of the charge, in property and subscription, are suicient 
to meet it in the early future. 

_ At Trayer a small parsonage was built, the finances are well in hand, and 
the outlook is encouraging. 

Visalia had some conversions and accessions, the improvements on the 
parsonage were completed, every dollar of the debt is paid, and the property is 
the most sightly and comfortable in the District. 


At Hanford the parsonage was enlarged and improved, and the old debt, 
for which a subscription was taken just before last Conference, actually paid 
but about $200, which is covered by unpaid subscription. 

A new and promising class was organized at Eureka, four miles north, and 
will add much strength to the charge. 

Grangeville was never in a better spiritual or financial condition. A 
tasteful entrance and vestibule were added to the church front, the house re- 
painted outside and refurnished inside and the improvements fully paid for. 


Tulare City was disappointed by the failure of its expected transfer, W. 
W. Reynolds, of Southeast Indiana Conference, but we were fortunate enough 
to early secure the services of Brother Arthur P. Morrison, a located member 
of the Michigan Conference, and he has supplied the work very acceptably. 
His people request his return and our District Conference recommends his re- 
admission to the traveling connection. I trust this will be done by this Con- 
ference. The Tulare charge was in an extremely critical condition one year 
ago, owing to divisions among the members and in the community on several 
questions, but I am happy to report a better state of affairs at present. The 
charge is united and harmonious and ready for aggressive work. 


Bakersfield is another town which has suffered greatly by fire. The entire 
business portion of the town was destroyed July 7th, 1889. Our property was 
spared, but the financial resources of the charge were crippled and the pastor’s 
salary made deficient ; but owing to his faithfulness and promptness, the best 
benevolent collections in the history of the appointment were taken, and nearly 
all before the fire came. 


Liberty Circuit, Wm. Gordon supply, has not been a success, owing, 
however, to no fault of the pastor. The few members of the circuit should be 
used asa nucleus of a new circuit, including the new and important town of 
Sawyer and several other promising points conveniently near. 

Tulare Circuit, Alila Circuit and Plano did fairly well, and with slight 
changes in the plan of each, should be continued. 

At Woodville, on Tulare Circuit, we have a house promised us rent free 
for a parsonage next year, and we hope to eventually receive a deed to it. 

Porterville, a growing town of 800 people, on the Fresno branch of the 
S.P. R.R., and but two miles from Plano, should be added to that charge 
and special attention given it next year. It will bea great misfortune if we do 
not haye a church there soon. 
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With the aid of Bro. Wm. G. Leonard, of Merced, we have given some care to 
the West Side Circuit, and received some members at its principal point— 
Newman. Owing to the fact that nearly all the members there live within 
the bounds of the California Conference and the circuit is difficult to reach 
from this direction, I requested Dr. R. Bentley, of Stockton District, to take 
charge of that important section of country. 

Merced is, as it. has been for ten years, an unprofitable appointment, 
though we have kept there a faithful and able pastor, who has done good 
work, 

Since Brother Clinesmith’s decease Tehachapi Circuit has been under the 
care of a faithful local preacher, Brother John Hickey, who forwards credita- 
-ble reports. 

Kernville was unsupplied during the year. I visited the circuit three 
times and received from a friend a donation to the Missionary Society of $100, 
to the credit of this work. 

Our Sunday Schools have done well. In attendance of scholars, grade 
and amount of literature and character of the work done by them, our schools 
have materially advanced, 

I have experienced difficulty in securing accuracy in church records, and 
especially in the records of official meetings, but have paid special attention to 
the matter, and made encouraging improvement in this direction. 

We have tried the experiment of a District Conference, with some suc- 
cess. We held two sessions, the first being especially helpful to the Presiding 
Elder in its athoritative apportionment of the benevolent claims, and of the 
amount to be raised for the Presiding Elder’s support; and both of them sea- 
sons of profit and inspiration to the brethren. 

We also gave special attention to the young people, holding two Dsitrict 
Conventions, in which all Young People’s Societies of the District were given 
representation. Another meeting is provided for this Fall, and with the plans 
and facilities proposed by the Epworth League as now organized, if wisely 
managed, the Young People’s Societies of the District may be harmonized and 
consolidated and a noble band of workers trained for usefulness. 

T will not take your time to more than mention the great needs, and the 
great possibilities of this large and undeveloped country. ‘owns with popula- 
tions of several hundreds, communities of people numbering from one to three 
thousand, long neglected, worldly and wicked, but growing numerically and 
prospering temporally, lie fallow and are accessible to us. One of the most 
experienced of our preachers recently said to me: “To see the work that our 
church ought to do is enough to put life into a stone.” But preachers must be 
‘sustained till they can organize societies and develop support. We lack the 
money to sustain them, and we lack the men brave enough to attempt the 
work. I despair of success in several important places where opportunities are 
within our reach, unless the’ Lord shall send us some young men of heroic 
spirit, who dare incur some temporary hardship for the sake of the souls which 
may be saved and the churches built up in a short time. I am almost forced 
to the conclusion that while the church gains much in her older fields by the 
better culture and fuller preparation of her young men for the ministerial 
work, she loses more by the repression of zeal and restraining of the spirit: 
which seems to result from this protracted preparation, and which seems to 
unfit our young men for the heroic efforts which made our fathers so famous 
and our church so great. Whatever the cause, we call in vain for pioneers, 
men who can live cheaply, work hard and build wisely, though better opportu- 
nities for success have rarely been found than are found in the bounds of 
Fresno District. Five years’ experience on this District has strengthened some 
convictions in my mind. The Presiding Eldership is not an antiquated insti- 
tution. Some men may be failures in the office, but the office was never more 
meeded than now. The preachers are loyal to it when its occupant is a true 
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sympathetic, unselfish man, and helps them press the work. The people are 
loyal to it when the man himself has their confidence and respect and is ready 
to bear the responsibility and perform the full duties of the office. 

The people of my District have been considerate, liberal, loving and loyal 
to myself and the church. Their homes, their purses, their confidence, their 
hearts have been open to me, and the recollections of their loving hospitality 
will be a lasting treasure. 

The preachers have been kind and true in their friendship. Good will 
and brotherly sympathy have obtained among us. My love for the church and 
her institutions, for God and His cause, has been deepened and intensified 
during these years. I am conscious of falling far short of my ideal in the 
administration of this office, but such as I had of zeal and strength I have: 
given. Our labors have been hard, clearing ground, laying foundations in one 
of the greatest valleys the sun shines on, and God has blessed usin it, May its 
future greatness, as prophesied in the resources God has given it, be a posses- 
sion of Christ and Methodism.

The Second Annual Assembly of the Young People’s Methodist Alliance, 
held upon the grounds of the Association July 2d to 23d, was a great success, 
the receipts from the sale of tickets being $116 more than the expenses of the 
program. 

The Bible Training Classes and the different departments of church and 
practical lines of Christian work were of the first order, and large numbers 
testify to their value and helpfulness. In the Devotional Hours a number 
sought and found a pardoning Savior and cleansing in His Blood. 

The evening lectures were well attended, on several occasions as many as 
1,500 persons being present. But that which we are pleased to report above 
all else is the spiritual life and power which was manifest. The Holy Ghost 
was present on many occasions, while on Sunday morning of the 22d of July 
He seemed to rest upon the congregation as a mighty Pentecost. Those pres- 
ent will not soon forget the preciousness of that hour. This was a fitting 
preparation for the Annual Camp Meeting that immediately followed, which 
resulted in the conversion of sinners and in quickening the Church. 

The work of the Local Alliances during the year has been very encourag- 
ing, some of the societies having been in a revival from the time they were 
organized. :

PREACHERS’ AID. 


Your Committee, after an unusual number of meetings, and a very careful 
consideration of the needs of the Conference Claimants, together with the 
unsettled condition of business, desire to make the following report: 


Resolved, First, That-we recommend the Southern California Annual 
Conference to continue a Commission similar to the one now existing to solicit 
funds or property as donations for a permanent endowment fund for the ben- 
efit of Conference Claimants and that such’ property may be held in trust, by 
either the Conference Board of Trustees or Board of Trust constituted by the 
donors, or by a special Board of Trust, the income of which shall be turned 
over annually to the Board of Stewards, for the use and benefit of said 
Claimants. 


Resolved, Second, That we recommend the organization of a Mutual Aid 
Society in the Southern California Conference, the motives and object being 
fully set forth in the following Constitution and By-Laws: 


ARTICLE I. 


This Association shall be called THe Muruan Arp Soctrery oF THE 
SoUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE OF THE M. E. Cuurcu. 


ARTICLE II. 


Object. 
Its object shall be to render mutual aid and relief immediately on the 
death of a member. 
ARTICLE III. 


Membership. 

Any Superannuated, Supernumerary or Traveling Preacher, their wives or 
widows, of this Conference, may become a beneficiary member of this Society 
by the payment of a sum equal to the aggregate sum of twenty A290); cents for 
each and every year of the age of the individual applying. 
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Any person may become a benevolent honorary member by the payment 
of $5 for each membership so taken and shall have all the privileges of the 
beneficiary membership, except sharing in the insurance benefit. 


ARTICLE IY. 


On the death of any beneficiary member of this Society the Secretary 
shall notify each member, who shall within thirty days send to the Treasurer 
of said Society an amount equal to the amount paid on becoming a member of 
said Society. As often as a death shall occur in the Society the Secretary 
shall notify each member of such death, and each member shall send to the 
Treasurer an amount equal to the amount paid on joining the Society; and if 
said amount is not paid within sixty (60) days from the date on which the 
Secretary sends the notice to each member, then such delinquent member shall 
lose his membership in said Society, and cease to be a beneficiary. Neverthe- 
less, if a delinquent member shall within one year from the time he has become 
delinquent pay up all delinquent assessments he shall then be reinstated and 
be entitled to benefit in the Society; provided, that at the time of application 
for such reinstatement satisfactory evidence is given to the Board of Directors 
of the soundness of the health of the applicant. 


ARTICLE Y. 


If during any whole year dating from the annual meeting of the Society 
there shall occur no death in the Society, then an amount equal to one death 
assessment shall be assessed on each member and the same shall be placed in 
the treasury as an additional death assessment, to be kept on hand to meet any 
sudden emergency. But such assessment shall not be made more than twice, 
so that there shall be at no time an amount in the treasury exceeding the 
amount of three assessments. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
who, with two others to be elected, shall constitute the Board of Managers, 
with power belonging to such Boards, with the additional power to fill vacan- 
cies occurring during the year in the Board or offices. The election shall be 
by ballot at the annual meeting, during the time the Annual Conference is. 
held. A notice of the meeting written by the Secretary of the Society readin 
open Conference shall be deemed due and sufficient notice. A majority vote 
of all the members present and voting to elect. The Secretary and Treasurer 
may be required to give bonds or suitable security. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The headquarters of this Society shall be in the city of Los Angeles, 
California. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The officers of the Society shall receive no compensation excepting the 
Secretary, who shall be considered a beneficiary member, whether preacher or 
layman, and shall have his insurance free during the time he acts as Secretary 
of the Society. 


ARTICLE IX. 
The expenses of printing, stationery, etc., shall be met by the Society. 
ARTICLE X. 


The Board of Managers may appoint a Soliciting Committee, the mem- 
bers of which may be resident in different parts of the Conference. 
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ARTICLE XI. 


All orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Secretary shall be signed by the 
President and Secretary. 
ARTICLE XII. 


These Articles may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting.

TEMPERANCE. 


As followers of the Lord Jesus Christ, we do not desire to speak in equiv- 
ocal language on this subject. When an evil is found that blocks the way to 
heaven and checks the spread of the gospel; one that causes all kinds of crime 
and almost every form of misery, and is the chief agency in the corruption of 
the ballot, of legislation and of the administration of law, it is appropriate that 
as Christian citizens we rise up against it. 

The scheme of high license is a failure. 

History shows that no government in any country has made a success 
with any system of licensed sin. As citizens of the United States and of the 
State of California, we protest against being made partners in the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating drink, for we feel that the money received by the 
‘National and State governments under license laws is but the heart’s blood of 
insulted, neglected, heart-broken fathers, mothers, wives and sisters. 

The question of Prohibition has become national. Never was there more 
talk on this subject, never was there such an undertone of temperance senti- 
ment in American politics, never was this cause so prominent in the homes, in 
the churches, in the schools and on the streets ef our land. 

We shall not cease to protest against the exportation of American liquors 
to heathen lands, and to beseech Congress for the enactment of laws that shall 
effectually preveut this blot upon our Christian name and civilization. 

We greet that godly sisterhood, the W. C. T. U., in profoundest sympathy 
and heartiest co-operation. 

We rejoice in the organization of various societies, the object of which is 
to teach the boys and girls of to-day the evils of intoxicating drink. 

We look with favor upon the proposal of the American Sabbath Union 
to make a campaign in our State for the Sunday closing of saloons, and we 
shall pray that the results recently attained in Cincinnati may be seen in all 
our cities. 

We trust that many of our towns may in the near future adopt an ordi- 
nance like that in force at Pasadena and Riverside. 

Let us have Prohibition in spots right away; but we shall not be fully 
satisfied till National and State ( onstitutional Prohibition shall become a grand 
fact in our history, and towards this consummation we look with longing, 
prayerful hearts. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


Your Committee on Sabbath Observance would offer the following report : 

WueEREAS, We believe that this question of Sabbath observance is of vital 
importance in its relation to the moral, social and general progress of every 
community, and 

Wuerpas, The absence of a Sabbath law, coupled with the demoralizing 
influence of the liquor traffic, tends to make Sunday the worst crime-producing 
day of the week, and

Wuereas, On account of the unsettled condition of a large per cent. of 
the inhabitants of this State, and the absence of a Sabbath law, they are liable 
to the demoralizing influence of godless associations, and 

Wuereas, There are so many secular and irreligious attractions offered 
to the public on the Sabbath day, and 

WuereEas, All of these facts make this a question of vital importance to 
the Gaeek of Christ, affecting her interests and progress on all lines; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, First, That this Conference is profoundly impressed with the 
necessity of doing something practical toward the creation of a healthful and 
progressive sentiment on Sabbath observance. 

Resolved, Second, That we or our part will do what we can by preaching, 
by private conversation and by our daily life, to protest against the seculariza- 
tion of the Lord’s day. 

Resolved, Third, That we urge our people to refrain, as far as possible, 
from traveling by public conveyances, especially railways, on Sunday, and 
that they avoid on that day all works but those of mercy and necessity. 

Resolved, Fourth, That we will do what we can to obtain local legislation 
for the protection of the Sabbath from desecration. 

Resolved, Fifth, That we endorse the petition to Congress for a law 
against Sunday work, excepting works of necessity and mercy, so far as the 
jurisdiction of the general government extends, with the usual exceptions for 
those who observe another day. 

_ Resolved, Sixth, That we look with gratification on the plan of the Amer- 
ican Sabbath Union to conduct a year’s campaign in this State, and we trust 
that it will be so thorough and effective as to bring about: the enactment of a 
Sunday law in our State, and severely rebuke the growing spirit of Sabbath 
desecration. 

Resolved, Seventh, That we indorse the plan to organize in Southern 
California a branch of the American Sabbath Union. 

Resolved, Eighth, That we request the Bishop to appoint Dr. Edward 
Thompson as agent of this institution. 

Resolved, Ninth, That we will welcome Dr. Thomson to our charges and 
assist him in carrying forward his work. 

Resolved, Tenth, That the practice of observing one Sunday in each 
year by the churches as “ Prison Sunday” is approved by this Conference, and 
is recommended for adoption in this State, and that the second Sunday in 
October is hereby designated as a suitable day for this purpose.

BIBLE CAUSE. 


The American Bible Society is the only unsectarian organization in the 
United States whose sole purpose is the publication and distribution of the 
authorized version of the Holy Scriptures without note or comment in the 
languages of the common people and among all the nations of the earth. 
Measured by the results of its labors it is shown to be a most* potent agency in 
the accomplishment of this work. Inthe seventy-three years it has published 
fifty-one millions two hundred and seventy thousand and eighteen copies and 
parts of copies of the word of God. Of this number one million four hundred 
and forty thousand were published and distributed during the past year. Dur- 
ing the same period its agents and colporteurs have visited five hundred and 
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sixty-seven thousand and sixteen families. Of this number nearly one-eighth 
were found destitute of a copy of the Scriptures. Forty-six thousand two 
hundred were supplied. 

Therefore, in view of the grandeur of its aims, the perfect adoption of its 
methods, and magnitude of the work already accomplished, we offer for adop- 
tion the following resolutions: 


Resolved, First, That we heartily commend the aims, methods and man- 
agement of the American Bible Society. 


Resolved, Second, That we hereby renew our pledge of loyalty to and 
hearty co-operation during the coming year. 
Resolved, Third, That in the District Superintendent, Rev. John Thomp- 
son, we recognize one to whose long experience, faithful work and genial spirit 
is due much of the success attained on this Coast.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


The first decade of the history of our University is past. Ten years ago 
the young conference of Southern California, inspired by the great possibilities 
of this country, animated by the history and growth of great institutions of 

learning and a sense of responsibility, to lay broad foundations in this land, 
organized the University of Southern California. Nine years ago the School 
of Liberal Arts, at West Los Angeles, was opened. Since then various de- 
partments of a university have been successfully organized. In the good 
providence of God the minds of men and women have been turned toward this 
institution, and large gifts have been made, especially in landed properties, 
toward the various endowments. A number of fine, commodious buildings 
have been erected. A goodly number of students have gone forth taking high 
rank in their departments of work. . Past-graduate courses are in contempla- 
tion, and some gifts for the endowment of such a department have already 
been received. 


COLLEGE OF LIBERAL ARTS. 


The past year has been one of great prosperity. The course of study is 
abreast with that of the best colleges of the Church. The corps of teachers is 
full and competent. The facilities and equipments are of a high order. One 
four-story brick building, 100 by 100 feet; one two-story wooden structure, 
and one good boarding hall for ladies, constitute our present number of build- 
ings. The latter is now undergoing extensive repairs under the management 
of a committee of ladies consisting of Mrs. Judge Widney, Mrs. Dodsworth 
and Mrs. Howes. 

The religious advantages are excellent. A live, active church gives warm 
welcome to all students, and extends toward them all possible sympathy in 
religious matters. 

A Young Men’s, and also a Young Women’s Christian Association, are 
in active operation, doing a vast amount of good. 

The library is being slowly enlarged, and already is of very great value. 
A reading-room? having on file over sixty of the very best American and 
foreign magazines and papers, is open to all students. 

A course in literature, music and art has been adopted, by means of which 
students in music and art are given credit for their studies in these depart- 
ments. According to this arrangement, a young gentleman and young lady, 
entering the same class, have their studies equalized; that is to say, if the 
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young lady takes music, and the young man does not, the young lady does not 
have to do all the work—the young man plus the work she does in music in 
order to graduate at the same time. But for certain specified studies her work 
in music is substituted. 

e commend this college to our people as an institution every way 
worthy of their confidence and support. 


MACLAY COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 


The Maclay College of Theology, at San Fernando, Cal., has closed a 
successful year. The operations of the college have gone forward without 
accident or interruption from any cause. The collegiate year opened with six 
students and closed with twelve. All have done well in their studies. One 
student graduated in divinity at the recent commencement, and to-day would 
have been on his way to India as a missionary of our church had not health 
considerations suggested the propriety of his remaining a little longer in the 
home land. Meanwhile he has entered upon his duties as Assistant Principal 
of the Escondido Academy, connected with the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The faculty of the college has recently undergone some important modi- 
fications. The Rey. F. B. Cherington, D. D., who filled the chair of Histo- 
rical Practical Theology, has been elected Dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts, at West Los Angeles. The Rey. Jas. Blackledge, A. M., who filled the 
chair of Old Testament Exegesis and Hebrew, and New Testament Exegesis 
and Greek, has been transferred to the California Conference, and returns to 
the regular work of the ministry. The Board of Regents are now taking 
measures to fill the vacancies made by these changes. The Rev. Wm. Arter 
Wright, A. M., B. D., graduate in letters of the Mt. Union College, Ohio, and 
in divinity of the Boston University, has been elected to the chair of Historical 
and Practical Theology, and will enter at once on his duties. The Rev. M. 
5. Cross, A. M., B. D., graduatein letters of the Northwestern University, and 
in divinity of the Garrett Biblical Institute, Evanston, Il., has been tendered 
the chair vacated by Prof. Blackledge, and it is believed he will accept the 
position. Meanwhile it has been arranged that for the present Prof. Wright 
will give instruction in New Testament Exegesis and Greek, while H. J. 
Crist, A. M., B. D., will instruct the classes in Old Testament Exegesis and 
Hebrew. Prof. Saraki, a graduate of the oldest literary institution in modern 
Japan, has been secured to give instruction in the Japanese and Chinese 
languages to Missionary candidates and others, and to deliver lectures in Eng- 
lish on the heathen religions of Japan and China. It is the purpose of the 
Regents to supply the College with qualified instructors, and every appliance 
necessary to place it among the leading colleges of theology of the world. 


Your committee has examined the circular letters from the Boston School 
of Theology and the De Pau School of Theology, Greencastle, Ind., which 
were referred to us by the Conference. We gratefully recognize the great 
work which these schools of theology, and others of a similar character in the 
Eastern States, are doing for the Methodist Episcopal Church. We rejoice in 
view of the prosperity with which it has pleased God to crown their efforts in 
the past. We earnestly pray that in all coming time their influence may con- 
tinue to bless the Church and the world, and we desire to place on record our 
high appreciation of the service they have opportunely rendered us in training 
the accomplished and successful ministers among us. 

In former years there was no College of Theology on the Pacific Coast in 
which candidates for the Methodist ministry could be educated ; but recently, 
in the good providence of God, we have come into possession of an institution 
prepared to supply this great want of Pacific Methodism. The Maclay Col- 
lege of Theology, at San Fernando, has already taken position among the lead- 
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ing schools of theology under the care of our church. It has received official 
and honorable mention in the proceedings of our General Conference. The 
members of its faculty have been approved by our bishops. It receives appre- 
ciative consideration and promises of support from the Annual Conferences of 
our church on the Pacific Coast. It concentrates and conserves our denomi- 
national resources. Its influence necessarily strengthens the bond of union, 
the connectional principle which has ever been such an important factor in 
the phenomenal power and triumphs of Methodism throughout the world. Its 
location on this coast reduces the expenses of the students and eliminates the 
dangers resulting from climatic changes; fosters sympathy between the student 
and the churches he is to serve; enables our Presiding Elders to utilize the 
services of ministerial candidates in opening up new work and supplying new 
charges, and does much toward procuring for our churches the educated young 
men and women who receive our highest theological training. 


COLLEGE OF MEDICINE. 


This college has a faculty selected from some of the ablest physicians of 
the land, many of whom have had long experience in the best colleges of the 
East. 

Standard of Attainments. 


In pursuance of the policy to make and keep the course of instruction in 
this college worthy of the University system, and second to none in the land, 
the following article was designedly inserted by the Faculty of Medicine into 
the articles of incorporation under the University charter, and now stands as 
an unalterable and irrevocable contract between the University and the College. 

“ Article 13. The standard of attainments for the admission of students 
into the said College of Medicine shall be as high, the course of study as long, 
as varied, and as thorough, and the requirements for graduation as rigid as in: 
the recognized first-class colleges of medicine of the United States.” 

A comparison of the course of study as given in this announcement with 
the course as laid down in other first-class colleges of the United States will 
show that the standard is kept in both letter and spirit. 


CHAFFEY COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE. 


This school is about to enter upon its third year. A sincere effort has: 
been made to develop it along the line of thorough scholarship and Christian 
character. 

The growth of the school has been continuous, and in ‘many respecis rapid.. 
New recitation-rooms have been fitted up, a study-room has been provided, a 
library and reading-room furnished, and in other respects the material equip- 
ment is being rendered ample. The number of students has reached seventy, 
and these are all pursuing courses. The faculty numbers seven, and all, with 
the exception of the commercial teacher, are engaged in work from nine to 
four each day. 

The present condition of the school is gratifying. The local Board of 
Regents look sharply after its interests, and conduct its affairs upon strict busi- 
ness principles. The students, an excellent body of young people, are forming’ 
high ideals, and filling with enthusiasm for their work. The teachers are 
carefully chosen, of decided ability, and each especially fitted for his depart- 
ment. They are cordially in sympathy with their work and in perfect har- 
mony with each other. Even the financial depression benefits the school by 
inciting its friends to more energetic action and by increasing its dependence 
upon its real source of authority and fountain of prosperity—the Church. 

Feeling the great need that the educational work be as thoroughly 
equipped as possible, and every advantage be given in our schools to the sons. 
and daughters of Methodism, we urge that the collections for education be 
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made as large as possible, and recommend that they be appropriated to the 
College of Liberal Arts. We are glad to know that the services of both Dr. 
Bovard, President of the University, and Dean Cherington will be available 
for assistance in this work, and we urge the pastors to extend invitations to 
these brethren in good time, so that they may arrange to serve a large number 
of charges. :

We regret to say, however, that our conference this year has failed to 
raise the amount asked for this cause. Assessed $2000, we have raised only 
$1770, leaving a shortage of $230. Although an assessment was not reached, 
the records will show an increase in the receipts of this year over last of $196. 
But a deficit comes from an increase in the amount asked of $2000 this year 
as against $1500 last year. 

As the parent society will give three dollars for every one we put into 
their treasury, we now have to our credit, accruing from account of last year 
and from the collections of the present year, $2992, 

We earnestly entreat all the pastors to present this cause faithfully and 
intelligently to their congregations. 


FREEDMENS AID, 


We are thankful for the efficient religious and educational work done 
in the South in planting so many Christian institutions, thus helping so many 
who have either already gone out to do the Master’s work or are still in train- 
ing and which promise so much for the future. We are glad that our own 

, Conference has somewhat increased its collection over last year, but the great 
need of this field has not yet been felt by the church. The vast illiteracy and 
dense ignorance of millions of the people, both white and black, in some parts 
of the country, the efforts to relieve it being entirely inadequate, it appeals 
most earnestly both to the church and national government to rescue, if possi- 
ble, this portion of our Republic. We especially urge the members of our 
own church to the greatest liberality in supporting and furthering the work of 
this Society. 


TRACTS. 


The Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church is an organized 
power that is capable of being used as an aid in the great work of the world’s 
evangelization. The various forms of infidelity and error understand the value 
of the tract as a medium for the accomplishment of their immoral purposes. 
Through it they scatter seeds of demoralization and death. The children of 
darkness are, in their generation, wiser than the children of light. It seems 
to us, in view of the tract being used as an instrument of evil, that, if the 
Church of Christ would, especially in large cities, institute a wise system of 
tract distribution, it would in no small degree aid in solving the problem of 
how to reach the masses and bring them to Christ. The world is becoming 
more and more a reading world, a fact that should move the church to send into 
every home in the land the silent messengers of light, comfort, life and salva- 
tion. And, judging from the results of such labor in the past, such work 
would tend to lead minds from the influence of an enervating and corrupting 
literature to the truth as it is in Jesus. 

We believe that both ministers and members of our church—and all the 
churches—should manifest a deeper interest in the circulation of well written 
and appropriate tracts, and in the support of this benevolent organization of 
the church, 

We'are glad to record the self-sacrificing efforts of Rev. H. P. Rhodes, a 
local preacher, in the work of tract distribution, and pray that God may con- 
tinue to bless him in his Christly work. 
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SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 


It is with gratitude to God that we contemplate the progress of the Sunday 
School work. The more than two millions of scholars and nearly three hun- 
dred thousand officers and teachers, constitute a moral force which, if guided 
and baptized by the Holy spirit, is fitted to do agrand work in aiding to bring 
a revolted world back again to truth, righteousness and God. Officers and 
teachers with intellects clarified by God’s grace, and hearts burning with love 
to God and precious souls, are the pressing needs of our Sunday Schools.

Resolved, That we, as pastors, during the coming year, aid and encourage 
this Society in its earnest efforts by doing all in our power to assist in carrying 
forward this great work. 


CHINESE MISSIONARY WORK. 


Your Committee, to whom was referred the question of Chinese Missionary 
work in Southern California, having carefully gathered all available informa- 
tion, beg leave to submit the following report: 

We find that Southern California has from fifteen to twenty thousand 
Chinese, gathered in our principal centers of population, and as yet, practically 
untouched by Christian influence and effort, there being only four hundred and 
sixty Chinamen in the evening schools and Sunday schools of this portion of 
our State. 

Many weaker denominations are awakening to their responsibility to this 

- great company of uncared-for souls in our midst, and are using missionary 
funds freely in the establishment of mission schools. 

Our own people feel the pressure of the times and are making every possi- 
ble effort in their behalf. 

There are at least six centers of population where work should be com- 
menced by our church at once. 

In view of this great field and the necessities of the work, we earnestly 
request the General Missionary Committee of our chureh to make an appro- 
priation for Chinese work in Southern California of not less than two thousand 
dollars.

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CHAPLAINS FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


WuerkEas, There are 135 Posts and Stations, as shown by the United 
States Army Register for 1888, and but 34 Chaplains provided for all; 

Resolved, First, That we believe it to be the duty of the government, in 
order to promote morality and religion in the army, to provide Chaplains in 
suitable numbers and suitable qualifications for the army, and we respectfully 
recommend to Congress that provision be made by law for a corps of at least 
100 Chaplains for the army on the general plan of the Medical Corps now 
existing in the army. We believe that the need for this corps of Chaplains is 
urgent and should be met without delay. ° } 

Resolved, Second, That we also recommend that due provision be made by 
law for securing suitable ministers for the corps of Chaplains by examination 
of candidates by Army Chaplains experienced in the needs and requirements 
of military service. We believe that no Chaplain should be appointed by the 
President except upon the advice of such examiners. 

Resolved, Third, That we respectfully request the Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Congress from California to use their endeavors in securing the pas- 
sage of the bill now pending before Congress to provide an increase in the 
corps of Chaplains for the army and navy. 

Resolved, Fourth, That we recommend the following brethren as a com- 
mittee to co-operate with like committees appointed from other States and 
other denominations. Revs. W. A. Knighten, A.B. Morrison and William 
Pittenger. 

Resolved, Fifth, That we recommend that the Sabbath on or before the 
4th of July be annually observed as Army and Navy Day.

REV. WINFIELD S8. CLINESMITH. 


Brother Clinesmith, the youngest son of James and Caroline Baily Cline- 
smith, was born in Lee County, Iowa, September 14, 1861. He came of Meth- 
-odist parentage. Huis father died while he was yet a child. For seven years 
he was the constant, untiring and loving attendant on an invalid mother, from 
whom he inherited tendencies toward consumption, the disease which finally 
removed him from labor to reward. He experienced a clear conversion when 
about eighteen years of age. Feeling his need of a deeper work of grace, and 
realizing his privilege to attain thereunto by faith, he was led by the Holy 
Spirit to seek and soon found that blessed state , 


“Where fear and sin and grief expi-e, 
Cast out by perfect love.” 


In that experience he lived, with every faculty and power brought into 
glad captivity to the law of love, and tuned to sweetest accord, until “he was 
not for God took him.” 

In the spring of 1882 he joined the Missouri Conference. His health 
failing, he came to this conference, by transfer, in 1886. He was sent to 
Kernyille, and the writer has heard many words of commendation of his 
Christian manliness from people living in that section of Kern county. 

They very much desired him to remain among them, but wishing to try 
the valley climate, he was sent to Alila Circuit. Last year he was sent to 
Tehachapi, where he remained three months, when failing health compelled 
him to give up his work. He then went to Tehama county to spend the win- 
ter with friends, came to Delano in the spring and shortly after to Poso, where 
on the first day of June, 1889, he was early crowned. 

He had a frankness of manner and a cordial, pleasing address, which 
secured him access to all classes, among whom he labored and won him the 
respect of saint and sinner. His early educational advantages were not the 
best, but he had a good mind, was a close student, wholly consecrated to his 
work, and anearnest, faithful Methodist preacher. Those who sat under his 
ministrations say his sermons were all good and occasionally far above the aver- 
age. He was outspoken in his rebuke of sin, a faithful teacher of Bible 
morality. He was a man of prayer. 

When it was evident that his work was done, resigned and cheerful, he 
made ready for the end and then patiently waited till his change came. His 
sun went down while it was yet noon. 


**Can that man be dead 
Whose spiritual influence is on his kind? 
He lives in glory, and his speaking dust 
Has more of life than half its breathing molds.” 
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A large company of friends gathered at his funeral, which was conducted 
by his Presiding Elder, John B. Green, assisted by brothers Crall and 
Frambes, and the body of our brother beloved was laid away in Poso Cemetery. 


“Yet not thus buried, or extinct 
The vital spark shall lie ; 

For o’er life’s wreck that spark shall rise 
To seek its kindred sky.’’

ALMON F. HOYT. 


Almon F. Hoyt was born in Vermont in 1849. He was a graduate of 
Michigan University at Ann Arbor, and joined the Detroit Conference in 1874, 
He served several charges within the bounds of this Conference, among 
others South Lyons and New Boston. In the fall of 1881 he entered the The- 
ological School at Boston and graduated in 1884. He was then chosen as the 
President of the New Orleans University, which place he held for two years. 
He then removed to New Mexico and was chosen President of Albuquerque 
College. In connection with the duties of the school he was the pastor of the 
church, which he greatly built up. 

In 1887 he removed his Conference relation from the Detroit to the 
Southern California Conference.’ One year ago while in attendance upon the 
New Mexico Mission Conference he took a severe cold, an acute attack of 
quinsy set in and he died October 17, 1888, after three days illness at his home 
in Albuquerque. 

His death was a great loss to the work in New Mexico, and the whole 
church. He had cherished plans of future study at the Universities of Europe, 
and only two months before I had received letters of inquiry from him con- 
cerning the course in the German University at Berlin. But it was not to be, 
and he soon afterwards was enabled to say the course was run, the faith was 
kept and victory was already achieved. As a student he was honest, frank, 
faithful, thorough. Asa pastor he was efficient and well beloved; and as an 
administrator of a college he was painstaking, uncompromising and labored 
for the realization of a high ideal. They who knew him best, loved him 
most; while they who but ‘slightly knew him recognized in him ability, en- 
ergy, faithfulness and uncompromising uprightness. He leaves a place that 
but few can fill.
